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Over 100,000 Men Cease Work 
1 in the Coal Fields.

MINERS OF NORTH AND CENTRAL ILLI- 
NOIS JOIN IN THE STRIKE. 


The Order to Stop Work Disregarded at 
Many Points in Missouri and Kansas— 
Bevier Men Out and They May Be Fol- 
lowed in Other Districts on Monday— 
President McBride Discusses the Cause 
of the Movement and the Outlook. 


Cor uuns, O., April 21.—The strike of the 
United Mine Workers seems to have been 
successfully inaugurated. The reports re- 
ceived at headquarters here from all points 
where the action of the miners was in 
doubt, indicate that the order had been more 
generaily obeyed than President McBride had 
expected. 

Toa staff correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
PATON Mr. McBride said to-night that he had 
received reports fromall the great mining 
districts by telegraph, and that fully 130,000 
men had quit work as directed at noon to- 
day. 

REPORTS FROM ALL POINTS. 

A telegram from Organizer Wilson in Mary- 
land states that the miners there have 
obeyed the order. In a mass- meeting to de- 
cide the matter but three votes were cast 
against the strike. 

Thos. Barry of West Virginia telegraphed 
that the strike is practically general along 
the Kanawha and New Rivers. 

J. W. Crawford, in a telegram from Spring- 
field, III., confirms the press dispatches 
showing that the Northern and Central Ili- 
nois miners have struck. McBride was in 
doubt as to what they would do. 

James Sweeny telegraphs that all the Tioga 
County (Pa.) mines stopped work at noon, 
and that 2,000 men in Dague’s mines, Pitts- 
burg district, who were not expected to obey 
the order, have gone out. 

The men in the river and railroad regions 
are out to a man, and the Clearfeld men 
have ceased work. Had the Pennsylvania 
mines refused to join in the movement the 
strike would have collapsed. 

In the Ohio mines, Mr. McBride’s reports 
show thatthe order was generally obeyed 
and the result is as he expected. 

CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS. 

am entirely confident of the ultimate 
success of the undertaking,’’ Mr. McBride 
gald to the correspondent. It 18 conceded 
that about 560,000 men engaged in the 
production of bituminous in the United 
States who are not organized, will join the 
strike at once. Organizers will be sent among 
them at once, however, and it is hoped to in- 
duce them to suspend work. But the product 
of the mines where they are employed cuts so 
small a figure in the great coal markets that 
if they continue to work it will not seriously 
affect the strike. 

The strike promisesto be the greatest in 
the history of the country It will stop work 
in mines that produced upwards of 100,000,000 
tons of coal last yearin twelve States and 
Territories. These miners received $53,850, - 
10% in wages in 1890, according to the eleventh 
census of the United States. In that year, 
189,886 mines produced 79,899,108 tons of coal 
valued at $69,550, C00. 


BTARVATION WAGES THE CAUSE. 
McBride is a man of powerful frame, mas- 
give head and a tace full of strength of char- 
acter and determination. From a laborer in 
the mines he has worked his way up to bea 
member of the Ohio General Assemby and 
tate Commissioner of Labor, and was once 
_eandidate for Secretary of State. He talked

CANADIAN COAL CUTS KO FIGURE. 
Being asked if he did not fear that coal 
from Canada would come into the market 
when the mines were stopped, he smiled, 
and taking down Sorg’s coal trade statistics 
showed that all the Canadian mines com- 
bined did not produce as much coal as the 
mines of Perry County, O. 

What is this argument then about free 
coal having an injurious effect on United 
States mines?’’ asked the reporter. 

**Nonsense,’’ responded Mr. McBride. 
An Ohio Congressman, who was much ex- 
ercised about free coal, wrote me recently 
for myopi nion and I replied tnat it he could 
get reciprocity with Canada for free coal we 
would open up a market for Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania and West Virginia of 5,000,000 tons an- 
nually that they could not reach now. Why, 
we furnish more than half the coal that Can- 
ada uses now, and if we are able to pay the 
60 cent tariff, need we be afraid to let in 
Canadian coal free? No, Canadian coal will 
cut no figure in this strike.’’

The chief difficulty that will beset the man- 
agers of the strike has already presented it- 
self. Nowthatthe miners have gone out, 
the question of how to maintain a solid front 
inthe face of offers from operators of full 
scale Wages and plenty of work arises. The 
theory of this strike is that no coal shall be 
mined anywhere until the wage scale is paid 
everywhere. President McBride has already 
received many inquiries as to what to do in 
a case where operators offer to pay the scale. 
Many have asked for releases and permis- 
sion to goto work atthe scale wages. The 
following answer has been prepared by Mc- 
Bride and is senttoall who ask such ques- 


tion: 

DEAR S1nR—The fight for living wages is a genera! 
fight and no local settiements will be authorized or 
recognized untila general settlement has been de- 
ciared. The following rule must be observed by all 
mines and all localitiest As ordered bY the National 
Convention, coal must not be leaded at any price 
nor fer any purpose; but where companies want en- 
gines run, water hauled, timber or any other kina of 
repair work done, it will be permite’, provided 
wares are according tothe sesle demanded by the 
convention. 

The fact that permission to go to work at 
scale wages is asked is proof that some oper- 
ators are ready to pay the increashd wages 
demanded.

IN MISEOUR1 MINES. 


Order to Strike Not Obsyed 
Southwest District. 


NEVADA, Mo., April 21.—Advices this after- 
noon from the coal district of this section of 
country and adjacent fields in Kansas are to 
the effect that coal will continue to be mined 
regardless of the strike ordered for to-day by 
the United Mine Workers of America. If, 
however, the strike becomes strong and gen- 
eral the miners in this section may be 


pressed into the movement. Present indi- 
cations point to no strike of any magnitude 
in this section. 

To-day tupt. Keller of the Missouri! Pacific 
Rallroad Co. received information from 
the superintendent of the company’s 
car service in St. Louis to the effect that 
every coal car that could be utilized would be 
sent to Mr. Keller’s division, which lines un- 
der Mr. Keller’s supervision penetrate the 
coal belt of Southwest Missourl and East- 
ern Kansas. This indicates that the Missouri 
Pacific have assurances that there will be no 
trouble. 

News to-day from Ovid and Rich Hillisto 
the effect that there is no trouble at Bedford, 
this county, where some 700 miners are em- 
ployed, all is quiet. Empty cars from Lex- 
ington and Myrick are to be sent here, which 
indicates trouble at those mines. The Mis- 
sourl Pacific now has 400 loaded coal 
cars standing on its tracks. With regard to 
the disastrous strike inaugurated last sum- 
mer, in Southwest Missouri and Eastern 
Kansas, a gentleman in a position to know 
said to-day that the miners were out on a 
strike for sixty-two days, aince which time 
they had not worked on average more 
than five days in a month, up to within a 
week ago, when the miners were and are 
now given work night and day.

AT LEXINGTON, 

LEXINGTON, Mo., April 21.—The miners in 
this city and vicinity went out on a strike to- 
day. The mines have been closed since 
Aprillon account of the dullness of the coal 


trade. The miners were offered work to-day 
by the operators ata reduction of l cent per 
bushel but it was refused. Some ofthe 
miners in this vicinity are ina very destitute 
condition and they have started a supply 
store where the needy can get relief. Ihe 
city has ordered 5,000 perch of rock to be 
broken by the needy. Nearly all the miners 
in this vicinity are members of the United 
Mine Workers“ Union of America. 


EIGHT HUNDRED OUT AT BEVIER. 
Macon, Mo., April 21.—All the Bevier coal 
miners, 600 in number, quit work to-day at 
noon. They held alargely attended mass- 
meeting this afternoon, ana bya large ma- 
jority decided to suspend work, as ordered by 
the Executive Board of United Mine-workers 
of America. This decision is also subject to 
the decision of the Executive Board of Dis- 
trict 14, comprising Missouri, Kansas and 
Indian Territory. Thomas R. Jones of 
Bevier is Vice-?rresident of the Executive 
Board. Two delegates were elected to meet 
the general committee at Higginsviile, 
next Monday. ‘he miners will 
no more work until the 
delegates return. The delegates were in- 
structed to stand by President McBride's or- 
der from Columbus, O. The Bevier miners 
demand 80 cents per ton for mining coal, or 
60 cents per ton for blasting, and day hands 
want an increase from what yf now re- 
ceive. The price paid per ton now Is 60 cents. 
They are net allowed & blast. 
The 500 miners at Ardmore, this (Macon) 
county, have decided not to strike at this 
time. 


RICHMOND AND CAMDERX,. 


RICHMOND, Mo., April 21.—The miners of 
this place met this afternoon to take action 
in regard to the proposed general strike 
ordered to take effect all over the county to 
day. Little was accomplished. The men ae. 
clued to stop work untl Wednes(ay next 
when fnal action will be taken. The miners 
in Camden, seven miles from this piace, are 
out already. Ihe prospects are that the 
minere in Richmond wili respond to the call 
and lay down their tools.

PENNSYLVANIA. 


The Pittsburg District Joins Generally in 
the Shut Down. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 21.—At noon to-day 
the 6,000 men in the river district ana the 
6,500 iu the railroad distriet laid 


down their picks, and receiving 
thelr wages quietly left th mines 

Dispatches from the Clearfeld dtstre re. 
port that the 15,000 men there also struck and 
that the mines are generally closed. in tie 
Phillipsburg region, east of the mountains

400 trainmen on the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburg railroad.

Should the st 
extent anticipated, the effect u 
ness of the country will be incaiculaby inju- 
rious, as the strike will enforce the suspen- 
sion of many trades dependent upon the coal 
industry and may seriously affectthe opera- 
tion of the rallroads of the country in the 
States where the miners will go out. 

Ihe miners will strike forthe restoration 
of the interstate wage agreement which was 
abandoned during the summer, first volun- 
tarily by a small number of miners in the 
Pittsburg (Pa.) district, and thus forced a 
reduction in every competitive district in 
the United States. 

It is admitted by both sides that the success 
or failure of the whole strike 8 on the 
outcome of the movement in the Pittsburg 
(Pa.) district. The average price of mining 

revalling the Pittsburg district 

or the last six months has been 
55 cents per ton, and in all other 
districts in the country in proportion. 
Many operators in that district declare that 
itis impossible to pay the wages asked the 
miners and say they are satisfied to permit 
the mines to remain idle, but this does not 
represent the sentiments of all the opera- 
tors, many of whom acknowledge that the 
wages demanded could be paid if all would 
keep faith and not seek an advantage.

COLUMBIA AND BLAIR COUNTIES. 
ALTOONA, Pa., April 21.—All the coal mines 
in Blair County that have beenactively oper- 
ated are located at Bennington and in the 
vicinity of Kittering Point. They employ 500 


men. Three monthsagothe rate of wages 
was cut from 45 cents to 40 cents a ton, and 
two weeks ago some of the operators made 
another reduction to 35 cents. The men all 
quit work yesterday, twenty-four hours in 
advance of the time fixed by the Columbus 
meeting. 

Cambria County has 6,000 miners, every 
one of which went out at noonto-day. The 
men at Gallitzen, in the county, quit work 
yesterday morning, and all those employed 
at Frugality, and 500 men at Hastings quit at 
noon. Allthe other miners at Hastings and 
those at Patton joined the strikers at noon 
to-day. The miners at Ben’s Creek, Lillis, 
Portage,Somnam,South Fork and Sumner Hill 
continued at work until noon to-day when 
they also went out. This includes the entire 
Cambria County mining district, Some of 
the Cambria County operators tried to In- 
duce the men to continue at work by promis- 
ing to pay from this date whatever price may 
be hereafter fixed should the strike be suc- 
cessful, but the men refused to accept such 
terms. The small operators admit that the 
price of mining is too low, but they say they 
were forced by the larger companies to scale 
it down to meet prices of coal. Noone here 
feels competent to give an opinion as to the 
outcome of the strike. It is generally ad- 
mitted, however, that the miners will suc- 
ceea if they can hoid out a month. No dalis- 
order has yet been reported in this district. 


THE COKE WORKERS. 

CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., April 21.—There is 
great uncertainty throughout the entire 
region to-day as to the prodbabilities of the 
cokers joining the general strike. Among 
the operators the opinion is general that the 
men will not go out. They say that the 
cokers are discouraged at the failure of the 
recent strike and will not quit work soon 
again. 

The strike leaders, however, are confident 
the men will come out again, and that they 
will be successful this time, because ther 
have the backing of the National Board. 

Meetings are being held to-day to select 
delegates to the Scottdale convention, which 
meets Monday to decide the question. 


THE EIGHTH DISTRICT. 

PHILLIPSBURG, Pa., April 21.— The number 
ot men in this district, the Eighth Bitumin- 
ous, who go on strike to-day, will numder at 
least 7,000. The Houtzdale and Oscala mines 
quit completely at 12 o’clock to-day. 

There isnoexcitement. The menare de- 
termined, andthe operators say that they 
have sufficient coalto keep their customets 
supplied for two or three weeks. 

No trouble is anticipated unless some of 
the operators should undertake to start their 
mines, in which event the scenes in the coke 
regions will be repeated here. 


OHIO. 


The Order to rike Obeyed at Many 
Mines—The Outlook 

COLUMBUS, O., April 21.—It is an open secret 
in Columbus that the operators of 
this region are in sympathy with the 
suspension and hope the miners will 
win. The operators here desire to pay 
the scale proposed by the miners, but are 
prevented by certain operators in the Pitts- 
burg district, who have been paying lower 
wages. 

Seven hundred men are out at New Straits- 
ville. These miners are among the most 
conservative and intelligent inthe country. 
A telegram from irimble says all of che 
miners in the Sunday Creek Valley are out. 
There are about 1,500 of them. 

General good feeling exists between oper- 
atorsand miners in the coal flelds of Ohio. 
The dark passages of 1874 and 1884 will not be 
repeated this year. At New Straitsville, for 
example, the men, while earning scarcely 
any money during the past year, are in a 
very good way to stand a siege, as the ma- 
jority of them are owners of their own 
homes. Several hundred railroad men on 
coal roads centering here will be thrown out 
ofemployment. It is the opinion of the best 
miners at Straitsville that as soon as the coal 
now stored is consumed all districts will pay 
the scale and work will be resumed, 

The operators in Ohio stand ready to pay 
the scale forthwith, provided Pittsburg will 
fallinto line. Heretofore one or more big 
operators who had mines in Ohio and Penn- 
8 played one against the other. When 
the Ohio miners struck these operators 
worked their Pittsburg mines, and vice 
versa. This year, with the Pittsburg miners 
workingin harmony with the Ohio miners, 
the latter feel thatthe suspension cannot be 
of great duration. 

Public “i 4 here is with the miners, 
regardiess of the vocations of the men, for 
the reason that Ohio operators want to pay 
the scale when Operators elsewhere consent, 
and because of the further fact that the 
miners cannot do well at 50 cents, but can at 
70, and consumers who need coal are willing 
to pay the price at that rate for mining. 


AT BELLAIR. 

BELLAIR, O., April 21.—Promptly at noon 
to-day all the minersin this eity and vicin- 
ity, numbering about 3,000 men, laid down 
their tools and quit work. The mine oper- 
ators here seem to want the miners to suc- 
ceed, asif the price of mining goes higher 
the better price they get for their coal and 
more money they make. There is no sign of 
trouble here, and it 18 thought operators 
will accede tothe schedule demanded for 
mining. 

JACKSON COUNTY. 

Jackson, O., April 21.—All the mines of 
Jackson County shut down at 11 a. M., to- 
day, and 4,000 men have joined the great 
strike. The miners have worked go little the 
last year that many ofthem have no surplus 
and must suffer if the strike continues for 
any length of time. 

A small number wantto break away from 
the United Mine Workers’ Union and wish to 
Organize a local union for the county. The 
majority will not bear to this, however, aud 
will stick with the mine workers. 

The operators are not fearful about the 
result. They have a large amount of coal on 
hand and think that the strike will be broken 
before they need more.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 21.—The miners’ 
strice is becoming serious. Five hundred 
miners more at Corona joined the strike to- 
Gay, making nearly 10,000 whoare out. De 
oarbelehen, a prominent operator, who has 
been active in securing negro labor at Blue 
Creek Mines, to-day receiveda threatening 
letter on «which was painted a coffin 
and raw head and bloody bones. 
In consequence an extra number of 
deputies have been sent to protect the ne- 
groes at work there. itis said that at some 
of the mines the strikers are armed and are 
drilling daily in contemplation of trouble.

INDIANA. 


Fully Five Thousand Men Quit Work in 
the Coal Fields. 


TERRE Haurk, Ind., April 21.—The 5,000 
bituminous miners of Indiana are idle to- 
night as a result of the order to quit to-day. 
tha order from national headquarters was 
generally obeyed, and, as a result, the 
State officers, who have their head- 
quarters in this city, are in a state 
of great jubilation. They confdently expect 
to win. Walle the 2,000 block coal miners have 
decided to continue work till the ist of the 
month, according to contract, the bitumin- 
ous miners expect them to join the strike 
then.

FOOD, WAGONS AND TEAMS PROVIDED 
FOR THE LONG MAROH. 


The Advance Column Eneamped at 
Hagerstown — Guarding the Capital—

OmA®A, Neb., April 21.—Gen. Kelly to-day 
lost all hope of securing railway transporta- 
tion for his commonwealarmy and to-mor- 
row the tattered »rigade will move from 
Weston on to Washington overland. A call 
for provisions was issued late this afternoon 
and to-night Knights of Labor Hall was 
packed with enthusiastic workingmen who 
alternateiy cheered for Gen. Kelly and called 
out for subscriptions for his commissary. 
Before the meeting had adjourned sufficient 
food for several days’ march was promised 
and wagons and teams to transport it were 
provided. 

Kelly informed his men to-night that the 
march would begin at 10:80 to-morrow, but 
has not fully decided upon his route. He will 
probably divide his 1,600 men into three bat- 
taltons, which will take different routes 
across the State, but probably the entire 
army will move en masse, Whatever the 
route, the objective point will be Chicago, 
which the Oommonwealers regard as an 
oasis, and where they expect transportation, 
subsistance and honors galore. 

The mass meeting of to-night was the only 
demonstration of importance which has oc- 
curred since yesterday. The day with the 
army and at Council Bluffs ana Omaha was a

A Railway Cfficial Who Says They Are

GOV. LEWELLING’S VIEWS.

Movement a Protest Against tle 
Tyranny ofthe Ags. 

Wrourta, Kas., April 21.—Gov. Lewelling 
of Kansas arrived here to-night, and for the 
press he wrote the following statement of 
his Views ofthe Coxey movement. He has 
designed this for his official public expres.- 
sion on the subject: 

Ihe Coxey movement is a spontaneous 
uprising of the people. It is more than a 
petition; itisan earnest and vigorous pro- 
test against the Injustice and tyranny of the 
age. Ihe demonetization of aiiver has 
been the last straw upon the backs 


of an overburdened and =Ilong-suffering 
people, and they have taken this method 
to protestandto assert their manhood and 
independence. The depth of this movement 
is not comprehended by the politicians of 
the old dafmspensations. It is awe-inspiring, 
and believing, as 1 do, in divine interposition 
th the affairs of men, Icannot fall to see an 
inspiration beyond mere enthusiasm. 

Inis body of men is not a mere aggrera- 
tion of tramps. Some of the best blood and 
bone is enlisted and the wonderful disc!- 
pline, the patient suffering, the steadfast- 
ness of purpose, all go to show that this 
ghost of the hunger demon’ will not down 
at the bidding of plutocracy. The followers 
of Peter the Hermit were a rabble of men, 
women and children. Here we see a vast 
army of untrained men all under conscious 
and willing discipline. 

**It is the marvel of the times and foreshad. 
dows a change in the politics of the Govern- 
mentofthis Nation. And what is more six 
nificant, the spirit of the times will demand 
fair play and just treatment of these men 
The person or party that does them violence

Weeron, Io., April 21.—The 1,800 men com- 
posing Kelly’s army spent the day quietly in 
camp. The only incident was the arrest and 
court-martial ofan alleged spy, A. Madison, 
who enlisted in Council Bluffs. He was 
charged with having whisky in his posses. 
sion and distributing it to the men, with be 
** a railroad spy and with inciting them to 

ot by violent language. The court-martial 
consisted of Gen. Kelly and fourteen cap- 
tains. Madison was found guilty and 
drummed out of camp. 

The men had provisions for but one meal 
more and that was consumed to-night. In 
reply toa telegram from Gen. Kelly, sympa- 
thizers at Council Blaffs said they 
would send ten wagon loads of provi- 
sions early n the morning. To-night Kelly 
issued orders for the army to be ready 
to resume the march eastward at 
7 o’ciock in the, morning. Nearly 800 
men joined here. There were several ad- 
dresses delivered to-night and some of them 
were anarchistic in their tendency. There 
was not enough supperto go around and at 
night about 175 started up the road toward 
Underwood. It was given out that they were 
seeking shelter for the night. 

In an interview to-night, Kelly said: ‘I 
have about given up hope of railroad trans- 
portation to Chicago. We will move for- 
ward on foot to-morrow, and rely onthe 
sympathy of citizens for food and shelter. 
ve are not tramps or bums, as the agent of a 
grasping corporation has calied us. In this 
army are nearly 2,000 men, and there are 
1,200 American born, Every industrial trade 
is represented. 

Food and work have deen taken away from 
these men, and their only crime is a desire 
to present Congress witha living picture of 
their jrouble. We don't want Anarchists or 
criminals. We are peaceable, and all the 
militia in this country cannot goad us into 
the commission ofa misdemeanor. We want 
to reach Washington on May 1 If possibie.’’

LIBRARIES THAT TRAVEL. 


Scxzes Packed With Good Books Sent 
From Pieces to Flace. 

Special Correspondence SUNDAY PoOST- DISPATCH. 
Los Do, April 11.—The village ilbrary sys- 
tem that has deen organized and perfected 
in England appears to be almost entirely un- 
known inthe United States. Theexperiment 
has been brought to perfection by the Na- 
tional Liberal Club, and it has been found to 
be not only a successful educational feat, but 


a capital plan of propaganda. 

The plan involves the circulation of the 
best books throughout the kingdom at a 
minimum of cost to the readers. What 1s 
called a library is a box of books made up in 
London and sent to the Secretary of the local 
Liberal Association, who loans out the books 
or as long a time as may be necessary under 
such rules as he may see fit to impose. When 
the books are all returned they are put back 
in the box and reshipped. The extent of 
circulation by this systemis enormous, and 
It is saldethe wear and tear are trifing, one 
box of books having been shipped sixty 
times and severalot them having been out 
five months. 

The Secretary of the National Liberal 
Club, Mr. Donald Murray, states that a 
thousand boxes do not supply the demand 
andthat the scheme has developed into a 
potentiality Deyond the dreams of man. 

The books sent out by the Liberai (lub are 
called libraries. They are packed 
on shelves in stout, iron-bound padiocked 
boxes, covered with canvas. ach box con- 
tains a Catalogue. At each village the box 
may be kept three months. No charge 1s 
made for the loan of the library, which costs 
on an average about $), but the village libra- 
rian — 4 exact a fee from the borrowers of 
one-bha penny per volume to re 
him for his trouble. ay ee 

Into each voxis packeda number of Lib- 
eral leaflets for circulation, free of cost. and 
thus the leaven works. It is, interesting to 
note that in several villages these little cir- 
culating libraries have been the nucleus of 
Liberal clubs and loca! reading rooms. 

Mr. Murray says it is impossible to esti- 
mate the influence that has been exerted by 
the libraries. They have put the people Into 
immediate contact with the best literature 
and, as great care has been exercised in 
sending out only the worthiest class of buoks 
the interest of the working class has been 
excited by the simplest methods. 

That this system has not been appropsiated 
by any of the agitators or reformers in 
America is surprising when one sees the sim- 
plicity and efficacy of it. There are 60.000 
Villages in the United states where the ar- 
rival ofa circulating library would be hatled 
with delight, and so eager are the young 
men and women to read the best literature 
which it need not be said does not get upon 
the news stands—that any village will gladly 
co-operate in the experiment. 

In looking Over the list of libraries sent out 
by the Liberal Club, tt is seen that great care 
has been exercised inthe selection of books. 
History, Criticisin, biography, science, eco- 
nomics, social problems, the best fiction and 
travels furnished the bulk of the books, but 
in no Case Goes the list let itself down to tue 
merely sensational. standard works of fact 
ana Imagination are alone admitted. 

The Westminster Gazette recently made a 
Suggestion that a national memorial ta Mr.

THE EXPRESSION, “YOUR Fos SIRs,” 
CAUSED SENATORS TO MILE, 


A Tribute Paid to the Fairness of the 
Upper House in the Opening Para- 
graph—Following Came the Familiar 
statement About the Depreciation of 
Values Under a Low Tariff—Dolph’s 
Epeech—Allen’s Disappointment. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—Mr. Quay, 
with some adroitness and with as much im- 
pressiveness as a man with a thin, harsh 
voice can command, scored his point to-day 
in bringing hisarmy of Pennsylvania wage- 
earners to Washington by reading from his 
place in the Senate the memorial the army 
had just adopted at its public meeting. A 
number of the soldiers, men and women, 
wearing badges, occupied seats in the gal- 
leries and looked down approvingly 
on their champion. Mr. Quay had 
prepared himself for the occasion, 
and wore a martial air and a light gray 
Prince Albert buttoned up close. His col, 
league, Mr. Cameron, sat near, ready to 
assist in a carefully arranged function, and 
he, too, presented a petition on behalf of the 
visitors. It was a great day for Pennsyl- 
vania, and something of a triumph for the 
two manipulators who represent her in the 
Senate of the United States. 

Mr. Quay was not entitled to the floor in 
his own right. Mr. Dolph had atl o’clock 
resumed the tariff speech begun yesterday, 
and arrangements for time had to be made 
with him. They were easily adjusted, how- 
ever. Mr. Quay’s game was well under- 
stood by all of the Republicans, and the 
Oregon Senator was only too glad to oblige 
him. Accordingly Mr. Dolph sat down ang 
Mr. Quay stood up, fumbled a little with his 
coattails, finally got them adjusted and read 
the memorial. 

The document in the opening paragraph 
was quaintly worded, and the phrase, 
‘*Your nobie Sirs, caused the Senators to 
smile. It began in this way: 

THE INTRODUCTION OF THE MEMORIAL. 

**‘Sins—We, as part of tolling masses of 
these United States of America, on this day 
of our Lord, April 21, 1894, do offer to your 
noble sirs, in memorial, our supplications 
for your kind consideration, Delleving that 
the sense of right which is innate 
in all individual character will re- 
ceive from your honoradle selves that 
true spirit of fairness which has ever been 


and we still belleve at this day is, a constitu- 
tional characteristic of your honorable body 
of Uniced states Senators; and in view of 
sucha proposition, we present for your con- 
sideration our sincere objections to making 
the measure—known as the Wilson tariff 
bill—a Jaw of our land, in the following para- 
grapus of grievances:’’ 

The paragraphs that followed presented 
the familiar protection statements avout 
wages and the depreciation of values under a 
low tariff, with some census figures thrown 
in. With regard to ad valorem duties the 
memorialist said: 

Now, while we are emphatically opposed 
to the Wilson taritt bill as a whole, we can- 
not refrain from drawing your honorable 
and particular attentios to the system of col- 
lecting duties on all imported textile goods 
into this country on an ad valorem 
basis as is intended in and by the WI. 
son tariff bill. Ad valorem duties without 
specific safeguards open the floodgates of 
fraud and undervaluation to the foreign 
manufacturers and importers of foreign 
made textile goods into this country, and it 
goes witnout saying that this system of ad 
valorem collecting of customs on imported 
textile goods if once adopted means destruc- 
tion and ruin to almostevery textile industry 
in our land, and the reducing of our work 
ingmen’s wages to a free trade standard and 
brings their wages down to the pauper- 
pald wages of the textile-workers of 
Europe, of which we are in fear and dread, 
and we again assert that every branch or 
industry in this country that comes under 
the ban of this pernicious system of ad 
valorem duties will and must continue to 
suffer untold misery and want. We therefore 
pray that every industry possible in this 
country shall be protected by a specific and 
ad valorm duties both. 

THE CONCLUDING PARAGRAPH. 

The document concluded as follows: 
Now, your most honorable body is per- 
fectly aware, as well as we are, that for ten 
long months business of every kind and de- 


scription has been completely depressed by 
the prospective tariff reduction and it Is still 
present with us. Kuin and desolation has 
confronted usand still confronts hundreds 
of thousands of workingmen and business 
men, and we as workingmen are fully con- 
vinced ofthe fact that if the Wilson bill 
becomes a law orf this country it 
will be an utter impossibility for 
trade to revive or to flourish 
inourmidst. This in itself indicates the 
density of the dark cloud of depression that 
has been overhanging the country and its 
people for ten months and more, and while 
not disposed toward egotism, we are desir- 
ous that the people of our country shall have 
one more opportunity to 2 back the 
pros perous condition that was in the years 
1891 and 1892. We most earnestly supplicate 
our honorable body to defeat in toto the 
Vilson tariff bill We ask this favor, not 
alone for ourselves who are present here to- 
day, bat forthe people in all parts of our 
country, and with care for our country and 
the best welfare of its peopie, we respect- 
fully consign our case to your wise consider- 
ation and counsels.’’ 
MR. DOLPH'S SPEECH. 

At the conclusion of the reading there was 
some applause on the part of visitors in the 
galleries, which the Vice-President generally 
forbore to rebuke, and then Mr. Dolph took 


up again the thread of his remarks. He 
isa prosy man, and Quay’s friends showed 
him scant courtesy and no gratitude. They 
kept their seats for a few minutes, but as 
soon as they discovered the style of the 
speaker, regardless of the fact that he made 
way fortheir memorial, they arose by the 
dozens and left the galleries, causing so 
much noise in their exit as to drown for the 
time the Oregon Senator’s vuice. 

Mr. Dolph hela the floor until 5 o’ clock. 
reading copiously from newspapers and 
pamphlets and wandering off into one by 
path and angther. He even introduced a bit 
ot doggerel aimed at the President, which be 
said had been set to the tune of Tankee 
Doodle.’’ , 

Sing it,“ said Mr. Grey, to the great 
amusement of those in the chamber, 

No, replied Mr. Dolph, I'll line it out, 
and you sing it. 

Mr. Grey declined, and then Mr. Dolph read 
the stuft in the most solemn way imaginable, 
and set the officers laughing at him rather 
than the lines of the parody. 

Towards the close of the day’s session Mr. 
Grey, Mr. Chandler, Mur. Teller and others 
interrupted Mr. Dolph and there was some 
Spirited cross-Oring. On the subject of in- 
come tax, Mr. Dolph and Mr. Chandler hav- 
ing said that the tax would inciteto perjury 
aud could not be collected. Mr, Teller arose 
and with great earnestness declared that the 
Statement was a slander on the A 
people.

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TARIFF LEAGUERS. 


They Hold a Mass-Mesting and Enthusi- 
astically Adopt Resolutions. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—Ata meeting held 
by the representatives of the Workingmen’s 
Tarif! League to-day the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 

To the Fifty-third Congress of the United States: 


At a mass-meeting of representative. wage-earners 
of the United States, assembied in Washington, 
D. C., this 2lstday of Avril, 1894, the following 
preamble and resolutions were adopted: 

Whereas, For neatly ten months the business of 
this country has been psralyzed, the promises 
of improvement in ¢onsequence of certain finan- 
cial legisiation not having been realized: and 

Whereas, We see ourselves and others deprived 
of the means of livelihood by reason of threatened 
revision of tariff laws, under which we had been so 
prosperous, and by the cont:nuanee of which with- 
out prospectof change, we feel assured that ali the 
business would be restored to its former prosperous 
conditien; and, 

Whereas, The wages of labor in this country under 
assailed protection eustom laws have been fully 
twice that of the highest in any other countrv;: and 

Whereas, Any reduction in the customs duty on 
any article manufactured or produced in this coun- 
try means a corresponding reduetion in the wages 
of labor employed in its manufacture or production; 


nd, 
Whereas, In our free country the interasts of one 
class of Workmen are the interests of all: aud. 


representatives sheuld be for the benefit of their 
constituents, the people ofthe United States, and 
not the people of other countries; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the authorized representa- 
tives of millions of American workmen. without 
distinction of party, hereby respectfully demand of 
our representatives in the Congressof the United 
States that no change shail be made in existing laws 
that shall in any way deprive us of the capacity to 
earn the full amount of wages to which we were ac- 
custoimed during the years in which there were no 
prospective or threated changes in tariff iaws to 
preventus from pruviding for our families better 
homes, better education and more comforts than in 
any other country on the face of the globe. 

Having adopted these resolutions with 
great enthusiasm, the meeting adjourned, 

Outside of the hall the delegates re- formed 
into line of march, with the Committee on 
Resolutions in the lead, and headed for the 
Senate. Justin front of the Peace monu- 
inont at the foot of the long steps leading to 
the Capitol the ranks were broxen, banners 
were furied and left for sefe-keeping in 
charge of an adjacent bookseller, and, divida- 
ing into small parties, the workingmen 
poured through the various entrances to the 
Capitol. 

Iheir committee of twelve went directly to 
the office of the Sergeant-at-Arms and senta 
messengerto notify the Pennsylvania Sen- 
ators of their presence. Senators Cameron 
and Quay came out ot the marble room back 
ofthe Senate chamber and there met the 
delegation, Several other Senators were at- 
tracted by the unusual display of badges 
almost within the precincts of the chamber 
and drew near. There was no speech-mak- 
ing. Ihe resolutions were handed to the 
Senators by Chairman George Walsh. 

After the presentation of the resolutions 
the committee was handed overtoan officer 
of the Senate, who escorted the twelve to 
seats in the reserved gallery. The public 
galleries were already occupied with solid 
lines of workingmen with the tri-colored 
ribbons on thelr coats, looking down upon 
the deliberations ofthe Senators. The gal- 
leries of the House were also bristling with 
the badges, while groups of Pennsylvanians 
monopolized the corridors of the Capitol. 

The members of the League left for home 
at 7 p.m. A committee of three, Messrs. 
Rigg, Wallace and Kowat, will stay behind 
for a conference with the Populist leaders on 
Monday. The Populists have expressed a 
desire to meet them. The workingmen will 
endeavor to secure from the third party 
82 a pledge to antagonize the Wilson

Cavalry and Steel. 


From the Saturday Review. 

It you allow a cavalry soldier to forget the 
value of cold steel and rely on fire action you 
destroy the dash and eclat which make him 
formidable, and should be his characteristic, 
Therefore Frederick, 180 years ago, ordered 
his troopers always to attack and, while he 
discountenanced the use of carbines, gave 
them the necessary support which fire lends 
by organizing a light artillery to attend their 
movements. 

Napoleon has told us that cavalry cannot 
reply to fire and can only fight with the 
steel, and fully recognizing where lay the 
weakness of his horsemen, he gave them an 
auxiliary in the shape of horse artillery, 
which, sofarfrom hampering their move- 
ments, added to their boldness and enter- 
prise when acting independently ahead of 
his vast armies, The co-operation of the 
two arms was also then fonnd to work in ans 
other direction to the benefit of both, for 
while projectiles loosen compact formations 
and render the attack of squadrons more 
dangerous, the cavalry force the scattered 
units to draw together and present an easier 
target for the guns. Especially was this 
noticeable during the pursuit of a beaten 
foe. A battery, bold and well placed, may 
deny a whole road to the retreating columns, 
and long lengths of ‘‘train’’ may have to be 
abandoned on the inroad of a few accurately 
directed shells.

Intense Feeling in the Fifteenth Infantry 
~Investigating the Killing of James 
Shields at Sea—A Corpse in a Freight 
Car—Murdered and Burned—The Dal- 
ton Fight—Criminal News. 


CuIcaco, April 21.—The jury in the Maney 
murder trial to-day brought in a verdict of 
acquittal. On the first ballot the yote stood 
10 to 2 for acquittal, the minority being for 
Manslaughter. After a very heated argu- 
ment of an hour the jury returned to the 
court for additional instructions and quickly 
gave its verdict after receiving them. Be- 
fore the verdict was given Lieut. Maney was 
terribly nervous. He sat next his mother, 
holding ber band, and both listened intently 
while Judge Grosscup read: We find the de- 
fendant, James A. Maney, not guilty.’’ 

Lieut. Maney turned and kissed his mother 
who was overcome with emotion and had to 
be borne from the court room by friendly 
hands, In the meanwhile pandemonium 
reigned, Officers irrespective of rank 
crowded about Maneyand voiced their ap- 
proval of the verdict. The Lieutenant ex- 
pects to join his regiment within a short 
time. Mrs. Hedberg was in the court- 
room when the verdict was given. 


She at once left the room and did 
not return. Maney was naturally 
highly — 1 with the verdict, but de- 
clared that he had all along been confident 
of acquittal. He was especially grateful to 
Judge Grosscup, whose instructions tothe 
jury were extremely favorable to the de- 
fendant. 

The trial has created intense feeling in the 
Fifteenth Infantry, about ali the officers be- 
ing elther upon one side or the other and no 
particular pains have been takea by either 
faction to conceal the state of its feelings.

|.WALSH’S MURDERERS. 


Gov. Waite Offers $300 for the Capture 
of the Young St. Louisan’s Slayers. 


DBNVER, Colo., April 21.—Gov. Waite to- 
day offered a reward of $300 for the capture 
of the murderers of Shannon Walsh near 
Agullar, in Los Animas County, tn September 
last. Walsh was a young man from St. Louis,. 
who was killed by two Mexicans while he 


was horseback-riding. The Commissioners 
of Los Animas recently offered a reward and 
the young man’s father appealed to the 
Governor to also take action, 


Young Walsh was only 24 years old at the 
time of his assassination and was a son of the 
late John Walsh of St. Louls. He was for- 
merly a student of Georgetown College. His 
mother, a widow, had married again a W. 
W. Johnson and was living in Washington, 
D. O. The neus of her son’s tragic death 
proved such a shock that she never recov- 
ered and died about a month afterward. 

Walsh had gone West for his health and 
had secured a position in Colorado as psy- 
master of one of the mines. It was while re- 
turning from a short trip late one night that 
he was shot, presumably under the supposi- 
tion that he was carrying a large sum of 
money. His body was shipped to St. Louis 
and interred from the residence of his uncle, 
Julius Walsh, President of the Mississipp 
Valley Trust Co. 


Investigating the Shields Case. 


New YORK, April 21.—The Captain, cook 
and five sallors of the British bark Duleep 
Sigh, on board of which James Shields was 
killed dy Charles Pederson on Feb. 17, when 


the ship was off the coast of Brazil, were 
before Commissioner Shields to-day to testify 
to the circumstances of the murder. As the 
crime was committed on a vessel flying the 
British flag, the defendant must De tried in 
the English courts, Dut the examination was 
necessary to decide whether a murder was 
really committed. If not, the Commissioner 
will discharge him from custody. 

The British Government, which prosecuted, 
was represented by Fox and Moltbury. Rob- 
ert Walte appeared for the defense. The 
prisoner was brought in bya deputy mar- 
shal. He was clean-shaven, save fora small 
reddish mustache. His small eyes are set 
close together between prominent cheek- 
bones. i his gives him a sinister expression. 
During the progress he sat with his arms 
resting on his knees. His head was bent 
forward, listening to the testimony. 

(apt. Pideaux was the first witness. 
Though he has a French name, he speaks 
with a rich Westminster brogue. His face is 
a copper tint from his forty years’ exposure 
tothe stormy winds at sea. His hair was 
close-cropped and his answers were as short 
ashishair. His evidence revealed nothing 
that has not been told already. The testi- 
mony was unimportant, buthe may be re- 
called by the defense, however, and asked 
some questions about the alleged mutiny 
among the crew. 

The cook, a coal black negro and a rst. 
rate cook, according to the crew, was the 
next witness. He gave good testimony for 
the prisoner. He said that on the night of 
the murder the moon was shining Dright and 
there was a dead calm at sea. 6 saw 
Shields ascending the steps leading to the 
forecastie, with an iron bar about eighteen 
inches long in his hand. Shields advanced 
toward Pedersen, who pulled out his sheath 
knife. Shields raised the bar and was in the 
act of striking when Pederson stabbed 
him. Then Pederson knelt beside Shields, 
who had fallen on his back, and jabbed the 
knife into him three times more. Arthur 
Slicks and Charles Stratton, ordinary sea- 
men, testified that before Shields was within 
six feet of Pederson the former threw his bar 
down, and then the two men clinched. Ped- 
son was the stronger and threw Shields over 
the jib sheets, and it was then that the 
stabbing occurred, i said. The case was 
adjourned until ¥ o’clock Monday, When 
three more witnesses will be heard, 


The Absent Frisoner. 

Paris, Tex., April 21.—Owing to the epi- 
demic of sickness among the prisoners con- 
finedin the County Jali the county physi- 
clans advised a thorough cleaning of the 
floors and cells of the prison. Early yester- 
day morning about seventy-five prisoners 
were taken out and under astrong guard 
marched over to the court room, where they 
were guarded untilaboutS8o’clock. The jail 
having been thoroughly disinfected, the 
prisoners were marched back and locked in. 
Constable Morris, who was assisting the 
guards in transferring the prisoners, ob- 
served the absence of Tom Moore, 
who has deen convicted of mur - 
der in the first degree and 
is now waiting sentence. As soon as the men 
were placed in their cells the jailer went to 
Moor’s cell ang found it vacant. There was 
intense excite@ent af once among the guards 
and they hastened back tothe jury room in 
the third floor ofthe Lynch Bulidins, where 
the prisoners were kept.

meeting of the St. Louis Medical Society last 

night and set up a vigorous protest against 
violations of his rights and perogatives as 
editor.

Fuchs hadample authority of the society to 
correct the evils of which he complained,

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IMPARTIAL PATERNALISM. 


The so-called Industrial Army under 
Coxey, Kelly and Frye will not have 
marched in vain if it calls attention to the 
departures from democratic government 
which have made such grotesque per- 
formances possible, if not positively neces- 
sary. 

For the truth is that the Industrial 
Army represents the very idea which has 
somehow taken possession of a large por- 
tion of the American people and has been 
at the bottom of all the economic 
legisiation of the country since 1861. 
It is the idea that the Govern- 
ment owes a living to all its chil- 
dren, and to those who can get it by 
legislation even more than a living. Bread 
for all and pie for some—that isthe idea 
of government entertained by a very re- 
spectable minority, if, indeed, it does not 
possess a majority. 

Coxey’s followers propose to demand at 
Washington what has been freely granted 
to the beneficiaries of the protective tariff, 
to the receivers of sugar bounties and ship 
subsidies, to the promoters of land grant 
railways and tomb-stone contracts, to all 
the schemers and adventurers who have 
for thirty years gorged themselves out of 
the commonwealth. Their errand to the 
capital is the same as that of the 280 pro- 
tected’’ workmen who, under the com- 
pulsion of their masters or their own folly, 
are nowin Washington demanding that 
the special legislation which has enriched 
their employers shall not be tampered 
with, They will plead for the same favors 
asked by the 600 members of the Working- 
men’s Protective Tariff League, who trav- 
eled to Washington yesterday in a special 
train of palace cars provided by a syndi- 
cate of millionaires. They are going to 
Washington as lobbyists, in their own 
behalf, get what others have 
got before them. They , are 
gars for unearned advantages, 
just as are the miners and manufacturers of 
Pennsylvania and New England; they are 
the rear guard of the great army of com- 
munism which has already impaired the 
prosperity of the country and is yet likely 
to plunge it into still worse disasters. 

The lesson ought not to be lost. Large 
bodies of men gathered at the capital 
whenever they want anythine’’ will be 
a source of peril to the Government itself. 
The successive overthrows of Monarchy, 
Republic and Empire in France by Paris 
mobs show what there is for us to fear in 
the ‘‘Coxey movement.’’ Of course, the 
present army“ is nota serious menage," 
but the success of the Carnegies is a per- 
petual temptation to others to march to 
Washington and make demands. What 
will come of it all may be easily imagined. 

Paternalism, the partial paternalism of 
a discriminating Papa Government is 
at the bottom of this move- 
ment, which will not subside until 
the cause of it finally re- 
moved. Let the Government withdraw its 
favors from the Carnegies and the Haver- 
meyers, the railway promoters and the 
sugar planters, and refuse to bestow any 
more of the same sort in future, and the 
followers of Coxey and Kelly will have no 
excuse to look to the Government for 
support. 1

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IMPEACHING JUDGES. 


Congressman Johnson of North Dakota 
promises to introduce articles impeaching 
a Federal judge for his action in the great 
Northern Pacific strike. Congressman 
Johnson must be a very green hand in 
Congress it he imagines that the plutoc- 
racy of this country is going to allow its 
grip on the Federal judiciary to be broken 
by any such puerile expedient as the im- 
peach ment of any one of its loyal servants 
on the bench. Mr. Johnson’s impeach- 
ment articles will be smothered under the 
influence of the biggest and best equipped 
lobby that ever assembled in Washington 
to control] an American Congress. 

Not Iong ago Judge Jenkins of Milwau- 
kee, one of the judicial appointees of Mr. 
Cleveland and Senator Vilas, delivered 
a decision which startled the bench and 
the bar of the United States as a most 
outrageous judicial usurpation of legis- 
lative powers. By injunction he under- 
took to reimpose upon the wage-earn- 
ers of this country the involuntary per- 
sonal service enforced by imprisonment 
which was imposed on the laborers of 
medieval England by the statutes of 
Richard II. He held that the receivers 
of a railroad could break an executory 
contract with the employesand yet claim 
the benefits of that contract; that they 
could reduce the wage schedule, and that 
it was the duty of the court by all sorts of 
pains and penalties to compel the men to 
work at the reduced wages; that it is law- 
ful for stockholders and officers of a cor- 
poration to consult and conspire together 
fora reduction of wages, but that it is a 
crime for the employes to consult together 
and unite in refusing to work for the re- 
duced wages. 

No American Legislature ever dared to 
enact any such law as the monstrous edict 
which this Federal judge set out to en- 
force by the dread powers of his court. He 
scouted the idea that a civil action is the 
only redress modern American law affords 
for the non-performance of a laborer’s 
contract, and he held that the courts could 
not only fix the workingman’s wages with- 
out consulting him, but could imprison 
him indefinitely for contempt of court if 
he refused to work for the wages allowed 
by the court. 

The House, of course, sent a committee 
oftwo Democrats and one Republican to 
Milwaukee to investigate this amazing 
decision. All lawyers, they soon agreed 
that Judge Jenkins’ decision was diabolic- 
ally unlawfuland unjust. They learned 
at Milwaukee that this Jenkins had been 
indicted as the director of a National 
Bank, that his family and his old partner 
were well provided for by the corporation 
at whose behest he issued his outrageous 
injunction. Yet there is no likelihood 
that the House will impeach him or that 
the Senate will remove him if he be 
impeached, 

The influences at work using the Fed- 
eral judiciary, and its capacity for usurp- 
ing the legislative power to destroy the 
checks and balances of our system, are too 
powerful in Congress to permit the pun- 
ishment of their judicial tools. Jefferson, 
before he died, saw the danger of this 
usurpation and made an attempt to apply 
the impeachment remedy, only to find it 
unavailing. Backed by the united inter- 
ests of the great corporations and the 
plutocracy of this country a Federal judge 
can administer the edicts of his masters as 
the law of the land without fear of im- 
peachment orremoval. The same power- 
ful pulls that procured Jenkins’ appoint- 
ment and confirmation can protect him 
from any punishment more serious than 
the mild censure of a committee’s report. 
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ALAS!

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A POINT IN ANTHROPOLOGY. 


When a Kaffir son-in-law sees his moth- 
er-in-law approaching, he covers his face 
and turns his head until she passes, On 
no account is he allowed to speak to her. 

This custom seems so unaccountable that 
the first impulse isto consider it a mere 
freak, butarecent investigator has found 
that the same habit exists, or has existed, 
among over 100 tribes of different races and 
in different parts of the world. Obviously, 
therefore, there must be some reason for 
it inherent in human nature itself. 

With a common-sense that is only too 
rare among scientists, as it is among some 
other people, this same investigator finds 
that this custom exists chiefly among 
tribes where thé daughter brings her hus- 
band home with her to live with her par- 
ents after having married him. Among, 
tribes where the young married man takes 
his wife away from her home, builds him 
a wigwam or sets upashack of his own 
and shifts for himself, it rarely happens 
that he and his mother-in-law are thus 
distant towards each other. 

Even among highly civilized peoples it 
sometimes happens that a young man 
finds it best to hide his face from his 
mother-in-law, and, perhaps, if the clir- 
cumstances were scientifically investigat- 
ed, facts might be discovered tending to 
confirm inferences which may be fairly 
drawn from the evidence already in hand. 

The matter promises to be of some prac- 
tical as well as theoretical importance in 
view of the present tendency of civilization 
to result in a surplus of girls—a result 
which may sometimes lead to a surplus of 
sons-in-law in the family. In such an 
event the mother-in-law is certainly en- 
titled to the reasonable compensation 
which the Kaffir custom gives ber, but it 


seems strange that among all peoples, sav- 
age and civilized, the father-in-law in 


such a case fs left absolutely unprotected 
and helpless.

The picture of Edward Burne-Jones, the 
painter, published since the Queen made a 
baronet of him, shows that he wears a 
fiannel shirt and looks more like a jour- 
neyman plasterer than a chivalric knight 
with spurs and sword and nodding plumes.

Advancing 
civilization has rendered that sham so 
transparent that the attempt is now sys- 
tematically made to transform a feudal 
into a true aristocracy, separating the men 
of genius, talent and ability from the Com- 
mons and making them a part of the class 
which governs by divine right and by 
military tenure of power.

MONCLOVA, Mexico., April 21.—The second 
trial of Adolfo Villareal, the wealthy ranch 
man, who instigated the murder of his rich 
neighbor, an Englishman named David Mc- 
Kellar, about a year ago, isin progress at 
Musguiz, this State, and is attracting great 
interest throughout Mexico. 

On the first trial Villareal was sentenced to 
twenty years in prison and the forfeiture of 
one-half of his property, amounting to about 
$40,000, which the court ordered turned over 
tothe widow of Mr. McKellar. The verdict 
of the lower court was set aside on the ground 
that the case had not come before the 


— — court and a new trial was ordered 
„tore the Criminal Judge at Musquiz. In 
the former trial Villareal was given the 
choice ofthe death penalty and the posses- 
sion by his heirs of all of his prop- 
erty or twenty yeers in the peniten- 
tilary and the forfeiture of one 
half of his possessions, and he chose the 
rormer proposition. He states that he is 
now ming to suffer the death penalty 
rather than giveup any of his property to 
the widow of the man whom he caused to be 
slain. The testimony is very binding, and it 
Is almost certain that he will be given the 
death penalty in his present trial.

heinous crime. Villareal had objected be- 
cause McKellar had fenced his ranch, thus 
preventing his many thousand hoada of stock 
from grazing on his land. He hireda Mex!i- 
can laborer named Galan to ambush and 
shoot McKellar and paid him $300 in 
money and presented him with a 
Winchester and horse for doing the job. 
Galen was captured and confessed. The 
crime was brought tote attention ofthe 
English Minister to Mexico and that official 
is pushing the case against Villareal.

THOROUGHLY INVESTIGATED 
SITUATION THERE. 


 / Warship Remain in the Vicinity for 
dome Time, Though There Is at Pres- 
‘ent No Particular Oause for Alarm— 
Revoking of Consul Braida’s Exequa- 
tur—MNo Official Confirmation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—The Navy 
Department has received its first official 


news from Bluefields in the form of a cable- 


gram sent by Capt. Watson last night from 
Port Limon, Costa Rica, a cable station about 
geventy-fve miles south of the Mosquito 
reservation. The American commander 
states that be made a thorough investigation 
ot the situation in the reservation, and that 
while the American colonists are in no im- 
mediate danger, the condition of affairs is 
such as to make it imperatively necessary 
thata United States warship should remain 
at Bluefields for some time to come. Capt. 
Watson says he malled a detailed report of 
the situation from Port Limon, which should 
reach the Navy Department about the 25th 
inst. 

Capt. Watson’s cablegram was prom tly 
gent over to the State Department for the in 
formation of Secretary Gresham, who was 
much relieved to und that, although the 
pecessity for keeping a warship at Bilue- 
nelds still exists, the situation is not critical. 
The Secretary accepted Capt. Watson’s re- 
port as an officialconfirmation of detailed 
advices printed yesterday, and he looks for- 
ward with much interest to the arrival of to- 
morrow’s malls, which he expects will Dring 
advices from United States Consul Braida, 
who is supposed to have come up from Blue- 
felds on the steamer that brought the dis- 
patches. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Consul 
Braida’s exequatur is said to have deen re- 
wokedthe State Department has taken no 
action regarding hisstatus, and still con- 
siders bim the American Consul at Grey- 
town. Mr. Braida was detailed to observe 


- affairs at Bluefields in the absence of Consul 


Beat, who came to Washington to beg pro- 
tection for the American residents in the 
Mosquito reservation. It is an important 
Giplomatic mission which Secretary Gresham 
Goes not propose to have frustrated by the 
Bummary action of a petty commissioner 
clothed with temporary authority. 

It would be the policy of the State Depart- 
ment, the Post-DispaTcn correspondent 
learns, toignore forthe present the action 
ofCommissioner Lacayo in withdrawing Mr. 
Braida’s credentials, but it isaultogether pos- 
sible that before the pending controversy is 
over the Nicaraguan Government will be 
compelled to apologize for the action ot its 


oficious agent. 
Secretary Gresham would not discuss the 


situation at Bluefields to-day, but a ben 
oficialinthe department said tothe Post- 
DIsPaToOu correspondent: 

The Secretary has not yet been advised 
that Mr. Braida’s exequatur has Deen re- 
vwoked. We have no reason to doubt the 
truth ofthe report, but in the absence of 
official information noaction can be taken. 
The State Department is relyingupon the 
commander of the American man-of-war 
now at Bluefields to protect all American 
interests, and the news received to-day 
shows that the lives and ‘property of 
American citizensin the reservation are in 
no more danger. 

The news from Capt. Watson will probably 
have the effect of delaying the return to the 
United States of the cruiser New York, which 
is now at Kingston, Jamaica, and is bein 
held In the West Indies pendiuga settlemen 
of the trouble at Bluefields. he San Fran- 
cisco’s presence atthe seat of controversy 
would ordinarily be regarded as sufficient 
but Navy Department omelals have noted 
with no little concern the state- 

ent that the British 
lagicieonne is cruising 
neizhborbood ofthe eastern terminus of the 
Nicaraguan Canal, and bas recently called at 
Liuefeids, where it is ex ted she will re- 
turn again within afew days. The British 
men-of-war Cleopatra and Canada are also 
in West Indian waters and have spent some 
time at Greytown within the past thirty 
days. While the Administration does not 
think the presence of these three vessels is 
intenged as a menace to American interests 
on the Isthmus, nevertheless, it is the bet- 
ter part of prudence to keep the New York 
within call until the trouble at Bluefields is 
com posed. 

The discussion of the situation in the Mos- 
quito reservation and the prompt measures 
taken by the af | Department to protect 
American interests there have roused a hand- 
ful of Republican partisans to oppose the 
policy of the Administration for the fear that 
Special advantage may accrue to the Demo- 
cratic party by reason of the popularity of the 
programme, bavinz for its chief points the 
guarding of American interests in the deela- 
ration of the sovereignty of the United States 
over the Nicaraguan Canal. This opposition 
found utterance in an interview given to the 
press by Senator Davis of Minnesota. 

The arguments advanced will not be likely 
to delay the passage of the canal bill,which is 
now being strongly aereed by both Democrats 
and Republicans in both houses.

GOLD A@AIN GOING. 


The Treasury Department Worried Over 
the Withdrawals for Export. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—The Treasury 
Department is again in a stew about the gold 
reserve, as the gold withdrawn at New York 
for export threatens to exhaust all the free 
gold above the $100,000,000 margin. The 
Treasury holds about $8,600,000 in free gold, 
and if the entire $4,200,000 which is to go 
abroad by to-day’s steamer is withdrawn 


from the New York Sub-treasury, the reserve 

will agaio be encroached upon. The depart- 

ment is P that a portion of this 

amount will be furnished by the banks, but 

further exports are ex ted next week, 

he reserve will probably drawn upon to 
meet the withdrawals.

New Tonk, April 21.—The bark Elmiranda 
went ashore on the Long Island coast, about 
three miles east of Bridgehampton, at 10 
o*’clock this morning, and will probably be a 
total loss. The Captain and crew 
were rescued from their perilous 
position and got ashore safely. 
The Bark, Capt. Williams in command, was 
on a coast trip from Georgetown, 8. 0., to 
Providence, R. I. she carried a cargo of 
hard coal. There was a stiff breeze last night 
and the weathen was very thick. The 
bark struck almost before the Oap- 
tain and crew knew they were in 


danger. The point where she went ashore is 
at the somtheastere end of Long Island, not 
far from Sag Harbor.

FLYING MACHINES, 


LIEUT. CHASE AND MR. KIRCHNER IN- 
sVENT AN AEROPLANE RAILROAD. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH, 

Prof. Langley of Washington by his experi- 
ments and writingsonthe subject of aero- 
planes, has started up a number of enthusi- 
astic fying-machine men who are intent on 
imitating the bird, which, as Prof. Langley 
has shown, doesnot ‘‘fiy’’ with its wings, 
but soars on cushions of air. The old idea of 
fiying through the air by means of artificial 
Wings has therefore been discarded by the 
filying-machine enthusiasts, and they have 
substituted immense ‘‘planes,’’ which they 
think will enable them.to slide from place to 
place in the atmosphere without visible 


movement. 

Ihe latest of these to lay their ideas before 
the public are James Means of Boston and 
Lieut. George N. Chase, late of the United 
State Army. Mr. Means started out with the 
astonisbing proposition that it is not light- 
ness but weight that holds the key to the un- 
solved mystery. Lead and other heavy 
metals are to enable him to fly. 

First he purposes to lift these weights toa 
great height by meansof a balloon, Then 
they will be released and will proceea on 
their journey down an inclined plane of air 
at an incredible velocity. This is to be ac- 
complished by means of aeroplanes capable 
of being set at any angle. He would first lift 
his aeroplane by means ofthe balloon toa 
height of 1,000 feet, and he intends to carry 
freight as well as passengers, which, when 
present in sufficient quantity, will take the 
place of the lead and other ballast. 

When released, says Mr. Means in the littie 
book he has issued on the subject, the 
aeroplane will first make what he calisa 
deep downward ‘‘swoop.’’ Coming nearly 
to a horizontal, it will make only twenty-fve 
miles per hour, but at a slightly sharper in- 
cline the speed, he estimates, will be 
increased to 100 miles an hour. 

This speed can be increased, and Mr. Means 
says the only limit is in the ability of men to 
breathe when going at such tremendous 
speed. He cites the Empire State express to 
show that men can safely breathe when 
traveling at the rate of nearly one hundred 
miles per hour. 

Mr. Means has invented an aeroplane. He 
conducted his experiments in November of 
last year from the baicony of the tower of 
Boston Light and more recently from the top 
ofthe cliffs at “ianomet. These were not 
completely successful, although he did not 
venture out on the aeroplanes himself. H

Chase has issued, that are expected to sat- 
isfy the curiosity of Wall street and assure 
the financier that there is money in the 
scheme. 

For the benefit ofthe general public, and 
as illustrative of the possibilities of the aero- 
dromic railroad, Lieut. Chase concludes with 
this hopeful, poetic outburst: ‘‘Journeying 
at the rate of 125 miies per hour, the traveiler 
from New York would reach San Francisco 
inside of twenty-four hours. He could pro- 
ceed to Paris via Behring’s Straitin actually 
less time than it now takes to cross the At 
lantie, At this speed the truits of California 
could de placed upon Eastern tables with

IT IS A DEAD LETTER. 


Attorney-General Walker Disousses the 
Law Regulating Express Cos.’ Charges. 
The law enacted by the Thirty-Seventh 
General Assembly providing for the regula- 
tion of the eX press companies doing business 
in Missouri is a dead letter. This is official, 
as it comes from Atty.-Gen. R. F. Walker, 
who is stopping at the Southern. During 
the session of the last General’ Assem- 
bly Speaker Mabrey introduced a dull! 


which provided that the express companies 
should file a schedule for all traffic to 
and from all points in Missouri with 
the State Board of Rallway and 
Warehouse Commissioners. The act further 
provided that the board be authorized to 
made such reduction in rates as it deemed 
advisable. shortly after the bill became 
a law and the commissioners were 
empowered toenforce it, the express com- 
panies were requested tofile with the com- 
mission their Missourl schedule, which 
request was promptly ss with. After 
the scuedules had been fled the commission 
helda meeting when it was determined that 
the general special rate should be reduced 
10 per cent, and all the express 
companies in the State of MDilssouri 
were notified of the reduction, and were re- 
quested to comply with the order of the 
commission. There was noresponse tothis 
order at the time nor has there been to this 
date. 

Whenacry was made some months ago 
thatthe express companies were evadin 
this law. the comaission refused 
to shoulder the responsibilities, 
claiming that the duty of the 
commission had been performed and the 
matter now rested with the Attornpey- 
General. As to just who is re- 
sponsible for the non-enflor cement“ of 
this law Attorney -Ceneral Walker was 
asked last evening. While he did not de- 
sire to find fault with the construction of 
the bill, he intimated as much as that 
he was powerless to act in the prem- 
ises unless complaints of overcharges were 
made, taking the schedule made out by the 
Railway and Warehouse Commissioners as 
a basis. 0 have no information 
that the law has been vlolat- 
ed, sad Mr. Waker, and I will 
certainly institute no proceedings against 
the express companies doing business in 
this State unless a complaint is fled, which 
has not been up to this date. 
As I understand the law, the 
express companies are required to fle their 
schedules with the Kallroad Commis- 
sion, which commission is empowered 
to make schedules in rates as are 
deemed feasible. As the act provides no 
penalty for noncompliance with this lat- 
ter provision, I am not responsible 
cz st @ nog complied with, conse- 
quently I can bring no sult against 
the express companies unless a complaint of 
overcharges is filed in my office. When 
this is done I will vigorously prosecute, 
but not before. It will be seen from the 
utteranees of Mr. Walker that the express 
companies can continue to openly violate the 
law. unless the commission takes the trouble 
to fle a complaint with the Attorney-Gen- 


eral.

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HE WAS CRUCIFIED. 


Death of a Man Who Was Nailed to a 
Cross in India. 


SAVAGE SINGPHOS DID IT TO SAVE 
THEIR MINES AND PRECIOUS JEWELS. 


He Was Sent by the King of Upper Bur- 
mah to Inspect the Mines of the Sing- 
phos Country, but the Burmese 6ol- 
diers Betrayed Him to a Horrible 
Fate. 


Special Cerrespondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

SALT LAKE O1TY, April 17.—The body of a 
man who had been crucified, and who had 
survived the ordeal and lived for years after- 
wards, left Tacoma, Wash., the other day for 
interment in this city. The remains were 
those of Dr. William Brede meyer, who years 
ago was crucified by an uncivilized tribe in 
Burmab, India, The burial at Salt Lake City 
was by the side of his first wife, Annie May 
Savery-Mearyone-Evans. His second wife, 
born Miss Penelope McVickar, accompanied 
the body, which was escorted to the train by 
members of sixteen fraternities, including 
120 women, who were members of Rebecca 
lodges, and the Pocohontas, of the Order of 
Redmen, and the Pythian Sisters, 

Dr. Bredemeyer was a great fraternity 
man. He was a member of nearly every se- 
cret order in existence, and had de lived a 
week longer he would have perfected the or- 
ganization in Tacoma of the Heptosophs. 
But paralysis carried him off, and with his 
right hand peacefully over his breast as he 
lay in his coffin, the jagged scar ieft by those 
who crucified him could plainly be seen. 
Hundreds saw the scar, and thought ita 
dreadful sight, 


His GAPING WOUEDS. 

The right band scar was not as long as the 
lefthandone by an inch. Both were De- 
tween the bones of the thumb and forefinger, 
In the thickest part of the palm. The left 
hand scar was two and a half inches long, 
and on both sides of the hands the scars 
stood out like miniature mountain ranges, 
compared with the sise of the hands. 


‘The serrated top ridges of the ugly marks 
were white like showcap peaks, 

When Bredemeyer was crucified there was 
no antiseptic surgery to kill the putrefying 
microbes in the alr while wounds were being 
treated, and thus avoid irritation and ua- 
sightiy scars. For twenty-four hours after 
he was crucified he received no treatment of 
any kind. When his wounds were dressed he 
was unconscious, and for several days it was 
thought he would die.

Bredemeyer had headquarters at Medea, in 
the ruby mine district, Where big sapphires 
are also found. Ihe mines are jealously 
guarded, and all the precious stones belong 
to the King. From the ruby and the sapphire 
harvest the King realizes from $50,(00 to $75,- 
000 a year. 

North of Medea in the lofty mountains 
there were some ruby mines which the King 
had not had prospected by such an eminent 
expert as Bredemeyer, In fact, no white 
man had ever ventured into the mountains 
ofthe north, where dwelt the half-civilized 
Singphos, who, while recognizing the au- 
— . ofthe King, were unruly and bar- 

aric. 

Bredemeyer’s advent was the signal for 
great excitement among the Singphos, They 
nad never seen aj white man, and notwith- 
standing Bredemeyer announced his mission 
under authority of the King, the Singphos 
were not satisfied. Their cupidity got the 
better of their loyalty; they thought more of 
their rubies and sapphires than they did of 
the King’s mandates, They decided to eru- 
cify the white man if he did not flee from the 
country.

A handful of soldiers were with Brede- 
meyer. In all the country, which then had 
8,500,000 inhabitants, the King had but 19,000 
soldiers. The Singpbos were not afraid of 


them. Bredemeyer refused to leave the 
country until Le had carried out the orders 
of the King. The Singphos declared war. 
The soldiers went into ambush, only to 
treacherously surrender the mining experts 
when the natives swooped down upon them. 

W hile the soldiers were scurrying about for 
reinforcements, the natives ualled Brede- 
meyer to a cross made of two pieces of the 
native oll-wood. Orude 22 of iron with 
sharp edges and slightly — 1 at the end 
were brought, and, using stones for sledges, 
the natives drove the irons through Brede- 
meyer’s hands and feet. 

The barbarians were beside themselves 
with fendish fury.

Some of 
them were entirely naked, having stripped 
off their apparel in the hysterical excitement 
of the capture and crucifixion of the hated 


RESCUED AND SAVED. 
Asarulethe natives wear linen wrapped 
about their hips. These cloths are called 
ingies, and, as Bredemeyer lapsed into un- 
consciousness he remembered that the in- 


gies of the masters of the barbaric ceremony 
were besmeared with his own blood. 

When Bredemeyer had been nailed to the 
cross, the natives prepared to raise it and 
fasten itintothe ground. At that instant 
the soldiers happily returned with rein- 
forcements and routed the natives. Brede- 
meyer was carried back to Medea.

CRITICAL ANALYSIS oF HIS WORK 
AND His alm. 


Written for the SUDAN Post-Disrarou. 

All critieal efforts to definitely ox Ernest 
Renan’s philosophy have 30 far deen una- 
vailing. What new significances will appear 
in his majestic outlines, or how far his con- 
tradictions will be softened in the perspec- 
tive of time, remains for time to 
tell. But at present he presents 
an amorphous fgtre, colossal and 
indeterminate, belonging exclusively to no 
hierarchy and defying every category. His 
life furnishes few points of measurement. 
His person, his habits and his career baffle 
the search for character as his work bames 
the search for conviction. From a boy he 
bad the mind ofa savant and the body of a 
gourmet. His brain was of that inquisitive 
mold that must gather, but his spirit was 
epicurean and volatilised without accreting 


philosophy. 

Late in life he had some suspicion of this, 
for he says he ought tohave given his time 
and study tothe physical sciences and not 
have wasted them onthe evanescent faiths 
of the world. Then he might have been a 


Darwin. 

Vain regret. Darwin justified himself by 
remaining a gatherer of facts, not by the 
reach of a philosophy that could use them, 
and the work of science admits of no such 
dreams as beset the soul of Renan before he 
left school. 

AT THE SEMINARY. 

At the most susceptible time of his life he 
Was swathed inthe mysteries and lulled in 
the melodies of the church. We can see the 
boy at the Seminary of st. Nicholas, breath- 
ing the air of mysticism and leading a half- 


sensuous life of hushed rhapsodies about the 
sepulchres acd shrines. In that soft atmos- 
phere of agevotion religion was a romance to 
adolescence, The beautiful legends of the 
church became the poetry of the conscience 
to the naive young soul. From these early 
impressions he never quite escaped. They 
came back to him, as he himself acknowl- 
edges in his charming ‘‘Recollecttons,’’ like 
the Dells of a lost city, rung under the water. 

When he was transferred to the graver 
duties of the Sulpician annex, at Issy Sur 
Seine, the claims of manhood nad begun to 
make themselves felt. This dual intellectu- 
ality, which must both know and dream, 
struck the usual balance and began to doubt. 
The whole body of Renan’s confessions, and 
they are more voluminous and almost as 
frank as Rousseau’s, betray unmistakably 
that his was not the nature to con- 
vert those dreams into facts, either by 
the way of duty or the course of imagina- 
tion. The insurgent forces of an active 
brain began torebelatthe intellectual lim 
iItations of a religious cult. The energies of 
a vital body fretted atthe prospective fet- 
tors. His ambition was to explore the uni- 
verse and was made up of cosmic dreams 
that were authenticated by science. 

So he fled fromthe arms of the church and 
threw himself into the embrace of the woria. 
But he took with him for imperishable 
souveairs all that was sensuous and 
poeticin that church, leaving behind only 
what was chartered and authoritative. 


AN INTELLECTUAL SYBARITE. 

It is dificult to find any intimations in this 
early experience of the quality which goes by 
the name of ‘‘spirituality,’’ and which we 
take to mean simply that finer apprehension 
of the phenomenon of existence. The young 


Renan refused to leave the earth, even in his 
dreams. Ihe large vital nature stoutly ob- 
jected to an asceticism that interfered even 
with intellectual voluptuousness, He had 
come abreast of the phenomena of life spe- 
Clally made up to enjoy them, and ff his 
record nowhere shows that he enjoyed them 
with the license of a Sybarite, his adjudica- 
tion of events, no less than his oft repeated 
declarations of preference, shows that he 
luxuriated in them as an esthete and an 
epicurean. 

But now shall we determine his vitimate 
place by this partial measurement? Rhapso- 
dist, poet, philosopher, scholar, he is still 
an intellectual voluptuary and a tollsome 
savant. He dreams and digs. He aban- 
doned the church because its hopes are iliu- 
sive; but he hugs the visions and mumbles 
the memories of the church to the end. He 
rebels against thecarnal restrietions of re- 
ligion, butinsists that he has not violated 
them. Hewritesof love like a Swinburne 
ani lives the faithful, chaste life of a Brittany 
peasant. 

lie published ‘‘L’Abbesse de Jouarre’’ to 
show the vanity of those vows imposed on 
Catholic priests and nuns and to make eyvi- 
dent the bondage in which they held the 
feminine conscience while the masculine 
conscience threw them aside. And we read 
with intemest the best defense that was made 
of this book, for it was made by Mme. Renan, 
andinitshe surpasses the naivette of her 
illustrious husband when she says: M. 
Renan does not accept the Christian ideal 
nor bDelleve that the world will be always a 
vale oftears. He was often struck,’’ she re- 
marks, ‘‘when onthe shores ofthe Mediter- 
ranean, withthe beauty ofthe Pagan con- 
ceit of Venus and her train of Graces, and of 
Eros and his childish tricks and rogueries. 
They were in perfect harmony with 
the scenery along the blue sea of 
Southern Europe. Love in that happy region 
was purelyearthly. Because it was let alone 
and not frowned on, it was not degrading.’’ 


FARTH HIS PHILOSOPHY. * 

If this Hedonic strain were not repeated 
continually from the ‘*Souvenirs D’Enfance’’ 
tothe Wie de Jesus’’ in invocation, aspira- 
tion and rhapsody; if it did not mellow with 


Paphian puriing the Gregorian chant of his 
prayers and his poetry and insinuate itself 
into his hozannas, one might look upon it as 
the mere reaction from the stress of scho- 
lasticism, the occasional relaxation and 
amusement of a nature that was keenly sen- 
sitive to physical beauty. But the truth is, 
the earth ss the basis of Renan’s whole phil- 
osophy, whether he is dealing with the in- 
finite and the inscrutable, or only with the 
Kyrie Elyeson of the raee, and ke comes 
back to Erosas easily and continuously as 
the old monk came back to his sack and 
song. 

It was this purely mundane apprehension 
and easy amorous felicity that gave a new 
zest ta Ihe Vie de Jesus. It wasasif one 
had mingledthe synoptic gospels and Ihe 
Song of Songs’’ in a fresh villanelle. It 
treated the destiny of the race with the 
charming ennul of a studied philosopher, not 
at all inclimed to let destiny disturb his 
reverie. 

It is no disparagement of Renan’s discern. 
ment and assiduity in arranging physical 
facts and historicalevidences to say that 
with him they always remained physical 
factsand had no relation to the metapnys- 
ical. He sees the succession of events witha 
fine enumerating vision, but he colors 
the ciassification with the impulse of a 
decorator, and begins to frivol at once when 
they suggestany continuity or significance 
beyond their present association. This dis. 
inclination totouch the theological conclu- 
sions even when brought abreast of them is 
the most striking evidence of kenan's scien- 
tine proclivity. But he does not avoid them 
with the scientist’s plea that they are un- 
Knowable; he shirks them with the 
voluptury’s excuse that they are unpleasant, 
His remark that **purgatory must bea pieas- 
ant place where many charming romances 
begun on earth must be continued,’’ has 
been apologeticalliy explained as Rabelalan 
banter aimed at the church, and so indeed it 
may be, but even banter betrays the color of 
mind, and the essentially French tone of this 
romark lurks ju many others that are wide of 
the church, 


HIS TEMPERAMENT. 
Dimcult as itis, then, to clearly now the 
mental and emotional balances of the 
scholar’s mind, we can see enough to enable 


us toadvance atleast atheory of tempera: 
ment. His life farnishes no example in con- 
duct of the Eros worship which weakened his 
philosophy. In his relations to the world he 
is as chaste as asimple-minded rural equire; 
faithful to his subservient wife, and conteD 
with his dogs there inthe Brittany woods; 
we look in vain for the demonstrations an 
excesses of ariotous nature, He is not even 
Parisian in his tastes. 

How ts it, one asks, that this imagination, 
which tn earliest life revels in the delights © 
physical existence; that sees no other attain- 
able paradise than the exaltation his 
senses; that hovers over amorous love 33 
frank indulgence and colors phi a 
ethics with the early hue of a 
ology, should be subjected — the 
patierace of a Bede or a Kauke. © 

We see a large, contemplative — ang ag 
meshed in a ponderous machine 
stupendous diligence and t 
ive activities, seizing upon 
features of vast e us, 
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tory which, in their glittering symmetry, 
proclaim the indefatigable artist, Dut which 
belong to no known order; whose Oriental- 
ism is perfect, but whose purpose, like those 
ancient monuments of plunder erected to a 
conqueror, have no other significance than 
the exploits of power. 

The work declarés the best inquiry of con- 
structive modern criticism, It has relaid 
the hewn cedars of Lebanon with cunning 
nicety, but it has decorated them with Par- 
thenian enfoliation.. Upon this vast ground- 
plan of epochs rise the reinhabited temples 
of Zion, but round their walls sports the train 
of Eros, not, indeed as it sported in“ The 
Recollections’’ and revelled in ‘‘L’ Abbesse,’’ 
but subered and plaintive as if, indeed, the 
Great Pan were dead, and there was some 
belated hope that critiscism might revive 
him, 

Piacing together thé moderation ofa life, 
freighted from the start with importunate 
vital forces, and the laissez faire ofa iife- 
work that stops continually to listen to those 
old bells under the sea, may not one say that 
by some psychic metastases the ardors of 
youth become iam the mature scholar the 
fountains of the mind, and that the historian 
has his dreams no less than the youthful aco- 
lyte? 

EVER TRUE TO RELIGION. 

We must concede that the superabundant 
energies that in one stage of development 
thrill aloug the muscles may in another ex- 
pend themselves along in nerves, and in 
the final retrocession get no further than the 
unconscious centers, where they revolve 
upon themselves reminiscently. 

Something of this phenomenon is apparent 
in henan's intellectual progress. He never 
possessed the anima of religion and be never 
abandoned its aroma. What was originally 
a mere protest of the vital functions became 
a reverie of the intellectual. Its centers al- 
waysswungin moments of indolent fancy; 
its incentives never appealed to him. 

HIS LIT OF Isos.“ 

When he wrote the wie de Jesus’’ he 
came squarely before the world as a popular 
writer, for he took the life of the Nazarene 
mystic and made a pastoral of it—delicieuse 
pastorale is his own phrase. All at once the 
wadys of Palestine took on the verdure of 
Brittany and echoed with the laughter of 
Arcady. He had gone to Jerusalem to study 
the country (inaeed, the first chapters of the 
book were written while he enjoyed the ab- 
solute quiet of Lebanon), and there, amid 
the dust of aynasties, in an atmosphere 
heavy with tradition, his esthetic tempera- 
ment was affected just as Pierre Loti’s would 
wave deen, and he proceeded to reconstruct 
the Nagarene to Gt his mise en scene 
‘*Foutante aux pleds, tant ce qui est de 
homme, le sang, l'amour, la patriel’’ he 

laims. 
Renan set out to de charming. It was a 
French weakness. He labored in the hal- 
lucination that he was seeking for the truth 
dat the truth is not constructed, and it is 
not always charming. It was the task of 
Germany to pronounce the ‘‘Vie de Jesus“ a 
very lymphatic affair, both in the light of 
exegesis and of historic accuracy. 

We can now see clearly enough that the 
dook shows the author's lack of psycholog!.- 
cal insight; that he has imperfect concep. 
tions of the primal religious consciousness; 
that he filed up gaps incredible tradition 
with delightful but wholly unwarranted sup- 
positions, and that he imported into the 
work of the First Century the false pathos, 
the overwrought sensibility and the esthetic 
reveries of the nineteenth. And in all this 
we Ought tobe able to see effectism taking 
the place of truth, and modern sentimental. 
ism traveling backwards to lend its discolor- 
ation to the naivest materials of history. 

Strauss“ Lite of Christ,“ which appeared 
in Germany about the same time, was held 
to be a much more serious assault upon the 
orthodox position and, although Strauss 
moaified, if he did not abandon, several@gof 
his claims, under attack, in successivegedi- 
tions of his work, the mythical theory which 
he had advanced remained the most original, 
if not the most tenable, feature of his book. 
Atallevents, he was virllé and sitive. 
But the energetic faculty Which in Renan 
had not lost the power of pictorial synthesis, 
was tin ged by an efficiency that was fondly 
called idyllic, but which we think was the 
mere evaporation of emotions into sénti- 
mentality. 

He never possessed the polemic gift and 
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the nature of his material was such as to ex- 
cite it. Against this spirit he uttered a dis- 
claimer in his ‘*Ariaius,’’ which reads some- 
what like an apology. ‘‘For the polemical 
system, he says, Voltaire was enough. 
One cannot atthe same time bea good con- 
troversialist and a good historian,’’ a re- 
mark that would appear to hit Hume no less 
than Voitaire, though, perhaps, not on the 
same side. 
‘‘THE HISTORY OF ISRABL.’’ 

It was when he was atthe maturity of his 
faculties that Renan came to the compiling 
of his last and, by odds, his greatest work, 
„The History of Israel,“ the last volume of 
which has jast made its appearance. In this 
crowning effort ofhis life is gathered up all 
the material of which his previous books 
had been studies. Those studies ran 82 
the Vie de Jesus, Which was the first of the 
series in the ‘‘Histoire des Originis du 
Christianisme,’’ of which the Ante Christ’’ 
was the last,

The Naza- 
rene is no longer the spiritual fruit any more 
than Abraham is the spiritual seed of a con-

The train which the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Rallroad will put on will be be- 
tween St. Louis and Denver, and will leave 
St. Louis at 1:30 o’clock inthe afternoon. It 
will reach Denver at 6 o'clock the next even- 
ing. 

Shortly after the intention ofthe Burling- 
ton had been made public, a * . of 
the SUNDAY Post-DispatcH caHed upon Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent D. O. Ives. Mr. Ives, 
while admitting that this trgin would be put 
on, was averse to being interviewed.

MAYOR WALBRIDGE VETOES THE MILE 
l BILL. 


*‘Skimmed Milk’’ Stone Should Noise His 
Opinions as to the Post- Dispatch’s In- 
fluence for Good—The Boasting Lobby- 
istand His Bill Turned Down-—Mayor 
Walbridge Could Not Be Budged by the 
Deputations of Promoters. 


The Stone skimmed milk bill is no more. 
After passing through the intellectual sepa- 
rator in the Mayor’s office, which could not 
be ‘greased for the purpose, it emerged yes- 
terday afternoon rent up the back, split in 
two, and its tattered and torn re- 
mains were carefully turned over to 
Acting City Register Simpson for burial 
in the archives or his office. 
The Council and House of Delegates cannot 
resurrect it, as it was passed at a session 
which is now dead, and under the charter 
provisions its doom is forever sealed. 

Feebly sustained as it was on a bottle of 
skimmed milk fed from the gentle hands of 
Nurse Stone, the little thing was almost 
talked to death by ite nurse before it found 
ite way tothe Mayor’s office. His stentorian 
efforts to revive it there settled its fate. 
Mayor Walbridge heard its pitiful wall and 
at once concluded that it was too weak and 
puny tosurvivein this community. He ac- 
cordingly indited a brief funeral oration in 
the shape of a veto, which reads as follows: 

THE VETO. 

The principal object of an ordinanee regulating 
the sale of milk should be to pretect the eommunity 
against disease caused by unwholesome milk. he 
secondary ebject should be to prevent citizens from 
being cheated by a delivery of a cheap quality where 
a cood quality is paid for. The sanitary considera- 
tien is of primary importenece; the commereial 
is secondary. Cheap milk can de i  easiiy 
detected by any house-wife with theaid of simple 
devices. Polluted milk can only be detecte: dy 
chemieal and microscopical experts, with the aid of 
expensive apparatus and the employment ef a very 
eonsiderabie time. The prineipal causes of un- 
wholesome or polluted milk are diseased eows, un- 
sanitary stabies and improper feeding of the ani- 
mals. 

It would seem, then, that to preventthe plaelng 
of polluted milk upon the market the energies of 
the city should be directed principally to a sensibie 
and energetic control of the ‘iairies 

lam ſuformed dy competent authority that about 
one-third of the milk consumec in St. Louis is pro- 
duced by dairies within eur city limits: that 
the remaining two-thirds is imported from III 
pois and the counties of Missouri adjacent to the 
city, and the proportion ef imported milk is stead- 
ily increasing. Six vears ago there were about 700 
dairies in the city; now there are less than 400. At 
this rate it will not be * before practieally ali 
the milk consumed in St. Leuis will be produced 
outside. 

The bil! before me provides for an inspection e 
our city dairies, but it makes no attempt to super- 
viee dairies out lde the elty. It is true the city 
authorities have no jurisdiction outside the city 
limite, but lam advised by the City Counselor that 
it is entirely practicable for the city to obtain 
supervision of these outside dairies by requiriag 
all milk dealers to register and to 
inform the city whenever requested where they ob- 
tain their milk and by prohibiting the saie of milk 
in thie market eeming from any dairy which refuses 
te submit toa city supervision. I am advised that 
an ordinanceto this effect could be easily framed 
0 as nottoconfiict with the interstate commerce 
law of our State. This would be mech more fair to 
our local dairymen and would protect the whole of 
milk supply while the bill before me deals with but 
a smal! part of the supply. 

There are other minor objections to the bill, some 
of which I will mention briefly. 

If the sale of skimmed milk be controlled at al! 
it should be done mueh more efficiently than in 
this bill. 

if I am right in essuming that the principal ob- 
ject of a milk ordinance is sanitary, its enforcement 
should be in the hands of the Sanitary Department, 
or the Board of Health. and notinthe hands of the 
chemist, whose duties and knowledge are purely 
techaieal and subordinate. 

The bill provides that the City Chemiet may per- 
sonally inspect dairies for the purpose of locating 
disease or unsanitary conditiens, though it must be 
plain that his technical training as achemist im no 
war qualifies him for that work. 

The force created by this ordinance for carrying 
out 45 is Inadequate. Under the eom- 

ligated provisions of the erdinance they can do 
ittle more than to annoy, without reassuring the 
community of substantial protectiosg. 

The bill provides fora veterinary surgeon with « 
salary so small that mo capable veterinary weuld ac- 
eept the position. Very respectfully,

HISTORY OF THB BILL. 

It was owing almost solely tothe efforts of 
the Post-DIsPaATCH that this bold attempt of 
certain combined dairymen to foist upon the 
citigens of 8t. Louis a pernicious and un- 


wholesome law was thwarted. 

There were three distinct bills pending in 
the City Couucil to regulate the inspection of 
dairies and sale of milk in thecity. Two of 
them fixeda fair and reasonable standard 
for whole milk and prohibited entirely the 
sale of skimmed milk, while the third, the 
so-called Stone skimmed milk Dill, not only 
fixed the standard below thatof all the large 
cities in the country, but gave an unlimited 
license to dairymen and venders to sell un- 
skimmed milk. 

The Committee on Sanitary Affairs of the 
Council, after pigeon-holing the bills for 
three months or more, suddenly took them 
from the dusty shelves, invited the Board of 
Healthtoa conference with them, and one 
Tuesday night in the latter part of 
March, after listening toa two-hour speech 
by Mr. Stone onthe demerits of the other 
bills and the dishonesty of milk men gener- 
ally, the Stone bill was favorably reported 
for passage, 

Nothwithstanding the protests of President 
Nagel, the Chairman of the committee, Mr. 
W. I. Anderson moved that the rules de sus- 
pended and the bill sent to engrossment. 
This motion prevailed, the bill was reported 
back, and before some of the members knew 
what had happened it had passed the 
Council, 

The members of the Board of Health 
were struck with consternation, 
and thought the hasty action 
of the Counell was discourteous to them, to 
say the least, as the committee had not even 
waited to hear from them on the subject. 


ITS DEFECTS BHOWX. 

Then the Post-DisPaTon took the matter 
up and showed the glaring defects of the bill. 
It proved conclusively that it was an open 
and notorious attempt on the part 
of certain wealthy dairymen to place 
the unhealthy refuse of their dairies in the 


market and dispose of it at an enormous profit 
tothe public under the mame of skimmed 
milk. 

it farther showed that no adequate provi. 
sions were embodied in the bill for dairy in- 
pection, or preventiag the sale of this sickly 
fuid for pure milk. 

The promoters of it, @iowever, headed by 
its senatorial father, carried their measure 
over tothe House of Delegates, where the 
wires had already been safely laid, as they 
thought, for rr 

The ree of a public hearing was gone 
through with before the Sanitary Committee 
of the House, at which Mr. Stone talked him. 
self hoarse. 

It was reported favorably, as expected, 
and decia passed by Speaker Townsend 
by a vote of 17 to 9.

THE VETO APPROVED. 

Health Commissioner Homan, who senta 
strong letter to the Mayor opposing the 
measure and showing its general defects, 
when informed of the veto sald: 

I think we had 
a narrow eseape andthe people have every 
reasontothank the Mayor and the Posr- 
DisPaTcH. The bill was atrocious, and had 
itever become a law could not have been en- 
forceda.’’ 

Street Commissioner Murphy said: ‘‘While 
comparisons are odious if had been in 
the Mayor’s place, 1 shoulda certainly 
have vetoed that bill. The very idea of three 
men, at $75 per month each, inospecting all 
the dairies and regulating the sale of milk 
in the city is too absurd to be consideced for 
a moment. Besides the skimmed milk 
clause was sufficient to kill it.“

The Miller Murder. 

PERTH AM BOT, N. J., April 21.—Circum- 
stanees in regard eto the death of Richard 
Miller, the telegraph operator, whose body 
was found in Samuel Boyda’s barn at Houten- 
ville, give rise tothe theory that the man 


met with foul play. He left his office at Port 
Reading, it is supposed, while suffering 
mental abberation. He was never seen or 
heard from after untilhis body was found 
last Wednesday. Ex-Judge Newton of 
Woodbridge gave a permit for the removal 
ot the body, which was taken to Undertaker 
Drakes. It was claimed Miller died from 
exposure although the body was not exam- 
ined by a physician. There are three coro- 
nersin Middlesex County yet not one was 
notified. 

Miller’s body was sent by his brother to 
Hanover, Pa. Last Friday a man was found 
along the Pennsylvania railroad track a mile 
and a half from the place where the body 
was found. This man had been fatally in- 
jured. He was taken to the mos 
pital. He never came out of 
his comatose condition and died 
last Saturday. His appearance indicated he 
wasatramp. In his pockets were fousd a 
watch and papers bearifig the name of 
Richard Miller of Port Reading. ‘The man 
was buried in Potter’s Field. When a des- 
cription of him was sent to Port Reading 
Miller’s friends sent word that it was not 
Miller. The next day Miller’s body was 
found. When Miller left Port Reading he had 
a watch and $50 in his pocket. When his 
body was found they were gone. The theory 
is that Miller was murdered and robbed by 
the man who died tn the hospital. 

Coroner Burke said to-day thatthe action 
of Justice Newton in granting the permit 
was illegal. A coroner should bave been 
notified. After six hours a justice has a 
right to order the removal ofthe body. The 
theory of Miller’s friends ts that he 
wandered up the railroad. He probably 
walked along untl he met tramps, who 
killed and robbed him. Over his left eye 
Was a large black spot as if it had been 
struck a heavy blow.

HOW IT I6 VIEWED BY LAND OWNERS 
AND OFFICIALS OF ST. CLAIR COUNTY. 


They Do Not Think the Assessor Can 
Follow Out the Instructions Given 
Him Without Violating the State 
Law— How the Township Became a 
Hotbed of Georgeism. 


Ringle tax men throughout the United 
States are just now interested in an expert 
ment begun in Engelman Township, III., 
Where the citizens have voted in favor of 
doing away with the tax on certain classes 
Of personal property, notably farm horses, 
mules and implements of production, besides 
abolishing the poll tax. This action is con- 
sidered of national importance in its rela- 


tions tothe tax question, as the Assessor of 


the township has been instructed not to list 
such property, which is virtually an 
official step in the direction of 
an ultimate single tax on land. The 
movement appears to have the hearty in- 
dorsement of the most prominent farmers of 
the townsh'p, as is shown by the expressions 
of Senator Peter Seibert, Town Clerk W. B. 
Engeiman and others who have been inter- 
viewed by a reporter of the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

Mr. Seibert, who is a member of the Upper 
House of the Illinois Legislature, was the au- 
thor of the resolutions recently adopted at 
the annual town meeting in Engelman, 
which, besides embodying the instructions 
to the Assessor as mentioned, character- 
ized the present system of taxation as 
*antediluvian, vicious and unjust. Sena- 
tor Seibert was interviewed by a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter in regard to the situation in 
the township, and made the following state- 


ment 
SENATOR SEIBERT DISCU°SES THE MOVE, 


„Concerning the sentiment of the people 
of Engeiman as to the resolutions adopted at 
the late town meeting, I would say that the 
indorsement seems almost unanimous, and I 
would further state that ifthe people of this 
county had the power to regulate 
the method of taxation here they 
would go very much farther than 
we wont in Engelman Township. I was the 
author of the resolutions adopted and I made 
it my business to interview leading citizens 
m regard to them previous to the town 
meeting. I found that they were unan!mous- 
ly in favor of their adoption. The first man 
Llapproached, a most industrious and well- 
to-do farmer, said it was an outrage that 
poor tenant farmers should be ground down 
iniguitous tax system and that 
it was the duty of every honest man 
to see that they obtained all the relief 


possible under our crooked tax laws, All 
those interviewed expressed themselves in 
similarterms. Allthe leading farmers, ir- 
respective of party, supported the resolu- 
tions, and they were adopted, with a whoop.’ 
Ihave been told thatit is the duty of the 
Legislature to legisiate in the interest of the 
ople by connecting the existing unjust 
aws, and that as a member of the body I 
should have spent my efforts in the Assem- 
„ In answer to this I will say that 
I succeeded in passing a resolution 
in the last Senate to submit to the people 
of Illinois the proposition of calling a con- 
stitional convention. ‘This resolution was 
adopted with only one dissenting vote in the 
Senate, but in the Housethe statesmen were 
More conservative and held that as labor 
was too restiess, it was inadvisable to give 
the people a chance toreverse their consti- 
tution. I succeeded in passing a bill in the 
Thirty-seventh Senate and again in the 
Thirty-eighth to make the levyingof a poll 
tax optional with the people of each town- 
ip, but each time it was smothered 
the House because it was against the in- 
terests of some of the statesmen who live in 
cities and have gobblea up the surrounding 
territory. I have come to the conclusion 
thatthe people are justined, after making 
due efforts to have the laws changed by the 
Legislature, to regulate their local affairs as 
they see fit. I cannot say whether the Asses- 
sor will carry out the instructions given bim 
by the people, as his intentions in that re- 
spect have not Deen made known.’’ 


CLERK EWNGLEMAN’S VIEWS. 

W. B. Engelman, Clerk of Engelman Town 
ship,and an ardent single-taxer, also ex- 
pressed his views to the reporter. He said: 

»The resolutions adopted at our town 


meeting instructing the Assessor not to list 
certain property can, in my opinion, scarcely 
be regarded asa sinule-tax experiment, al- 
though it may be a step in that dlrection. 
When they were adopted I attachea but 
little importance to them, and am therefore 
somewhat surprised now to find them 
attracting so much attention. Our system 
oftaxation may not be antediluvian, as the 
resolutions express it, but I regard it as 
unjust, and even vicious, and if the action 
should cause a reform in present methods 
then the supporters of the resolutions will 
have good ounds to congratulate them- 
selves on the result. 
TO RIGUT A WRONG. 

Charles Klingel, another prominent single 
tax advocate, Who was seen by the reporter. 
expressed himself as follows: The move 
mont is one in the direction of tax reform, 


and is intended to relleve the injustice 
wrought on the owners of visible personal 
rty who cannot escape taxation, while 

he owners of the class of property including 

bonds add mortgages evade assessment by 
reason of the Assessor’s tinabliity'§ to 
Giscover such holdings. Those best able 
to bear the burden of taxation are 
frequently compelled to pay more than their 
share on account of this state of affairs. I 
am in favor of the experiment proposed here 
for the reason that I belleve every man 
should pay taxes according to his ability, as 
well as for the reason that a trial may show 
the feasibility of the single-tax theory. While 
1 do not think the single tax would bea cure 
for all such evils,l am confident that it 
would, if universally and properly applied, 
remove the most popes cause of poverty, 


the monopoly of land. 
PUBLIC-SPIRITED LAXD OWNER. 


Oharies A. Karch, one of the most promi 
nent of the younger farmersof the township 
and a representative of the rising generation 
of single-taxers there, expressed himself as 


follows:

HOW THE SENTIMENT GREW. 
Engelman townshipis a hotbed of George- 
ism. The history of single tax agitation 
there dates back about ten years. Dr. Boyd 
Oornick, for many years a resident of Mas- 


coutah, who now resides at Knickerbocker, 
Tex., made several worthy conversions to 
the George theory years 1725 and from the 
seeds he sowed a colony of single taxers has 
arisen. 
@ Since the primary teachings of Dr. Cornick 
a decade ago there has been almost constant 
agitation of the single tax theory in Kngel- 
man, and nearly ail the thinking farmers 
have been converts. State Senator Peter 
Seibert was one of Dr. Cornica’s first con- 
verts. Some years ago the Senator, it is said, 
was a radical Republican. His senti- 
ments are now understood to 
those of a free-trade single taxer, and he is 
holding an office to which he was elected on 
a Democratic ticket. Dr. Carl Rembe of 
Fayetteville is mentioned as another of the 
converts of Dr, Cornick. It is said that 
Theodore Engelman, in whose honor the 
township was named, became a pronounced 
single taxere few years before his death. 
Mr. Engelman war a well elJucated man and 
was knownas the Latin farmer, on ac. 
count of his knowledge ofthe language. By 
constant agitation the converts have edu- 
cated almost the entire rising generation to 
the single tax theories. The principles have 
been carried into the Engelman Township 
annual meetings with the result that the poll 
tax has been abolished, and the present en- 
dea vor to alter the old plan of taxation by 
Instructions tothe Assessor appears to De 
another step in the same direction. The 
most vital question now is whether the in- 
structions tothe Assessor can or will be car- 
ried out. Some contend that the officer may 
not knowingly leave any property unlisted 
without violating his oath and ar- 
ing himseif liable to prosecution 
for malfeasancé in office, while others hold 
that the authority given him by the action 
of the people of the township at their annual 
meeting is sufficient. It is understood that 
in Case the Assessor falis to assess work- 
horses or old farm machinery there will be 
no protest from any of the residents of the 
township, but opposition from non-resident 
land-owners seems to befeared. The State 
laws clearly outline the Assessor’s duty of 
listing any and all property sound, real or 
personal, and give the Board ot Supervisors 
authority to correct or reject faulty or 
wrongful assessments. Whether the Board 
of Supervisors will iuterfere lu this case is a 
matter of conjecture. 

COUNTY JUDGE BONEAU INTERVIEWED. 

It having been reported that the Engel- 
man Township experiment would probably 
wind up inthe County Court for settlement, 
County Judge Benjamin Boneau Was asked 
to state his views ofthe matter. He said: 


Beyond the information gleaned from 
hewspaper reports, 1 am not conversant 
with the matter, but I am very sure it will 
not come before me for settlement, for the 
reason that I have no jurisdiction in such 
cases. I know of no way in which it could 
be brought into my court, as the Board of 
Supervisors only has powerto regulate tax 
assessments and the assessors are amenable 
only to tiie laws of the state.“ 


COUNTY TBEASUREB HERR’S OPINION. 
County Treasurer Arthur W. Herr, who Is 
ex-officio tax collector for the county and re- 
celves the money collected in the various 
townships, Was also approached with a ques- 


tlon as tothe probable outcome of the pro- 
posed experiment in Engelman. It is a 
matter over which 1 have no control, said 
he. My duties being only to receive and 
disburse the county’s moneys, I have noth- 
ing to do with the actions of the assessors, 
but | suppose the supervisors would have 
power to revise the assessment. 


VIEWS OF LAND OWNERS. 

There are several persons in Belleville who 
have holdings of land in Engelman, but none 
of them seem much disturbed by the course 
ofeventsin the township. Ex-Prosecuting 
Attorney RK. S. W. Holder has about 200 


acres, II. A. Kircherhas a farm which he 
values at about 5,000, and Karr Bros. are 
also among the non-resident land owners. 
The general view of the matter taken by 
them seems to be one of partial indifference. 
While they realize the faet that a decrease 
of the personal property asssessment would 
In all probability cause a small increase in 
the taxes or their land, the difference would 
be 60 slight that it would not be worth their 
while to protest. One Condition that proba- 
bly tends to make them all the more indiffer- 
ent is the small rate of taxation in Enge!- 
man Township. At the present time the rate 
there appears to be considerably less than 
in any other township of tbe county. 
Mr. Holder was questioned by a 
reporter of the PostT-DISPATCH in regara 
to the probabie effects and outcome of 
the experiment. He obligingly looked up the 
law in the case and made this statement: 
My holding in Engelman Townshipis not 
large, and the taxes are sO small that the 
probability of a slight increase, there be 
such, does not worry me inthe least. Asto 
the Assessor’s authority in this instance, I 
find by reference tothe statute that horses 
and all farm stock, as well as machinery, 
are, among other things, enumerated as 
taxable and to be appraised by him, and it 
seems that his course is marked out by 
law. While 1 should hardly think of pro- 
testing against any action the Assessor 
might take under such instructions, and 
might not object to the establishment of the 
Singie-tax system in the township, I am sat- 
ised that it would becontraryto law and 
could only be accomplished by pepular de- 
mand, or, in other words, under suffer- 
ance.’’ 

Ex-Mayor Henry A. Kircher of Belleville 
informed the reporter that he ha: no inten- 
tion of protesting against the Enwelman ex- 
periment. ‘*My farm in that township,’’ he 
seid, is taxed so low that I could not object 
to a light increase, if sucha result shoulda 
come of the experiment proposed. 

Theodore Karr of Karr Bros, said he had 
heard little of the matter and had made no 
effort to learn more ofit. Like other Belle 
villians owning land in Engelman he was 
well satisied with the low rate of taxation 
and would probably not protest against the 
novel assessment proposed.

DELAY IN PASSING THE WILSON BILL 
EXERTS A DEPRESSING INFLUENCE. 


Speculative Stocks in Wall Street Go Up 
and Down on Tips From Washington— 
Effect of Recent Heavy Gold Ship- 
ments—Oatlook for Next Week—A Life- 


less Market. 


New Tonk, April zi.— New Englaud went 
off 1% points on tile reorganization plan, and 
left it 1 point below last night’s figures. The 
break and a rather weak showing in other 
active shares caused the traders to take the 
bear side of speculation. But while it closed 
lower than yesterday, an intervening rally 
caused declines to be only fractional. Gen- 
eral Electric was weak, the stock losing 
ground on the spread of the idea of a scaling 
of the capitalization, though it is difficult to 
see how its worth could be affected by sucha 
plan. No dividends maybe paid for a jong 
time, anda reduction of the book valuation 
seems to be a perfectly logical sequence to the 
statement of the company’s condition as set 
forth in its annual statement. 

No single event is of such importance to 
the general trade of the country as an early 
settlement of the tariff. Business mou of 
different political opinions agree in saying 
that with the pending bill passed or defeated 
they could go ahead ana make contracts and 
they declare that unless a speedy dis post- 
tion is made of the bill the fall trade will be 
killed as sure as wasthat of last fall and the 


present spring. The requirements of 70,000, - 
000 people form a basis of business that no 
panic or depression can overturu but such 
business is not one conducive of either 
healthy expansion or considerable profit. It 
is discouraging to be forced to admit that 
the legislation at Washington is in a con- 
dition little short of chaos. 

While the whole business of the country !s 
affectefl,and Wall street no less than any 
other part from a speculative standpoint, 
the Industrials may be expected to respond 
more quickly to the progress of the bill than 
any other stock. The advance in Sugar 
during the week has been due to reports that 
an increased protection had been agreed on 
inthe Senate. So far as can be learned this 
isnottrue. It is uuderstood that the com- 
pany, through its envoys, has asked for an 
ad valorem duty on sugar in preference to 
the present bill, which they claim to be 
worse than the free sugar biil passed by che 
House. Assuming that the change will be 
made, the assent of the Housein conference 
is necessary. The chief pointto be borne in 
mindisthatof the efforts making to pass a 
bill, It should be remembere l It takes two 
to make a bargain, and the conservatism of 
our legisiators seems largely confined to the 
north wing of the Capitol. That which ap- 
piles to sugar is true of all others. 

Of direct importance also is the necessity 
for expeditious reorganizations of the several 
bankrupt properties whose condition has 
served more than onceto check promising 
recoveries and to divert growing interest. 
Tke Atchison committee is an especially 
strong one and is hard at work ona plan, the 
chief detalls of which are promised within a 
month. stillthe company succumbed under 
a floating debt, and not through default 
caused by insufficient earfings, and the 
problem is less difficult. the delayed report 
of the Reading expert accountantsis ex- 
pected next week, and may be followed by a 
third attemptto place this company on Its 
feet again. The other reorganizations ap- 
pear to remain dormant pending efforts 
making to induce a modification of the inter- 
state commerce law by Congress. 

The shipments of gold during the week 
amount to $3,500,000 in addition to the regu- 
lar shipments, which generally escape no- 
tice fromthe public, Ihe week’s shipments 
appear to have been toa great extent due to 
extra inducements held oat by bankers 
abroad,though the gold would not have been 
exported unless the Dalance was favorable to 
Europe. The outlook for next week seems 
doubtful, and good judges are divided in 
Opinion as to whether shipments will con- 
tinue or not. All agree that they are unlikely 
to be large, as at this season exports 
of gold are always to be looked 
for. Under ordinary conditions the 
shipments would not deserve any special 
attention. The fact that the Treasury is 
called on to furnish the gold when its supply 
is so limited lends some itmprtance to the 
fact, however. A few months ago the free 
gold in the Treasury was only $65,000,000; 
there 1s little ground for uneasiness when it 
is unlikely to be greatly reduced from the 
present figures. Moreover, it is understood 
that should the amount be reduced to 
$90,000,000 or about there, the bank will in 
one way or another give tue Treasury 
enough gold to restore its holdings to the ac- 
cepted figure. It will be recalled that when 
the 5 per cent loan was floated by the Gov- 
ernment it was thought that another loan of 
the same amount would be necessary 
by now. So far trom this proving true 
the Government has up to the time 
of last week’s shipment maintained its gold 
supply atthe figure it reached when it re- 
celved the gold fromthe sale of bonds. It 
has done this by making nearly all its dis- 
bursements in legal tenders, and one effect 
of that has been the receipts of currency by 
the local Danks from the West, which stil! 
continue, are made up almost entirely of 
Silver certificates. The least desirable cur- 
rency in other words Will always be in the 
most general use. 

The dropping of the stock market of the 
week was revived and turned by the St. Paul 
Statement of March earnings. In spite of 
the cavilling following their publication the 
short interest in the stock did not like the 
probability of maintaining dividends fore 
shadowed, and the covering begun in St. 
Paul has extended through che list. Dimin- 
ished gross earnings from now on will be ina 
manner offset by lessened expenses, which 
Will be compared with those made neces- 
sary last year by extra outlays for World’s 
Fairtrafic. Moreover, the returns from the 
extraordinary traffic from that source did not 
manifest themselves until late in the summer 
and gross earnings forthe next few months 
will not appear so unfavorable by compar!i.- 
son. It is evident that railway managers are 
not going to lose their heads because their 
properties are running intoabad year of 
earniugs. No business man wouid despair 
because one year out of the many proved un- 
profitable, and the investors show no signs of 
being so elther. The roads that pass through 
such years as last and this without default of 
interest or suspension of dividends will enjoy 
an enhanced credit, the benefit of which 
will be of long continuance. And it may well 
be asked what basiness during this period 
has fared so well as that of the railroads. 
The upward movement remains in check yet, 
the market present no signs of weakness. 
Stocks sold short are difficult to recover. 

The money market remains in such free 
supply that loans can be effected at the bor- 
rower’srate. An {nstance is that in which a 
loan of $1,000,000 was offered toa banker for 
one year at a cent, the collateral to be 
Government bohds. There is one contingency 
spoken of as possible to the end to higher 
rates in the late summer, and that is that 
the bulk of maturities are now in the period 
covered by October and November. As dur- 
ing August and September the crop move- 
ment may require considerable sums, it 18 
thought that rates may tighten then. That 
is, however, a long way off. 


A MARKET WITHOUT LIFE. 
NEW YORK, April 21.—The Post says: Very 
possibly the stock market is now by its utter 
lifelessness reflecting the doubts over next 
week’s sterling exchange movement. It has 
been shown this week that while gold ex- 
ports will not startle investors into heavy

GIFT FOR MRS. CLEVELAND. 


She Receives a Magnificent Album of 
Value From London. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Mrs. Cleveland has 
received from London a unique gift, beingan 
album containing the portraits of American 
residents in London who, during the past 
thirty years, have attained the distinction of 
a caricature in Vanity Fair. Nearly all of 


them are signed Ape, the famous signa- 
ture of Pelegrini, who, by the way, adopted 
that signature because, as he once said, he 
entJeavored siuarply to ape the physical prom- 
inences and mental! expression of his victims. 

The album is massively bound in royal red 
morocco and lined with watered silk of an 
imperial! or ‘‘Knight of the Garter’’ hue. Jt 
is inscribed ‘‘Uncle Sam's Celebrities at 
Vanity Falr. Over these words is the 
American eagle with extended wings, the 
pennant ‘‘E Pluribus Unum’’ flowing from 
the claws. Vignettes of Washington and 
President Cleveland are beneath, and an in- 
scription of the gift to Mrs. Cleveland—all 
the lettering being in heavy gold, 

The cartoons are mountedon gray-tinted 
boards, with the clever ‘‘Jehu, Jr.,“ de- 
scriptive letter press in large type on oppo- 
site pages. With the thirteen Americans 1s 
included a portrait in Pelegrini’s happlest 
vein of ‘‘Disraeli’’ Beaconsfield, and also a 
portrait of ‘‘G. O. M.“ Gladstone, signed 
„Spy, otherwise Ward, the artist who suc- 
ceeded atthe death of Pelegrinito the art 
chair of Vanity Fair. The two English 
statesmen appear in the collection probably 
because they were alternately the Prime 
Ministers during the time these much-hon- 
ored Americans were in London.

Sumption, or tuberculosis, as the doctors 
term it, is undoubtedly a contagious and 
probably a preventable disease.

.+**™Zealth throughout the world have been en- 


gaged in collecting data upon which to dase 
some action tending to prevent the spread of 
tuberculosis, the most common and fatal dis- 
ease which prevalls among the people of 
civilized nations. In 1892 more than 6,000 
deaths were repcrted tuthe New York City 
Health Department as due to tuberculosis. 
Ina very excellent report on the subject, 
made to Charles G. Wilson, President of the 
New York City Health Department, by Dr. 


Hermann M. Biggs, the pathologist of the 
board, the latter sums up the subject in the 
three following facts: 

1. Tuberculosis isa communicable disease 
andis distinctly preventable. 

2. It is acquired dy direct transmission of 
the tubercle bacilli from the sick to the well, 
usually by means of the dried and pulverized 
sputum Boating ae dust in the air. 

8. It can be rgely prevented by simple 
and — 4 applied measures of cleanliness 
ani disinfection. 

The disease, we know, is caused by the 
ravages in the human system, andin that of 
certain animais of the tubercle bacilli. This 
fact was discovered by Prof. Koch in the 
eurly part of the eighties, Not only can these 
bacilli be transmitted from person to person 
by the means set forthinthe frst of Fay 
ges’ statements, it may also be acquired 
from eating the meat of animals which were 
aMiicted with the disease during life, or 
through the medium ofthe milk of cows sick 
with tuberculosis. The bovine species are 
especially subject to the disease, and itis 
Proba die that not less tan 2 per cent of them 
are affected. 

t is not dangerous for other persons to 
live with a consumptive, if the matter 
coughed up by the consumptive is at once 
destroyed. This matter should not be spit 
upon the floor, carpet, stove, wall or street 
oranywhere except iato a cup kept for that 
pur . This cup ey water, 60 
that the matter may not ry. and should be 
emptied into the closet at least twice a day 
and carefully washed with hot water. 

Great care should be taken by a con- 
sumptive that nis hands, face and clothing 
do pot become solled with the matter 
coughed up. If they do become soiled, they 
should be at once washed with mY water 
and soap. When consumptives away 
from home the matter coughed up may be re- 
cetved on cloths, which should be burned at 
ones on returning home. If handkerchiefs are 
29 (Worthless cloths which can be burned 
are far better), they should be builed in 

alone before being washed. 

It better for a nsumptive to sleep 
alone) and his bedcilothing and personal 
clothing should be boiled and washed sepa- 
rate) om the clothing belonging to other 
peop 0. 

Whenever a person is thought to de suffer- 
ing from consumption, the name and address 
should be at once sent to the Health Depart- 
ment on a postal Card, with e statement of 
this fact. A- medical inspector from the 
Health Department will then call and eram- 
ine the person to see it he has consumption, 
providing be has no physician, and if neces- 
sary, will give proper directions to prevent 
others from catching the disease. 

A person suffering from 5 may 
often not only do his usual work without 
8 the disease to others, but may also 
get well, if the matter coughed up is only 
properly destroyed. 

Rooms that have been occupied by con- 
sumptives should be thoroughly cleaned, 
scrubbed, whitewashed, painted or pape 
vefore they are again occupied.

NOT HEREDITARY, SAYS DR. BIGGS. 
When the tubercle bacilli gain entrance 
to the body they produce new growths called 
tubercules. These tubercules tend to soften, 
and the discharges from the softened tuber- 


cles, Containing living germs, are thrown off 
from the body in enormous numbers. Tue 
germs thusthrown off add not grow outside 
the living body, except under artificial con- 
ditions, although they may retain their vi- 
tality and virulence for a long time. 

After being discharged the sputum be- 
comes dried and pulverized, and then sus- 
pended as dust in the air. Thus the air in

ere exists a strona popular belief in the 
hereai character tuberculosis, The 
minds of most people have been impregnated 
with the idea from early childhood. It is, 
however, a belief without scientific proof. 
There is @ rare I of direct transmis- 
sion at birth, yet the evidence of this ever 
having occurred inthe human being is ex- 
ceedingly doubtful. 

In families where the disease is supposed 
to be inherited, it does not appear in the of- 
spring soon after birth, but only after 
several months or, perhaps, years. 
Parents do not transmit the disease it- 
self to their children, but they transmit 
a constitution which is particelarly sus 
ceptibie to this kind of infection. Where 
the parents suffer from tuberculosis, the 
children, from the earliest moments of lite,

While tuberculosis is communicable, yet it 
is communicated with far less facility than 
many other diseases which are now properly 
called contagious. Ordinarily, for its trans- 
mission, long exposure to infection, and in- 
timate association with the infected indl- 
vidual, are required, unless, because o some 
peculiar conditions, the natural resistance 
has been much reduced. Influences which 
depressthe general vitality, or which pro- 
duce more or iess chronic affections of the 
air passages, increases the susceptibility. 

Foul air, unhealthy occupations, food poor 
in quality or insufficient in quantity, im- 
paired nutrition, defective ventillation, cer- 
tain climatic conditions, hereditary bron- 
chial and pulmonary inflammations and 
especially fatigue from nursing consump- 
tives, all act as important factors in creat- 
ing favorabie soil for the tubercles. 

he disease is curahle, and iscurableina 
large proportion of cases, providing only 
that its nature is recognized early, and 
roper measures are then taken to prevent 
ts extension, especially among the well to- 
do classes, ifthe persons are removed tem- 
rarily or * to favorable 
climates or localities. 

A person suffering from pulmonary con- 
sumption may be absolutely free of danger 
to his most intimate associates or immediate 
surroundings if only the sputum,is disposed 
ofwith scrupulous care. The sputum, and 
the aputum alone, in some way is the source 
of danger, and common sense, good sanita- 
tion, humanity, and even the requirements 
of simple cleanliness, demand that this 
should be destroyed or rendered harmless. 

Were half the energy which is being spent 
in the almost helpless task of searching fora 
specific cure for tuberculosis devoted to its 
extermination the accomplishment would be 
assured.

PREVENTABLE AND OURABLE. 

It is an established fact that pulmonary 
tubereulosisisa contagious disease, every 
case baving Gefinite relation, directly or in- 
directiy, with some previous case. In very 
few instances it may be directly hereaitary, 


most often through the maternal side. Gen- 
erally it is only the hereditary predisposi- 
tion which is inherited, 1. e., lack of consti- 
tutional resistance to infection. 

Prevention is of the utmost importance, 
especially as it is a scientific fact that tuber. 
culosis is a preventabie, as well as in the 
earlier stages, a curable disease. 

In some of our large cities the indigent 
sufferer is absolutely unable to gain admit- 
tanee toa public hospital, but is allowed to 
roam the streets, while other chronic and 
infinitely less harmful diseases are carefully 
8 and cared for.

In order that this may be systematically 
Gone it is necessary that tuberculosis should 
be classed with those diseases returnable ta 
health boards, not with the idea of segrega- 
tien OF Quarantine, for these measures are 
mot practical at present tn re to this 
disease, but for the persistent, systematic 
Gissemination of authentic knowled eas to 
the means of com batting the danger of infec. 
tion from this most intractable of diseases.

/ A GOVERNMENT MATTER. 

Undoubtedly tuberculosis ts a contagious 
— 2 consequently no new case can arise 
without an old one. There is somethi 
however, in individual sposiition, and 
if one member of a fami has died of tuber. 
eulosis, other members are el prone to 
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the infecting germ ag much as possivie, and 
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every source of infection. How then can 
tuberculosis be prevented? In two ways, 
think. Firet, by the education of those in- 
fected as to the n@ture of the disease, so that 
they will willingly take necessary precautions 
to avoid infecting others, and second, by the 
enactment of laws requiring registration of 
every case. 

For although tuberculosis can theoretically 
be prevented without registration, pract!- 
cally itcannot. Were it dle to induce 
s tuberculous patient to sterilize every 
particle of tuberculous tissue immediately 
upon giving it off, and 1f every such person 
had the necessary education, intelligence 
and means to effectively carry out such ster- 
iligation,tuberculosis could be stamped out in 
a few years without registration. 

Now, if consumption is declared contagious 
by the Nationu! and State Governments and 
is placed on the list of returaable diseases by 
the Health Boards of the various cities and 
towns of the United States, they can compel, 
what they cannot do now, consumptives to 
disinfect their sputa, and they can supply 
the necessary information as to what should 
be done to prevent the infection of others. 

And ifthe patient andthe family are not 
sufficiently intelligentto put this informa- 
tion into practice, the Board of Health can 
send some one to show them how. the 
board ean also supply the proper preventa- 
tives to those who have not the means to buy 
them. 

But even though the Boards of Health 
should fall in preventing the infection of the 


— 


environment of the consumptive, they will 
stl have it in their power to 
prevent such environment from infect- 


ing new families. For, if the disease were 
placed upon the list of returnable diseases, 
the boards of health would have the right, 
when a consumptive moves outof the house 
after death, to properly disinfect such a 
house before a new family moves in. In 
brief, itis tothe authorities, national, State 
and city, that we must look for the preven- 
tion of tuberculosis.

HEALTH BOARDS TO BLAME. 

The trend of scientifie medicine is towards 
the prevention, not the treatment, of infec- 
tious disease. Nearly twelvo years have 
elapsed since Koch heralded to the 


world the most marvelous revelation of 
modern medicine, viz.: the discovery of the 
specific germ of tuberculosis. This discovery, 
restricted for a time to the mandates of 
the diagnostician, was destined for the more 
extended and exalted purpose of eliminating 
adisease more destructive to human life 
than all the wars and epidemics of centu- 
ries. The dream of ages was no longera 
chimera, but a reality. Attempts were soon 
made toinhibitthe dissemination of one of 
the most preventable of all diseases, pul- 
monary tuberculosi3. 

Have we succeeded? No. Not for the rea- 
son that our preventive measures were 
faulty, but simply because our endeavors 
were not abetted by municipalities, States 
and Government—for the reason that our 
Health Boards“ have been criminally neg- 
ligent. Ihe laws relative to diseases must be 
modified or created to conform with the prog- 
ress of science, forthe health of the people 
ig the supreme law. The restrictions 
placed on the personal liberty of individuals 
afiicted with disease should emanate from 
the rationalism of science,and not tradition, 
which isolated the leper and permits the 
more dangerous consumptive to disseminate 
his virus without restraint of any kina. 

The consumptive does not commit murder, 
but only mansiaughter, for he potsons with- 
out expressed or implied malice. Tuberca- 
losis must be placarded asa contagious dis- 
ease, and the victims of the affliction must 
be made ftnnocuous to thelr environment.

WONDERFUL MACHINERY FOR HAND- 
LING TRAINS AT THE NEW DEPOT. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 
Whenthe new Union Depot shall come 
into use every train entering or leaving the 
city will be brought under what is techn! 
cally called a bridge“ wide enoughto ac- 
commodate only four parallel tracks, From 
this Dridge the tracks curve sharply to the 
west and east on the side farthest from the 
depot, while on the depot side they curve 
more gently, spread out and enter the depot. 
The concentration of trains at this point 18 
absolutely necessary in the present instance 


inorder to bring the engineers of the 
various trains and the switch- 
tower operators, who have arbitrary 


control over the movement of trains, to 
an understanding. For 1,000 feet in front of 
the switch tower, and until the trains enter 
upon the fixed tracks of the Union Depot 
sheds. and also to points 1,400 feet west and 
800 feet east of the switch tower, every train 
moving about the Union Depot yards is un 
der the absolute control of the switch-tower 
operators, and heavy penalties are enforced 
for disobeying their signals. The task of the 
switch-tower force is none the easiest, and 


its faithful performance is none too 
gratefully acknowledged by the inter- 
ested iines, but the very mischief 


is to pay when the arbitrary exercise of the 
switch-tower man’s authority deprives any 
company wrongfully of a single one of its 
rights of entry or egress. Consequently, the 
co-operating lines leave nothing undone to 
insure the most expeditious handling of 
trafic consistent with that degree of safety 
which the public insists upon. 

Comprehensively stated, the yard-switch- 
ing system of the new Union Depot, which is 
about completed, consists of a large boiler 
plant operating an electric power and light- 
ing plant; engines for the maintenance of 
air pressure used in operating the switch- 
ing mechanism in the yards, and an intri- 
cate electric system used in controlling 
that mechanism. Theswitch system of the 
yards is an unexplainable labyrinth of frogs, 
tapered rails, cross-rods and ground- 
signals, the operating power of which is cen- 
terei in small cylinders inclosed in wooden 
boxes placed at frequent intervals alongside 
the tracks, and the control of which is main- 
tained through another system of wire 
cables bunched in condult boxes and spread 
out contiguously tothe switch mechanism, 
Overhead, atthe polut of convergence De- 
fore referred to, are the swinging boards 
containing the bull’s-eye signals. By means 
of these the switch-tower operator and the 
engineer come to their final understanding 
before the train is hurried on its way out of 
the yards or slowed down to enter the sheds. 
On the depot side of the bridge the engineer 
must slacken speed untilthe train, no mat- 
ter how heavy, could be stopped within a 
coach’s length. ö 

One thousand feet south of the outer end of 
the Union Depot shed stands the switch- 
tower, and itmmediately in front of it are 
several straight tracks, running east and 
west. For incoming tratns these tracks 
must always be kept clear. A train off the 
bridge must pass before the switch-house, 
run westward to clear the curve and back into 
the shed. The operation is reversed for east- 
bound trains arriving. The policy of the 
Terminal Railway Association of causing all 
trainsto back intothe depot will, of itself, 
entall a great deal of pains and labor, but it 
Will be enforced in the interest of the frst- 
class passengers, who will thereby enter and 
leave their coaches nearest the depot gates. 
The depot shed will also be preserved for a 
longer time from dinginess caused by the 
smoke. 

SWITCH-TOWER APPLIANCES, 

The switch tower overlooks the entire 

yards in all directions, To the south are the 


tracks for freight and general switching 
business. Trains using them are to be con- 
trolled by the switch- tower operators only 
so far as such control is necessary to operate 
the depot switcnes over which the general 
trafic must pass in entering and leaving this 
portion of the yards. To the west and east 
the view of the switch-tower operator is 
along the line of switches uatil his jurisdic- 
tion ends and that of the ground switchman 
begins. His medium of communication with 
the switching mechanism is the electric 
current, and by this he not only operates 
the cylinders moving the switches, but 
illuminates and darkens signal lamps at his 
pleasure. The apparatus with which he has 
chiefly to deal is a switch-board, almost as 
complicated as the switch-board of a tele- 
phone exchange. The ends of the handles 
of each switch lever, of at least two for 
every track within the great shed, bear num- 
bers in red and Diack on plain white 
grounds. The numbers correspond to the 
numbers of the switch-crossings controlled, 
andeach number is duplicated in red and 
black. Thus the impulse of the operator is 
always under mute, infallible control, and at 
the very instant of the act he is made to 
think whether he wants to open or 
closeaswitch, Aside from this, he has de- 
fore hima perfect diagram of the entire 
yard system, outiined with incandescent 
lamps, and from the instant he addresses 
himself to the task of piloting a train into or 
out of the sheds, he has before him a min- 
lature of the route, with every lamp in place 
ana colors all exact. If he has made an 
error in manipulation the red lamp stares at 
him and will not down until 
the route is clear from end to 
end. Other parts of the diagram are 
for his information as to the number of 
routes from which he may choosea way of 
ingress.or egress, and every occu track 
is plainly indicated *‘blocked.’’ If the day 
is clear he will do a t deal of his work by 
survey of the yards, at night or on —— 
days the fac simile switching yard be 
him must be caref followed.

nection with the depot switching system, he 
looks for his rowof white lamps along the 
track. Ifa single red one appears across his 
route he stops and waits for orders. If a 


calls the operator’s attention to the fact that 
he waits for orders. Neglects of signals of 
this kind are visited with penalties almost as 
heavy as disobedience by the engineer of the 
operators orders. Before the train reaches 
the ‘*bridge’’ car the elevated 
signals the engineer is expected 
to make about ffteen miles an ‘hour; 
but at that point, even if the route is clear 
he must slacken down to not more than eigh 
miles an hour, and six if the train he hauls 16 
heavy. From here into the Union Depot the 
engineer is guided by the ground signals, 
chiefly in red and white, operated also by 
the tower force. As long as white discs show 
he is at liberty to come on; but red com- 
mands an instant stop. 

And just here one of the most valuable 
features ofthe system appears. No switch 
can be thrown even by the operator in the 
tower while a train is within less than stop- 
ping distance at the speed at which trains 
are allowed torun over this ground, Ifthe 
track is clear at stopping distance it will 
remain so untill the train has passed that 
section. There can be no such thing as de- 
railment or head-end collision. The route 
will be open behind the train of course, for 
moO system could be devised that would give 
the operator any discretion whatever in the 
movement of trains that would employ the 
**interlocking’’ device both front and rear. 

Within the tower two persons will be able to 
manipulate the switches easily, the motor 
power being compressed air. A third, the 
responsible head of the service, will give the 
orders forthe manipulation of the circuits, 
and his attention will always be given to the 
switchboard model and tothe signals of the 
de pot master. this command the subordl- 
nate operators will set up routes for trains to 
follow. entering or leaving, and no appeal 
from these commands willi be allowed. 
Within the yards the dutles of ground 
switchmen are suspended, the tower oper- 
ator taking full control. 


LIGHT AKD POWER PLANT, , 

The bulldingis also the housing of u large 
and varied mechanical plant. The switch- 
board referred to is on the second floor, 
occupying a large obiong room, affordinga 


lookout to Twenty-second street on the West 
and to Fourteenth on the east, although ths 
limit of the electric switching system on the 
eastis Eighteenth street. On the ground 
floor is located, in the western end of the 
building, the boller plant, consisting of four 
water tube bollers of 250-horse power each, 
with automatic stoking apparatus of im- 
proved design. This plant supplies steam 
for the generation of power for all the various 
purposes to be enumerated. 

In the opposite wing of the building is the 
electric lichting and power plant and the 
machinery for compressing air for the cylin- 
ders in the yards. ‘The electric lighting and 
power plant consists of three Siemens & 
Halske multipolar inner-pole direct- con- 
nected dynamos, one of 140 kilo-watts and 
two of 66 kllo-watts each, representing a 
total capacity of 272 Kilo-watts, which re- 
quire 400 horse-power to operate. No beiting 
is used in coupling these dynamos to the en- 
gines by which they are driven, the engine- 
shaft being extended and carrying upon it 
the armature of the dynamo. The eugines 
are of the Buckeye automatic tandem com- 
pound high-speed type, adapted especially 
to the development of electrical pawer. 

The switch-voard which contalas the con- 
trolllug instruments for the plant is in this 
room. It is constructed of white marbie,and 
is a thing of great beauty as well as the best 
approved modern construction. The current 
is carried over a number of circuits to the 
depot proper, to the train shedsand to the 
yards. It is made available for the operation 
ofarc and incandescent enting. for actuat- 
ing the elevators in the Union Depot, for u- 
luminating the bull’s-eyes in the switches 
and for other purposes. The currents for all 
these varied purposes are generated by the 
same dynamos—a special feature of the Ger- 
man system. The voltage carried over these 
circuits amounts to about 485 volts as the 
system is at present constructed, and it is 
contemplated to use electricity for some 
other purposes than those enumerated, in- 
cluding * in the depot restaurants. The 
electric light plant will include 150 aro lights, 
and a large numberof incandescent lights, 
the number not yet being known. 

In the same room with these machines are 
the compressors o ting the switching 
mechanism aud requiring a total capacity of 
100 or more horse-power. All this machin- 
ery is expected to consume pertane two- 
thirdsofthe steam generated in the boiler 
plant, and the remainder will beemployea in 
heating the Union Depot building, and for 
power in the passenger station for the ele- 
vators and other machinery. 

The plant, as it stands, is one of the most 
complete and uniquein the country, and in- 
cludes apparatusand devices adapted to a 
— — * uses. The on he t * 
nishes steam for power ea a 
electrical plant for switchin 4 op- 
erating elevators a cooking, and 
gine power is employed in other ways 
innumerable, all int ely or remotely con- 
nected with the business of receiving and du - 
charging passengers through the gates 
the depot.

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FRIENDLINESS BETWEEN RUSSIA AND 


GERMANY THUS CEMENTED. 


The Grand Duke Nicholas Is Known to 
' eve Entertained Affection for the 
Princess Through Some Years—There 
Were Obstacles to Their Union, How- 
_ever—Among Others Queen Victoria 
Opjected to the Marriage—Affairs in 


Germany

Nun. April 21.—The important event 
which Emperor William was the frst toan- 
pounce yesterday at Coburg—namely the 
betrothal of the Grand Duke Nicholas, Car- 
ewitch of Russia,to the Princess Alix of 
Hesse, is looked upon as cementing the new 
entente between Russia and Germany and as 
securing a prolonged period of European 
peace. Although the rumor of the betrothal 
has frequently been circulated, only to be as 
frequently denied, the announcement t hat it 
was an actual fact was a complete sur- 
prise to every member of the royal family. It 
has been spoken of as impossible of realiza- 
tion, and there is no doubt that it is almost 
Girectiy traceable to the influence of Em- 
peror William. 

The Cearewiltch is knownto have enter- 
tained a feeling of affection threugh several 
years for the Princess Alix. But itis said 
that he would not be persuaded into an early 
marriage, and itis also asserted that Queen 
Victoria could not be prevatied upon to give 
her assent tothe union. It is added that the 
Queen’s refusal was purely sentimental and 
non-political, being based upon the notori- 
ous ill-treatment of the sister of the Princess 
Alix, Princess Elizabeth, the wife of Grand 
Duke Sergius of Russia, by her husband. 

Moreover, political and religious hin- 
Grances existed in both countries, and it was 
Delieved that such a marriage was impossi- 
Die. This was particularly true while Prince 
Bismarck was atthe head of affairs, for he 
feared that England would reap the advan- 
tage of it; and, in addition, the Pan-Slavist 
party in Russia, headed by the all-powerful 
procurator of the Holy Synod, Pobliedon- 
beuf, insisted that the heir tothe throne of 
Russia must marry a Slavonic princess. 

During the fetes at Cobourg the young 
couple almost ostentatiously kept apart. 
But they will arrive at Darmstadt to-morrow 
with the Grand Duke Sergius and the Grand 
Duchess, his wife. The Battenburgs will 
also accompany the party of Grand Duke 
Sergius to Darmstadt. 

The members of royal families who are 
still at Cobourg were to-day photographedin 
their various family groups, and the pho- 
tographbs will be exchanged between the dif- 
ferent members of these famillies as memen- 
toes of the wedding. 

Emperor William, before leaving Cobourg, 
conferred the Orderofthe Red Eagle upon 
Prince Henry of Battenburg. In addition, 
Emperor William presented a valuable gold 
snuff-box, having on its cover an enamel 
mintature of himself, set in diamonds, to 


Grand Marshal Ratibor, who superintended 
the wedding ceremonies. 

The wedding fetes will continuetat Cobourg 
and at Darmstadt until Sunday night. 

The Duke of Saxe-Cobourg-Gotha (the 
Dake of Edinburgh) gave a state concert to- 
night before Queen Victoria andthe rest of 
the wedding guests. Mme. Aldant sang and 
Rache played the violin. Several distin- 
guished artist from the Berlin opera-house 
also appeared. 

EMBITTERED AGAINST CAPRIVI. 

The Conservetives went away from the last 
sitting of the Reichstag with yet more em- 
Dittered feelings againet Caprivi.

The Emperor has shown his sympathy 
with the Foreign Office oMcials by appoint- 
ing Baron Kiderlenwachter, Chief of the 
Presse ens of the Foreign Office to 
succeed Baron Von iTielmann as Prussian 
Minister to Hamburg, and this was done in 
spite of the fact that Baron Kinderlenwach- 
ter was one of those most violently attacked.

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The Play of Hannele“ to Be Produced 
in New York, 


STRONG WORDS OF CONDEMNATION USED 
BY E. T. GERRY. 


The Consent of His Society Necessary to 
Permit a Child to Take the Leading 
Part—His Letter to the Mayor—The 
Author’s Statement—How It Was R- 
ceived in Europe. 


New York, April 21.—Mrs. May Pierce, 
mother of Alice Pierce, the girl cast for the 
title role of Hannele, applied yesterday to 
the Mayor for permiss! for her child to 
play the part. Alice is but 15, and withouta 
permit no one under 15 can appear on a New 
York stage. E. T. Gerry of the Soclety for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children was 
notified as the law directs. He went to the 
Fifth Avenue Theater and asked to see the 
play book. It was given him and he sat on 
the stage guarded by the brothers Rosen- 
feld, while he readit. Afterward he wrote 


the following letter to the Mayor: 

By the courtesy of the managers of the 
exhibition 1 have carefully perused the 
manuscript of the play, which is a transla- 
tion from the German, and is in two parts. 
The plot of the piece consists in the title 
role, which is proposed to be performed by 
the child tn question, a little girl, who, after 
ill treatment, is rescued from drowning and 
visited by a sister of charity, who imparts to 
her truths of the Christian religion. In 
so doing the names of Almighty God, 
of Our Lord Jesus Christ, and of the 
Holy Ghost frequently occur, the lat- 
ter more particularly in connection 
with the unpardonable sin against him. 
After this the child is supposed to see visions 
of her dead mother, who appears in the form 
of an angel, and describes to her the attrac- 
tions of paradise, and subsequently of the 
angel of death, which also, physically, is 
represented onthe stage in a most ghastly 
and appalling manner. The second part, 
which is contained in a separate MS., then 
represents the child as suffering from the 
results of an angelic visit, and with- 
out narrating all the details, her doubt 
as to its reality or the mental impression 


made on her, she is finally supposed to dle 
and is placed in a coffin where she 1s visited 
by a variety of other children and eventually 
by one who has done her harm. Then, and 
this is the most impious part of the whole 
piece, a personage, whois none other than 
our blessed Lord, but who is described in the 
manuscript as @ stranger, appears and, with 
the auxiliaries of unnatural light and in his 
own words from holy writ, performs a 
miracle and resurrects the child, presumably 
dead. The play begins with the name of our 
blessed Lord, as the initial word ofa well- 
known hymn and finishes with his personal 
appearance. This revolting and horrible 
travesty of a resurrection as a theatrical 
exhibition in a public theater is not only per- 
fectly shocking and at variance with public 
deceney, but is well caiculated, in the mind 
of a nervous child, to create a mental im- 
pression of a lasting and injudicious char- 
acter, to say nothing of the awful blasphemy 
in which she is compelled to take part. Not 
only is such a performance one which should 
be suppressed by law in all its details, but so 
far as the child is concerned, if she 
were allowed to take part in it, 
all persons in assisting op 
promotiog her would be 
liable to arrest under the penal code. I can- 
not well imagine a performance which would 
be more liable to injure the morals ofa child 
than an exhibition of the character of the 
one in question, to say nothing of the shock 
toits nervous system from the suggestive 
apparitions appealing powerfully to the im- 
agination. , 

Ihe managers havo offered to strike out the 
objectionabie parts. Thisis impossible, as 
the play hinzes on the action of the child in 
the matter. If you will personally peruse 
the manuscripts of the play you will be satis. 
flied of the accuracy of my description. I 
trust you will do so before granting the ap- 
plication in any form. 

The Mayor had nothing to say on short no- 
tice, but sent word tothe Rosenfelds and to 
Mr. Gerry that he would give them a public 
hearing on Tuesday morning, when he 
would decide whether to grant the license or 
not. Mr. Hauptman, through an interpreter, 
last night prepared a statement in the form 
ofan imaginary interview which he gave to 
the newspaper men. It said:

GREEN MANURING. 


Its Value Largely Dependent Upon the 
Kind and Condition of 8011. 

The true value of green manuring is the 
subject of a special bulletin of the Hatch 
(Mass.) station, which is clear, simple and 
concise, and should be in the hands of every 
farmer in the country. 

The practice of green manuring is nearly as 
old as the hills. It has recently been given a 
fresh start from discoveries made in plant 
nutrition, and is now widely and in- 
discriminately advocated without proper 
regard to existing conditions. Investiga- 
tions have proved that leguminous 
plants possess the power of assimilating 
the free nitrogenof the air, which gives them 
their peculiar value for green manuring and 
accounts for the estimation in which they 
have been held for so long a time. But 
there are other factors to be considered be- 
fore the desirability of green mManuring is to 
be determined, and herein lies the value of 
the bulletin, 

ihe merits of lupine, serradella, sand- 
vetch, spurry buckwheat, field turnips, peas, 
kidney ** White mustard for green 
manuring ant for fodder plants are dis- 
cusse?, and tRe fulletin should do much 
towards correcting faise ideas of the value of 
the former and to show when and under what 
conditions it may be profitably practiced.

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Rules Which the Poultry Raiser Must 
Observe to Insure a Successful Hatch. 


This is the season for hatening eggs by 
means of either the incubator or the setting 
hen. While the latter has certain advant- 
ages, the former has the most points tn its 
favor when the business is to be conducted 
on a large scale. For instance, the eggs are 
more readily tested to determine their ter- 
tility, there is no loss from breakage, as in 
the nest, or does the incubator, like the hen, 
sometimes desert her post. 


There is no doubt that incubators wil) 
work, especially if the egas are fresh. 4 
good machine will batch from 70 to 75 per 
cent. But it will not do it alone. Much 
very much, depends upon the person run: 
ning the incubatior; hence a green poultry 
hana will do best by leaving it entirely alone 
unless he wishes to lose money, which he 
would de certain to do. 

Women are more patient and less clumsy 
in their movements than the other sex 
while the helpless little creatures appeal to 
their maternal instinct, hence they make 
the best poultry raisers and are most suc- 
cessful in the management of the incubator. 
But they, too, require to serve their appren- 
ticeship. They should leave the incubator 
severely alone until they have learned by 
actual experience something about the 
needs and habits of the ordinary hen. 

When this Knowledge has been acquired 
it is well not tobetoo ambitious. Start in 
with a small incudator and moderate ex- 
pectations. Do not expect the incunator to 
do all the work, any more than you would 
expect your sewing-machine to make a 
dress for you. In both cases there must be a 
mind to decide and a hand to control, the 
machine being simply a tool. The difference 
between the printed directions and the re- 
sults obtained is simply the differen-e be- 
tween theory and practice. Some people are 
able to combine these two with but little 
trouble, Wulle others require time and per- 
severance to reach the same end. But they 
will get there all the same. 

Incubators are like sewing - machines in an- 
other respect they are most of them pretty 
good. But people are apt to have prefer 
ences. A perfect incubator has not yet been 
invented, because hatching by artificial 
means is still an experimental science. In 
fact, itis doubtfulif the principles govern- 
ing itare as well understood to-day as they 
were of old by the Egyptians and Chinese. 

The degree of heat necessary; for hatching 
eges by artificial means is from 102 to 104 de- 
grees, the nearer the temperature is kept to 
108 degrees the better. Any great rise or fall 
is apt to kill the weaker germs and to try the 
others. In Europe the general practice is to 
start at 102 degrees and gradually increase to 
104 degrees. For a successful hatch the tem- 
perature must not rise above 105 degrees or 
fall below 100 degrees for any extended 
period. 

The eggs used in an incubator should come 
from strong, healthy stock and should be of 
the normal size, all very small, very large, 
misshapen or imperfect eggs being rejected. 
If the eggs are bought they should be ob- 
tained only from a reliable dealer, as much 
depends upon their freshness. 

Iwo or three day old eggs are the best; if 
too freshly laid the contents have not set 
sufficiently. This objection applies also to 
egus which have come froma distance. The 
jolting kas produced a ferment which must 
subside, and the contents should come to a 
state of rest before the egg is fit to be placed 
in the incubator. Ihe latter should be 
warmed before the eggs are put in. 

Some persons advocateturning the eggs 
three times daily, but twice is generally con- 
sidered sufficient. The eggs should be turned 
half over only, so as to bring the cool side to 
the heat: The object of the turning is to 
prevent the adherence of the contents to the 
shell and also to equalize the distribution of 
heat. Eggs which are kept too long and not 
turned usually start but donot develop, ow- 
ing to the weakness of the germ. Unless 
shaxen or jarred they are not injured by 
bapndling.! 

lurning the eggs will give them all the air- 
ing needed. If they require cooling, they 
may be sprinkled with tepid water, but this 
must be done carefully, or the evaporation 
will be so rapid as tochillthem. Chilled 
eggs are a fruitful source of failure, and for 
this reason the testing should be done in a 
warm room. 

The question of moisture in incubators is 
one much disputed. someofthe most suc- 
cessful hatchers employ M, while others de- 
clare thatitis not merely useless but posi- 
tively injurious. ‘They point with pride to 
the fact that it was unknown to theancfents. 

The modern theory is that moisture is 
needed to prevent the hardening of the skin 
attached tothe shell. It is supposed to take 
the piace of the olly secretion which the set- 
ting hen deposits on the eggs. 

However correct this tueory may be, the 
tendency nowadays istorestrict greatly the 
use of water. It is generally admitted that 
for the first ten days none is required. Too 
much moisture is igtilcated bythe water 
condensed on the shells. It closes their pores 
and sowsuffocates their chicks, The amount 
of water required can only be learned by ob- 
servation. ‘lhe degree of moisture can be 
readily learned froma hygrometer. 

The incubator should be keptina place of 
moderate temperature, and the egg drawer 
should not be opened unnecessarily. It 18 
particulariy important to observe this pre- 
caution when the chicks are beginning to 


come out, as cool air is then very hurtful to 


them. Do not remove any until all have 
natched, and see that they are well dried be- 
fore transferring to the brooder, 

Ifthe chicks begin to hatch out on the 
eighteenth day the heatis too great, and if 
they do not appear until the twenty- frst the 
heat is too low. It is well to examine the 
thermometer occasionally to see that it is in 
order, and care must be taken that the bulb 
touches a fertile egg. 

The chief trouble which hatchers complain 
of is the dying of chicks inthe shell. In such 
cases it is ;roDable that they were subjected 
to too much draught. 

These are of course only the general rules 
for operating an incubator. Each machine 
has certain specific directions, which should 
be carefully studied and intelligently fol- 
lowed. If failure still results, the incubator 
should be carefully examined. There may 
be some trifing defect, easily remeatied, or, 
as in the case just come under observation,

The price of cotton has gradually drifted 
downward and is now ata very low point 
only twice since the war hasit been lower 
than itisat present.

Alesson to the farmer and the country 
dealer who persistin holding on to their 
crops because they cannot realize a price 
they have fixed their mind upon will be 
foundio the following ‘‘o’er true tale: In 
the latter part of August, 1891, eight cars of 
wheat were recelved by a St, Louis commis- 
sion man from a country customer. The 
commission man was bid $1.01 for this wheat, 
which graded Noz red by a miller, who lett 
the bid open until 11 o’clock the next day, as 
the shippers had limited their st. Louls rep- 
resentatives to $1.05 as the selling price. The 
latter notified his customers of the bid, but 
they refused to accept that price. Since 
then this wheathas been carried along for 
them until last Thursday, when the commis- 
sion man received orders to close out 
the wheat, and if any proceeds were 
left after paying all charges to remit them to 
the original owners. In consideration of the 
length of time the wheat had Deen in their 
houses and the loss tothe owners the United 
Elevator Co. paid 57c, 24c above the regular 
market, forthis wheat. When the account 
sales were made up it was found that the 
net proceeds averaged just about she per 
bu, a loss of nearly 96c per bu from the price 
obtainable thirty-two months ago, the 
charges for carrying the wheat having liter- 
ally eaten up nearly all the worth of tne 
wheat.

The Liverpool Corn Trade List makes a com- 
plete return of the stocks of wheat and flour 
in the ports of the United Kingdom on April 
1. The total comes out at 2,326,000 gqrs, 
against 3,518,000 grs on Jan. 1, 2,968,000 ꝗqrs on 
April 1 last year, and 2,600,000 ars on April 1, 
1892. Asexplainedina former review, the 
fact that present stocks in first hands are 
larger than expected does not mean that 
there has not deen the great reduction in 
stocks which had been expected, but that the 
decrease has been partly in second-hand 
stocks. In January, February and March the 
imports of wheat and four into the United 
Kingdom amounted to 4,070,000 qrs, whilst 
the home supply has amounted to 1,400,000 
ars for these three months, thus giving a to- 
tal of 5,470,000 qrs, whilst the consumption 
in this period, even allowing for the mild- 
ness of the winter, cannot well have been 
less than 7,200,000 qrs, or 553,000 grs per week. 
There has therefore been a reduction of at 
least 1,700,000 grs in our stocks in these three 
months. First-hand stocks, as we have 
shown, are returned as 1,200,000 qrs less than

Florida ships here very successfully, 
although further away from our murket. 
However, the long time it takes to get the 
frult here from Southern Texas operates 
very much against the berry traffic between 
this city and the Southern portion of the 
State. '

W. B. Palmer of Palmer & Co., Sioux Olty, 
Io., was iu the city Wednesday inthe interest 
of his house and made a tavorable impression 
among the trade here. Mr. Palmer has just 
returned from a trip through Western 
Arkansas, where he secured the patronage of 
tne several shipping associations for his firm. 
Van Buren, Ark., he deciares will be the 
largest shipping point io the United States 
this season forstrawberries. He looked over 
the Nelds carefully, conferred with many of 
the growers and the leading authorities, and 
the most conservative estimate is 150 car- 
loads. Much of this fruit will seek markets 
in the northwest, but considerable will also 
be shipped to Cleveland, Pittsburg, Detroit, 
Buffalo, and other leading markets East. 
Mr. Palmer’s greatest surprise was at Salll- 
saw, a comparafively new town in the 
Cherokee Nation, where strawberry growing 
has become all the rage among the Indians 
and halfbreeds, who comprise the popula- 
tion. He declares that Sallisaw will actually 
ship @carloads of strawberries, or about a 
car daily during shipping season.

KENTUCKY TOBACCO, 


Active Market at Clarksville and 

Sales and Receipts Large. 

CLARKSVILLE, Tenn., April 21.—The tobacco 
market was very active this week. Prices 
were full up on all qualities offered, which 
were in the m in common to medium, but a 
number of good and fine hogsheads appeared, 
the highest price received being 160. Re- 
ceipts and sales were both larger, the week's 
receipts footing up 861 bhds, the largest 
ofthe year to date, and they would have 
been heavier but the bad condition of coun- 
try roads prevented some deliveries by 
wagons. Receipts forthe tobacco year are 
6,702 hhds. Sales for the week 194 hhds, and 
for the year date 4,784 hhds. 
Sales tor the week would have 
been heavy if the warehousemen had 
opened freely, as the buyers stood ready to 
take the tobaecos. A considerable amount 
of badly assorted tobaccos Spacer on the 
breaks. This fact was particularly notice- 
able with the lug types, and this manner of 
prizing by planters and dealers causes them 
loss, but it appears that many of them will 
persist in not properly sorting their tobacco 
when placing it n the bogshead. The To- 
bacco Board of Trade have n considerin 
recent requests made by the Bremen an 
Regie importers concerning the Selling of 
tobacco privately on this market. 
The importers request a no 
tobacco be disposed of except on the head of 
the hogshead. A cablegram was sent by this 
board this week stating that the request 
would be complied with on this market if the 
importers would make like demands upon all 
the tobacco markets of the West, Louisville, 
Cincinnati. and the smaller markets.

THE BERTILLON 


SYSTEM. 


An Infallible Method of Identifying Crim- 
nale Now in Common Use. 
Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

The Bertillon system of identifying crim- 
inals was putto another successful test the 
other day in identifying an Anarchist, In 
conversation with a SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH 
reporter Maj. Harrigan said that this system 
is extremely simple, and at the same time 
far superior tothe old method of identifica. 
tion by photographs. The system, he says, 
is such that the mere facial expression ofa 
prisoner whose identification is desired is 
merely incidental. 

The system is now twelve years old, and, 
like many other good things, it came from 
Paris, having been invented by M. Alphonse 
Bertillon. M. Bertilion calls it the anthropo- 
metrical system, But in this country this 
jaw-twisting title is dropped and Bertillon’s 
name substituted. 

Once a man has been subjected to it it is 
always possible to identify. him. Birth 
marks, tattooing or even branding, which 
have before now been resorted to as a means 
of identifying criminals, soldiers or sallors 
given to deserting, were foundto be not 
always sure guides. Birthmarks might be 
re moved and artificial marks mutiplied in- 
Gaefinitely.. There can de no evasion under 
the new system, which is dased on measure - 
mente of the body. There are eight of these 
measurements, as follows: 1, the length and 
width of the head; 2, the length of the left 
middle and little fingers; 8, the length of the 
left foot; 4, the length of the left forearm; 5, 
the length of the right ear; 6, the height of 
the figure; 7, the length of the outstretched 
arms; 8, the length of the trunk. 

But this examination does not stop here. 
It might be possible, though it is not on rec- 
ord that it ever occurren, that two different 
men would have exactly the same measure- 
ments. So other features are called in. In 
Paris, among 100 persons examined, 87 per 
cent had brown hair, 10 per cent blonde hair, 
2.7 per cent black hair, and. 03 not classified. 
One-third had hazel eyes, one-fourth gray 
eyes, one-seventh blue eyes, and one fourth 
eyes of an indistinct color. 

But when measurements and a record of 
the color of hair and eyes are compared, the 
identification is practically absolute. In ad- 
dition to this,all scars on the body are meas- 
ured and marked on a chart with the other 
measurements, and two photographs are 
taken, one witha full face and the other a 
profile. When first issued these charts were 
not altogether satisfactory, bat latterly the 
minor defects have been corrected by pub- 
lishing on each chart a scale of inches, while 
the color of the eyes is more accurately fixed 
by an outline chart on which are represented 
twelve shades of brown and four of blue, 
each shade being reproduced in exact colors 
on a background of black and numbered for 
convenienee of reference, 

In taking measurements the length of the 
head is taken by a special compass made for 
the purpose. One leg of the compass is 
Placed atthe bridge of the nose, and the 
other is moved around to find the greater 
length behind. The color of the eye Is regis- 
tered according to the inteasity of the pig- 
mentation of the iris. Since the introduction 
of the new system intothe army the record 
of desertions has gone down in a remarkable 
way. From the close ofthe war down to a 
few years ago the annual desertions 
amounted to nearly 15 percent of the enlisted 
strength. Since the introduction of the Ber- 
tillon system it has gone down to about 8 per 
cent. The identification of the crook is, of 
course, more dificult than that of deserters. 
Keen though the thieves may be, the Bertil- 
lon method ig too much for them, and so it is 
that the police gay it has come to stay,

OLD ARMY DAT 


Duelling and Desertion in Old Times on 
the Mexican Frontier. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 

Gen. McKinstry, in recounting some of his 
military reminiscences, gave the following 
account of his sojournat Panama and first 
experience in California at the outbreak of 
the gold excitement: 

In 1848, said the General, Gov. Weller 
of Ohio was selected by the Government at 
Washington to run the boundary line be- 


tween the United States and Mexico in ac- 
cordance with the treaty of Gaudaloupe- 
Hidalgo. As the disbursing officer of the 
commission, I fitted out the expedition in 
New York. ‘That duty carried me to Califor- 
nia, where I spent six years of my life. 

**SallingjfromjNew York on March 8, 1849, to 
the mouth of the Chagres River, I crossed 
the Isthmus anda stayed in Panama till May 17, 
waiting the arrivalof our steamer, coming 
round the Horn, with the instruments and 
outfit for prosecuting the survey. At Panama 
there were probably about 2,000 Americans 
awalting passage up the coast. Everything 

that could float was filled, Commodore Gar- 
rison was there engaged in the transporta- 
tion, hiring vessels, selling vessels and get- 
ting them off. Isaw him pack a little Peru- 
vian brig, which went to sea literally alive 
with humanity. The brig was wrecked on 
the coast somewhere. 

»The price of tickets was $250. The vessels 
couldn’t contain food enough to feed them 
on the passage. The American Consul, Mr. 
Nelson, a Scotchman, had a country resi- 
dence on the Island of Tobago, in the Bay of 
Panama. It was the anchorage of all sea- 
going vessels, and as near as they could get 
to Panama, five or six miles. He tendered 
me his country residence on that island dur- 
ing my stay, which I accepted and remained 
there until my departure for California, 
nearly two months later. I was glad to 
escape from the hot, sickly town of Panama. 
At length the long looked-for steamer an- 
ama, under thecommand of the late Admiral 
Porter of the navy, arrived there. 

**She had as passengers a number of officers 

of the engineer corps, with the instruments 
of our survey. Me rapidly embarked and on 
the night of May 17, 1849, put to sea for San 
Diego, Cal. Mrs. Fremont was a passenger 
on her way to join her husband in California. 
Maj. Emory of the surveying party was 
along. It vas an amusing sight to witness 
the non-intercourse act during that voyage, 
between Mrs. Fremont and Emory, the latter 
belnga bitter enemy of her husband, Col. 
Fremont. Thesteamerran out of fuel and 
provisions and we only reached San Diego 
by burning up spars, settees and partitions. 
Everybody was on short commons, the 
provisions being nearly exhausted, 

We found the Mexican troops and their 
surveyors on hand, and we commenced op- 
erations by celebrating the Fourth of July on 
the Plaza of San Diego. Gov. Weller, our 
Commissioner, delivered the oration, Maj, 
Emory reading the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. What few inhabitants we found in San 
Diego, principally females, their husbands 
all having gone to the mines, were ina high 
state of excitement.

We 
could do nothing in the way of duty except 
to determine the initial point on the coast a 
few miles below San Diego and erect a mon- 
ument, which we brought roundthe Horn 
with us for that purpose. 

**The constant discovery of mines and the 
Wonderful production of gold prevented us 
ir>m coming east and determining the 
woundary line. After communicating with 
the Government at Washington, the com- 
mission dissolved and the army officers were 
ordered for duty at San Francisco, I will 
defer for the present on account of my ex- 
perience in San Francisco, to mention in this 
connection an event that attracted some at- 
tention atthe time, as of international im- 
portance. 

„he raid of the Walker filibusters in 
Lower Cullfornia and Mexico occured while I 

was there. It so happened that Walker sur- 
rendered the remnant of his forces to me at 
San Diego. I sent him and his command, 
prisoners up to San Francisco, 

„He was tried before Judge Hoffman of the

QUIT THE LIQUOR BUSINESS. 


Orders Issued for the Closing of South 
Carolina Whisky Dispensaries. 


COLUMBIA, S. C., April 21.—Gov. Tillman 
has decided not tofightany further the de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court declaring the 
dispensary law unconstitutional, and every 
dispensary will be closed. There are at least 
300 employes in this state, and they were all 
paid off to-day in anticipation of the State 
going out ofthe liquor business. Atty.-Gen. 
Buchanan thinks the case can be appealed to 
the United States Supreme Court, as ques- 
tions of federal law came up under it 


and while he does not assert that such action 
will be taken, he intimates it. The opinion 
of leading lawyers here is that an appeal 
cannot be taken. It is the rule of the Court 
that the decision is held back fora period of 
ten days within which the parties are entitled 
to go before the Court and move for anew 
hearing, but it ts not probable this will be 
done except that the State may move fora 
reargument in order to have time within 


law by disposing of the stock on hand. On 
the expiration of the ten days the remittitur 
of the Court will be sent down and the dec!i- 
sion will then go into effect barring unex- 
pected action on the part of the State. 

It may be said that the decision is made in 
refererence mainiy tothe old act, but the 
principles announced would of course con- 
trol the courtin consideration of the new 
act, so that, ina strictly technical point of 
view, the operation of this decision isto de- 
clare the new, as well as the old act, uncon- 
stitutional. The decision of the court sus. 
tains allthe points made by the counsel for 
respondents, except one, and is a complete 
annihilation of the entire scheme. Legal 
opinions as to the effect of the decision differ. 
Some hold that this inaugurates a 
system of prohibition ana that no 
more whisky can be lawfully sold by anyone, 
Others deciare that it makes prohibition im- 
possible and that the court has determined 
the right ofany citizen to sell intoxicants to 
be literally inalienable. It cannot be pre- 
dicted how the decision will affect State poli- 
tics. If it closes the dispensaries and does 
not open bar-rooms the prohibition 
element will once unite

mand of the American forces. In 1880, 
Commissioner Railton led the pioneer corps 
commissioned tothe United States and had 
for his first convert ‘‘Ashbarrel Jimmy,’’ a 
tramp, who has been an officerin the army 
for ten years.

YIELDING TO THE FEDERAL CocRT vn 
wOT CAOSE THE TAX TO BE LEVIED, 


Judge Mevitt Still Firm, Saying He Will 
Die in Jail Before He Will Give In—a 
New Point in the Complicated Bond 
Case—Judge Phillips Will Hear Judge 
Lyons on Monday. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post-Disraton. 

Kansas Oirr, Mo., April 21.—United States 
District Judge Phillips is expected hereon 
Monday, his visit being for the purpose of 
conferring with Judge George H. Lyons, one 
of the two st. Clair County Judges now in 
jail in this city for contempt of court in re- 
fusing to obey the Federal mandate to order 
a tax levy in St. Clair County for the purpose 
of paying the bonds issued for the Kansas 
City, Tebo & Neosho Rallroad, issued twenty- 
four years ago. 

It is expected that Judge Phillips will order 
the release of Judge Lyons, thereby adding 
an important chapter to what is already one 
of the most remarkable stories of legal war- 
fare between State and Federal authorities 
on record, 

Whether or not the celebrated case, which 
for fifteen years made fugitives of st. Clair 
County’s Judges, and for the past two years 
and more has made prisoners of them, will 
then be any tnearer final Solution and 
settlement, cannot now De stated. 

Judge Lyons has written to Judge Phillips 
to the effect that he is now ready to obey the 
mandate of the Federal Court and order the 
tax levy necessary to meet the bonded in- 
debtedness of St. Clair County. On its face 
this looks like a weakening of the County 
Judges. In reality, the chances are that it {s 
nothing of the kind, and that the action 
taken by Judge Lyons is far from decisive, 
save that it may secure his release from the 
rigors of imprisonment. 

In view of the pending important develop- 
mentinthis famous story, your correspon- 
dent has seen Judge Lyons and Judge Nevit 
in their jail quarters here, and secured from 
them the full story of their position in this 
strange affair, together with their opinions 
as to its final outcome, an expression now 
made public for the first time. The inter- 
view with Judge Lyons in particular derives 
additional interest at this time owing to the 
rumors circulated recently that this im- 
prisoned official had shown signs of losing 
his mental balance under the strain of jail 
life, and that an investigation into his sanity 
was under contemplation. 


READY TO TALK. 
Your correspondent’s first call at the jail 
here was made at 11:80 o’clock in the fore- 


noon. At that hour he was informed that 
the two imprisoned Jadges had been taken 
out for a walk and that they could not de 
seen before the afternoon. A later visit met 
with better success. In the little room just 
back of the Marshal’s front office at the jail 
an old white-bearded and white-headed man 
was sitting at a window alone. His chin 
rested on the bosom of his black cambric 
sbirt, his melancholy eyes were lookmg list- 
lessly out on the street just beyond, one hand 
held to his lips the cane stem of an old-

JUDGE LYONS EXPLAINS. 

Because I don't believe that will have any 
bearing on the actual collection of the tax,’’ 
came the surprising answer.

Then the 
county refused to pay these remaining out- 
standing bonds. By suits brought by Dond- 
holders, citizens of other States claiming to 
have been innocent purchasers, the case was 
taken intothe Federal courts, which have 
decided Against us. An order was 
issued that the County Judges of St. 
Clair County orderatax levy to cover the 
amount of these bonds, Dut this each suc- 
ceeding Court of St. Clair County has steadily 
refused todo, For üfteen years the judges 
of St. Clair County were practically fugitives, 
hiding from Federal jurisdiction, holdin 
court only at long intervals, the finances o 
the country in the meantime getting into 
desperate condition.

PLATTe City, Mo., April 21.—Twelve prom - 
iment and indignant gentlemen of this aristo- 
Gratic little county seat of Platte County are 
at present awaiting an expected visit from 
the Sheriff of Platte or one of his deputies. 
When the Sheriff appears he will receive from 
@ach of the twelve gentlemen of Platte the 
Sum of $1, together with a pro rata share of 
the costs of legal proceedings in a very recent 
Case before the Grand-jury of Platte County, 
Which had the effect of stirring up more ex- 
Gitement in Platte City than anything that 
Das happened since the war, when this little 
Border town was full of dally excitement. 

At piobably the same moment that the 
twelve gentlemen of Piatte go down in their 
pockets and pay tothe Sherif of Platte the 
Sums mentioned, five of the leading society 
ladies of Platte will heave sighs of relief and 
thank their stars that, through the soft- 
heartedness of Judge W. S. Herndon of Platte 
they have been spared the necessity or 
humiliation of paymg asimilar penaity for 
an alleged violation of the law with which at 
‘One time last week they stood indictea by the 
Grand-jury of Platte. And then, with this 
little final act, the great story of the ‘‘pro- 
gressive euchre prosecution’’ of Platte City, 
Mo., willhave reached its close, and local 
society will once more breathe easy with the 
knowledge that its most shining lights are 


no longer under the ban of the law.

Cockrells are bankers and tarm-owners, 
Messrs. Mason and Meals are merchants, 
Mr. Woodson. is a wealthy young lawyer, 
and so through the list the standing of the 
people is unexceptionabile, even from the 
Standpoint ofthat exacting social eensor, 
the public sentiment of an old and prosper- 
ous country town. 

Prominent as these ladies and gentlomen 
are, however, they now appear on the rec- 
ords of Piatte VUounty—or, rather, the gen- 
tlemen so appear—as having been guilty of a 
Violation of the State law avainst gambling.

The leading society peo- 
le of Flatte City were hurrying onward to 
hat awful day when they would have to 
stand trial in the County Court- house of 
Piatte on a charge of having violated the 
laws eof their State in their aring on the 
evilof gambling. 

Mr. Byron Woodson, Jr., was the first of 
the indicted gentiemen of Platte to recover 
from the depression of this thought. Mr. 
VY oodson announced that he would not sub- 
mit to such a Charge; that he would not 
tamely piead guilty to having violated the 
laws of bis native state; that he would fight 
the charge to the bitter end, aad that his 
first step would be to have his lawyer move 
that the indictments be quashed. As Mr. 
Woodson himeelf is a lawyer, his view of the 
case was accepted by his companions in 
misery, and it wus determined that he would 
be allowed to send his name down to admir- 
ing posterity as the Arnold Winkelried of 
Platte Oity’s best society. 


FATAL BEAUTY. 

In the meantime the Grand-jury and Pros- 
ecuting Attorney of Platte County were not 
dle. They summoned before them the re- 
luctant Witnesses for the prosecution, and 


began the taking of evidence, with every in- 
dication of a determination to push the fight 
tothe bitter end. Two ladies were among 
the witnesses suUmmoned—namely, Mrs. K. 
L. Duncan and Miss Jane Vockrell—who were 
active members of the pleasant little 
progressive euchre coterie from whose 
vames had arisen all this hubbub. What 
Mrs. Duncan and Miss Cockrell testified to 
will never be Known, save to the Grand- 
jury and the Prosecuting Attorney, but 
one incident of the examination of the 
latter is likely to become historic in the 
laughter-loving memories of the delighted 
general public of Platte City. It seems that 
Miss Cockrell is a very charming young lady, 
and her appearance inthe Grand-jury room 
ofthe Piatte County Oourt-house in itself 
created a sensation. she gave her testi- 
mony as clearly as could be expected under 
the circumstances, although moved by hon- 
est indignation at times, and at its close she 
left the room amidst the profound salaams 
of the serret tribunal. And at that mo- 
ment only did a sudden confusing gieam of 
intelligence come into the mindof the fore- 
manofthe Grand-jury, Ur. G. W. Thomp- 
gon. He stared blankly at the door through 
which iss Cockrell had disappeared, it is 
said, and then ejaculated: 

**Gol darn it, boys, I’ve played the wild! 
Do you know, that young lady was so blamed 
pretty that I clean forgot to adininister the 
oath to her?’’ 

But despite this and similar embarrassing 
difficulties that beset the path of prosecution, 
the work of obtaining evidence upon which 
to issue additional indictments and streng- 
then the cases already charged, went on. It 
was evident that the peace and dignity of the 
State of Missouri was going to be upheld as 
far as layin the power of Platte County, Mo., 
to so uphold it. 

THE PROPS KNOCKED OUT. 

The indicted ladies and gentlemen an- 
chored all their faith on theefforts to be 
made by Mr. Byron Woodson to have the in- 
dictments quashed. But they were doomed 


to disappointment so bitter as to crush at 
once and forever all the ‘‘fight’’ that might 
have been in them at the outset. And their 
defeat came by means of a little custom 
adopted among themselves, which, at the 
time of its adoption, was thought to be pecu- 
liarly beautiful and befitting. 

When or. Woodson’s attorney began 
to argue for the quashing of the in- 
dictments he did so on the ground that pro- 
gressive euchre playing was not gambling; 
that the players did not put up any money 
on the games; that the only possible 
„gain, as the revised statutes have it, was 
in the winning of the prizes offered by the 
hostess of the occasion as part of her enter- 
tainment to her guests. To the dismay of 
the indicted ladies and gentlemen of Platte, 
this argument was knocked higher than Gil- 
deroy’s kite, by means of the secret informa: 
tion furnished the court. Evidenve was 
introduced 1 that certain players did 
putup money on the game, and that it was 
done in the following manner: 

it appears that the gentiemen of the pro- 
gressive euchre clique some monthsago ar- 
rived at the conclusion that they were not 
doing their share in contributing to the ex. 
pense of the harmless social amusement 80 
popular with their set. They argued that 
the cost of the games fell altogether on the 
ladies, who did the entertaining, furnished 
the supper, and even selected and paid for 
the prises. To equalize matters, the gentle- 
men determined that for the future they 
would chip“ in 60 cents apiece for each 

ame, with which to pay for the prizes of- 
ered. On their representations that this was 
only their duty ther were allowed to do so, 
nad for some time past this system of mak. 
ing a sort of *‘jack-pot’’ with which to buy 
prizes has been in practice. 

Under this fatal system, it is said, the 
charge of gambling beld good. The indicted 
gentiemen of Platte found shipwreck on the 
rock of their own generosity. 

While Mr. Woodson’s attorney was still 
pleading his case, despite this crushing dis- 
covery, a hint come to Mr. Woodson. It was 
to the effect that he had better call his law- 
yer off.’’ It was intimated that Judge Hern- 
don was inclined to be very lenient to the 
**‘criminals’’ summoned before him; that if 
they pleaded guilty they would receive but a 
nominal fine, as it was felt that the indict- 
ments had really been found for moral effect 
alone. But if there was any resistance, it 
was stated, the extreme limit of the fine, 
$250, would be imposed on each of the par- 
ties indicted, .

Mr. Woodson was tola, ‘‘his eloquence will 
cost you just 3280.“ 

Mr. Woodson’s lawyer was 1 — in the 
middle of a sentence. Then the twelve in- 
dicted gentlemen of Platte called on Judge 
Herndon in a body. They said that under 
the circumstances they were prepared to 

lead guilty to the charge laid at their doors. 
But they asked that the indicted ladies be 
spared from any further publicity in the 
alfair.

THE LADIES RELEASED. 

Judge Herndon was merciful. Under his 
instructions the Prosecuting Attorney of 
Platte County nolle prossed the cases against 


the ladies named. The twelve gentlemen 
were fined $1 each and costs. 

And so the great ‘‘progressive euchre pros- 
ecutions’’ of Platte County, Missouri, reached 
their final climax. Ihe story is almost 
unique in State history. Only once before, 
some three years ago in Sedalia, was there a 
similar case, the trial coming before Judge 
Ryland. But the Sedalia case was altogether 
lacking in many of the pecullar features that 
add to the interest of the story now drawing 
to its close in Platte Ulitv. 

Your correspondent found an amusing dis- 
inclination on the part of tbe Indicted ladies 
and gentlemen to talk about the case with 
the understanding that their names were to 
be used. They say that es | have ha enough 
notoriety from it; that Piatte County has 
been ringing with the story as it developed 
uptodate. The ladies in the case are dumb; 
the gentiemen will talk, but insist upon 
having no information credited as coming 
Girect from them.

SNAKES IN FLORIDA.

As numerous as they e now, they 
are not half as abundant as they were a few 
years ago, before any organized effort was 
made to annihilate the whole serpentine 
brood. 

It seems that a bright idea, involving the 
wholesale extinction of snakes, entered the 
mind of one William Jones, who up to that 
time had been a poor farmer struygling to 
support a big family. Now he is one of the 
solid men of tue county, and he made all his 
money by successful execution of that idea, 
He knew that the ordinary razor- back hog of 
Florida was a great natural enemy of snakes, 
and he set to work to systematicaily train a 
whole drove of hogs to hunt down and 
destroy the reptiles. Ina little while ue had 
his swine as thoroughly trained In their part 
as setter dogs are drilled to point quail. 

„le first cleared his own farm of a vast 
quantity of big ones, and then he began to 
hire out his hogs to his nelghbors who were 
snake afflicted. The fame of those razor- 
backs spread all over the land, and people 
whose places were infested with rattlesnakes 
and men who were clearing up new land sent 
for Jones’ bogs.

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HOW TWELVE MILES OF RAILS ARE 
WELDED END TO ERD. - 


Written for the SUNDAY Post*DisPaton, — 

A very interesting operation ts being con- 
Gucted on North Broadway atthe present 
time, which may be another of the many 
turning points in the construction of street 


railways in St. Louis. 

A portion of the track on North Broadway 
is being welded or meited together by 
electricity, so that instead of having a sue- 
cession of short ralls, each track will consist 
of two continuous lines of steel. The double 
track will be four pieces of seventy-eigut 
pound rail, each piece three miles long. 

Railway men, until recently, regarded a 
continuous rail as not only impossible but 
one ofthe most undesirable things imagin- 
able. Owingtothe expansion and contrac- 
tion caused by heat and cold, sucha rail 
would necessarily warp and De utterly use- 
less. For this reason the tracks of rallways 
have always been laid, as is well Known, with 
a small space betweenthe ends. The same 
practice has hitherto been followed in street 
railway construction. That wasthe ortho- 
dox idea and no one thought of doing other- 
wise. That ie no one except a crank or 
two. 

It occurred to Mr. A. J. Moxham, presi- 
dent of the Johnson Steel Rail Co., Johns- 
town, Pa., that the altered conditions of 
street rallway construction vitiated ali con- 
clusions predicated solely onthe experience 
of steam ratiway builders. In thé former 
case the rails are almost wholly covered 
with earth and stone, only the top being vis!- 
ble and exposed totheair. In the latter the 
entire rall is on the surface. President Mox- 


ham was ied to believe that expargsion and 
contraction would be inflaitesimai in a pro- 
tected, half buried rail. He determined to 
test the question, . 

The Thorman electrical welding processes 
offered the desired facilities for laying acon- 
tinuous rail, First, however, a 1,500-foot 
exper!mental section of rail track was laid 
in Johnstown. In laying this track heavy 
splice dars one and one-quarter inches thick 
and four feet long were used. The splice 
bars were fastened on with what are known 
as bounce bolts,,twelve to each box. This 
track was id in February, 1892. The ends 
were left open and and @ gauge was set up 
to see if the track moved to any per 
ceptible degree. A man was Getatled to ex- 
amine the track once every half hour fora 
year. ; 

The result was entirely satisfactory. The 
track had not moved Lordy | gong & 

A mile of track was then laid in Johns 
town. Ine success of the experiment de- 
monstrated many ofthe advantages of the 
continuous track, and last summer seven 
miles of traek were relaidin Boston. The 
work under course of construction 
here is the third piece undertaken. 
The first railway welding machine ever bullt 
is the one to be seen dally at the end of the 
Broadway cable line. Iwo new machines of 
a different style were Duilt. One of them has 
been sent to Brooklyn, where 100 miles of 
track will be welded. 


W. Milt Brown Is in charge of the work 
here. He has been with the machine from 
its experimental stages tothe present, and 
to him are due largely the improvements 
made inthe construction of the new machines. 
He showed the machine and the process of 
welding steelrails to a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter yesteruay. The welding machine 18 
in size a tall and rather short electric car. 
The most prominent feature as cne ap- 
proaches the machine is an tron crane for 
manipulating the welding points of contact. 
At the further end is a large generator. The 
middle of the car is occupied by a water 
tank. Water is kept flowing through the car 
in pipes to keep certaln parts of the machin- 
ery from gettingtoo hot. So much for the 
exteriorappearance. Mr. Brown may ex- 
plain its operation and underiying principle. 

»The power. he said, is taken off the 
line as a divert current of 250 amperes at 500 
volts. It is conducted into the generator, 
where it is changed into an alternating cur- 
rent of 600 amperes at 300 volts. This, current 
ges Into the transformer, the machine that 
is suspended from the crone. It Is there 
transformed into a current of about 50,000 
amperes at four volts. 

In this process the current is led into*gec- 
ondarles, copper wires about four inches 
square, and through flexible leads, made of 
broad, thin sheets of copper, closely laid 
together, into the contaets. The contacts 
connect with the ends of the two rails on 
both sides through steel chocks. There is a 
side pressure of about forty-eight tons ob- 
tained from toggle-joint levers which com- 
presses the half molten masses 
into ome solid piece. The entire rails 
are, in this manner, welded together. 
the process is a very interesting one to 
watch. The railsare first ground smooth af 
the endsand sices fora distance of sixor 
eight inches. This makes the process of 
welding much easier and more perfect. The 
rallsare set as closely as possible together 
and the contacts screwed up to the chocks. 
Thenthe current is turned on and as the 
metal begins to glow the pressure is gradual- 
ly increased. Twochocksare used on each 
side; one along the top of the rail and one in 
the caucosity. The current is kept two and a 
half to three minutes on each chock. The 
rails are then found to be united and 
at the same time disfigured  silightiy 
by four side bumps that do not interfere with 
the running ofthecars. Whilethe mass is 
yet molten two workmen reduce the slightly 
raised surfaceto a level with the vigorous 
blows of a pair of hard steel bamgmers. 
During the process of welding the rails are 
tightly clamped together with a gun-metal 
clamp in the shape of a double inclined plane 
which the car can easily run over. While the 
reporter was present it required about nine 
or ten minutes to weld a joint, 
including completion of the entire work. 
Mr. Brown stated that six or seven minutes 
would suffice with trained workmen, ‘There 
are over 2,000 joints to be welded here. The 
estimate for a fair day’s work is 100 joints. 


In Boston a different system was employed. 
Instead of chocks fish-plates were used at 
first and, as the rails were not taken up, thin 
plates of the shape of the Johnson rall were 
inserted between the ends of the ralis. ‘ihe 
operation that most delighted the Bos- 
tönlans was the repair of the worn 
rails. As is well the rails 
never wear out 
The ends always yield first. 
strikes the open end, bounces up and falls 
heavily on thetopofthe rail. Fortugately 
the springs keepthe passenger in Diissful 
ignorance of this joiting and bouncing of the 
wheels. ‘That does not prevent thé rails 
from becoming concave on the top where the 
wheels fall. This concavity ls entirely re- 
moved in the welding. The Boston work 
thus was equal tothe laying of new truck 
over the seven miles that were welded, 

This item of repairs is one of the chief ad- 
vantages expected to be derived from weld- 
ing. The tightening of joints, removal of 
splice bars and bolts and the wear and tear 
on the rails caused by the present method of 
construction form a large item in the ex- 
penditure of every railway. All that will be 
rendered useless. 

The second chief advantage is that the 
equivalent of two square inches of return 
wire is secured forthe current in its journey 
back to the power-house, This is 
decidedly preferable to the corroding 
copper wire connections now employed. 
Nearly every large city in the United States 
has experienced trouble from this source. 
The connections become rusted and the re- 
turn current has a constant tendency to seek 
the nearest water pipe. Electrolysis and 
consequent corrosion of the pipes result, 
when the current again seeks the tracks in 
its return to the power- ° 

The car now employed weighs thirty tons 
and cost over $20,000. The transformer weighs 
four tons and the dynamo 13, ds. The 
car is propelled vy two motors. new ma- 
chines are mounted on two separate cars for 

reater convenience and the crane is aboi- 
shed, its place being supplied by a pair af 
trucks.

But to the foreigner who perambulated the 


streets it was evident that there is a deep and 
sincere loyalty among the natives ior their 
Emperor aod his house. So strong does it 
appear that should the nat go forth that the 
Constitution is to be suspended, the nation 
would quietly submit, 
lated disturbances might occur here and 
there. The Soshi, of course, will cause 
trouble whenever they see an opportunity. 

Here is an old story, new perhaps to 
Americans, but old endugnh here. A few days 
ago an American lady visited her country;- 
women and other charitably inclined per- 
sons, to obtain funds for her passage home. 
According to ber story she maus the ac- 
quaintance of a Japanese studying in ameri- 
ca, and after some time had married him, 
Her husband wasa physician, who in all 
probability had stndied abroad at the ex- 
pense of the Government. When she arrived 
here, her hend filled perhaps with visions of 
the good times in store for her, she found 
that she was compelled to live in a Japanese 
house, without any furniture except the 
tatami (mats), futons (comforters), and such 
things. No bed, no table, no chairs, none of 
those to us absolute necessities. Rice and 
fish constituted the only and daily articles of 
diet; and, tocrown the whole, her husband 
lived with his mother and sister, whom his 
wife, more Japanico, was compelled to 
serve. Do you wonder that the poor woman 
wanted to get home? 

This subject deserves some space. Not one 
of the Japanese who study abroad is either a 
Count, Duke, Prince orany other titled per- 
son. Ifa Prince—as, for instance, H. I. II. 
Prince Komatsu—travels, he is accompanied 
by a suite, and mingles only with the people 
to whom he is officially introduced, The Jap- 
anese who studies abroad is mostly some 
poor, meritorious student here whose ex- 
penses are borne by the Government. If any 
one of them claims to be a nobleman (he may 
perhaps be a son of a former samourai—t. e., 
an armed retainer of the long-since-abol- 
isned feudal lords) his social standing can be 
easily ascertained by a letter to the United 
States Legation here. 

The Government discountenances, and 
very properly so, these mixed marriages. A 
Major in the army, upon being sent on a spe- 
clal mission to Germany, was placed tempo. 
rarily on Emperor Wililam’s staff, and mar- 
ried a German lady. When he returned here 
with his wife he was dismissed from the ger- 
vice on account of his marriage. 

There ig no society for Japanese women or 
ladies. They are the upper servants of their 
husbands—no more, no less. There 1s no ex. 
ception to this rule. Any American girl who, 
after this warning, will marry a Japanese 
deserves all the misfortune that is irrevoca- 
bly in store for her. 

And now, to drop this hateful subject, here 
isa brief review of the progress made Dy 
Japan in commerce and manufactures. Ever 
since the opening of the empire, every year 
almost has shown a steady increase in th 
imports and exports. Here are the exact 
figures for the past two years:

From this it will be seen that, whereas the 
exports showed a slight decrease, the im- 
ports are ina healthy condition. This is the 
more remarkable because the decrease in the 
value of silver isa serious obstacle to im- 
porters. 

America is still by far the best customer of 
Japan. Wetake almost all of her tea and 
most of her silk, and tnese two items of ex- 
port amounted as follows:

The articles most in demand are raw cot- 
ton, sugar, Kerosene oil and machinery, al- 
most all of which ought to be supplied by us. 
But the fact is that we are not in it. be 
sure, we do export some raw cotton, and we 
are competing with the Russian petroleum. 
But the American raw cotton imported is but 
a very small per cent of the annual demand. 
In the list of countries importing sugar and 
machinery the United States does not figure, 
and yet we are near neighbors to that enter- 
prising sugar King, Col. Claus Spreckels! 

The increase in timportations of raw 
material shows that the Japanese are aware 
of the wealth which new industries bring. 
Cotton mills have been established in several 
places, and have proved a paying invest- 
ment. Indeed,the people here are beginning 
to export cotton manufactures, to the great 
alarm of the Bombay and Indian cotton 
mills, There is talk of establishing a sugar 
refinery, Dut, although it is sure to come, at 
present this scheme 18 stiifin its . 

The fact is that, with the exception cot- 
ton mills and deer breweries, for, 
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although some Iso-}

It was not for want of excouragement, for 
the Japanese are great believers in patron- 
izing home industry. When it was decided 
tnat Tokio should have pure water, and the 
city needed pipe for the construction of the 
waterworks, the contract was given toa 
Japanese company, which falled, however, 
to come to time, and the city will have to 
patton foreign foundries. When the City 

athers declared that the deposit given by 
the company as security was forfeited, the 
officers of the foundry coolly requested the 
members ofthe Council to resign, becauss 
the heavy fall in the price of silver since the 
letting of the contract showed lack of fore- 
sight on their part!

Rise in Street Railway Stocks Indicating 
Revival of Business.

The rise and fall of street jrailway stocks ts 
an excellent indication of the course of bus! 
ness, especially in St. Louis; and their quota. 
tions during the last year show clearly how 
severe the panic wasand how far business 
has recovered. 

The gradual revival of business has in- 
creased the earnings of the companies and 
there is a Marked improvement In the quota 
tions chalked up beside most of the listed 
railway stocks. Before the panic, Missouri 
Rallway was offered at $240; in 
the midst of the depression $160 


was the rice, and to-day $200 
is being asked. The _Missour! includes the 
Olive street cable, the Laclede avenue and 
Tower Grove electric railways. The com- 
pany is improving its down-town terminals 
sO as to Carry people on its electric divisions 
from the new Union Depot to the heart 
of the city at Fourth and Olive streets, 
The stock or the St. Louis Rallroad Co. 
line, sold at 
$165 before the general decline, fell to $140, 
and has recovered to $150. J.indell stock wag 
uoted at $84 in the valm which preceded the 
nancial storm, but caught the bearish fever 
the market asd dropped to $50.

An important discovery has been made in 
the rubber industry. Hitherto, in recover- 
ing rubber from old goods, and especially 
from old rubber shoes, it has been the 


custom to use sulphuric acid, which in this 
papacity bas many drawbacks. A solution 
eeh discovered which is not an acid at 
ali, but rather ofa saline nature, which Is 
said to free the rubber from any foreign 
material in a few minutes. 
te fret cost is slightly higher than that of 
sulphuric acid, but on the other hand it does 
a+b. etrongta by use, and can be washed 
out of the rubber, evaporated and used over 
and over again. The action of sulphuric 
acid upon whiting, one of the most common 
eaduiterants used in rubber shoes, is to turn 
it into sulphate of lime or gypsum, an in- 
gredient that is quite out of place in a rubber 
compound. The saline solution, however, 
has no effecton anything except eellulose. 
The rubber recovered by this process has a 
er grain and is in better eondition than 
hat secured through the acid process.

The Moon’s Face. 


The Gilbert theory. recently propounded 
by the well-known scientist of that name, 
concerning the moon's face, assumes that 
material constituting the moon once sur- 
rounded the earth in the form of a saturnian 


ring; that the small bodies of this ring 
coalesced, first gathering around a large 
numder of nuciel, unally all uniting in a 
single sphere—the moon—the lunar craters 
being the ecars resulting from the collision 
of the moonlets. It is argued that this 
hypothesis reconciles the impact theory 
with the circular outline of the lunar 
craters and explains the abundance ot ool- 
liding bodies of large magnitude, such a 
syetem also accounting for the formation of 
lunar wreaths, central bills, arched inner 
plains, level inner plains, andthe assecia.

PERPETUAL MOTION AGAIN. 


L. Straub Cleime to Have Found the 
Principal Underlying It. 


Written for the 8Uxpay Post-DisPaTou. 

B. L. Straub claims to have invented 
a self running gravity motor capable of 
furnishing power to run all Kinds of ma- 
chinery from a fiy-fan or sewing machine 
up to the great pumping engines of the 
water works, asmall boat as well as the 
greatest ocean steamer. 


Mr. Straub has for years made a ee! of 
controling the force of gravity and after 
destroying several models which he found 
impractical says that he has at last found 
the true solution. He explained his plans 
toa representative of the Post-DIsPaToH, 
who visited him at his rooms, Thirteenth 
and Franklin avenue.

A Suggestion for Elevators at Each Bnd 
to Supersede Approaches.

W ben the City of st. Louis granted the St. 
Louis Terminal Railway Association the 
franchise to build a union depot on the site 
of the magnificent new structure which is 
now golng up, this corporation consented to 
turn over for street purposes a 40-foot strip 
along the Market street front and alsoto 
contribute $150,000 toward the bridge over 
Olark avenue. This last stipulation was in 
the main what persuaded the property own- 


ers in that neighborhood to consent to the

The Post-Dispatca has already shown the 
remarkable ingenuity with which this corpo- 
ration has recovered the forty-foot strip on 
Market street and now comes the question as 


condemned here. This will be for the 
eastern terminus of the bridge. Over atithe 
Twentieth street end similar pieces will have 
tove condemned. On the ground at each 
enda little depot will be erecied, in which 
there will de placed reversible dyna mos. 
These Qynamos will be connected with a 
shaft which will turn a worm wheel connect 
ing witha set of four cog-wheels set at right 
angles.

How Good Woo! Is Recovered From Rags 
in Ghoddy Mills. / 
Written for the Sunpary Post- DISPATCH. 

Do you know what is the destiny of your 
worn-out clothes? You give your old socks 
and your last winter’s underwear to 
that scavenger of the wardrobe, the 
ragman,“ and see no more of them. 
Some day you will wear these abandoned 
articles again, disguised as all- wool cloth. 

There Is in this city a large shoddy mill. 
Rags are brought thither from the 
ends of creation, are washed, 
dyed, picked, corded and restored to 
their primary form of wool fibers. Softer, 
finer and more uniform in fiber than the 
wool which is fresh from the sheep’s back, 
shoddy is shorter in thread and less durable 
than new wool, But shoddy does not de- 
serve the contempt which is heaped 


upon it, as the synonym for over-cheap 
ods, Woolen cloth unmixed with shoddy 


To follow the course ofa rag — a shoddy 
mill is a pleasure, however repulsive to uns- 
ly-toned the article may de 
in ite of original  filthiness 
or faded sweatiness. The rags arrive at the 
mill in Dales 2 weight, from dit- 
ferent parts of Ruro and America. The 
contents of the bales ve color and uality 
in common, They are termed ‘reds,’ ‘piaids, 
‘blacks’ or ‘sweats,’ as the case may be. 
For fear the dealers did not sort the rags 
with sufficient care the contents of the bales 
are gone over thoroughly bya number of 
women and girls. Oolor and quality are the 
rules of selection, From the assorting- 
room the rags are carried to 
dryer. This isa long wooden frame covered 
witha wire screen and set uponthe floor of 
the basement. Theragsare piled on top of 
the screen and hot air is blown through them 
from below by a steam exhaustion process. 
From tbe dryer to the carbonizer is the 
next step. In general outline the carbonizer 
is a large cube of boiler iron, Within it is 
an iron receptacle, which revolves four times 
a minute, and has a capacity for a bale 
of rags. At the side of the 
cubic exterior is a retort which gen- 
erates chlorine gas. The gas passes into 
the receptacie and saturates the rags. There 
ensues a chemical action which destroys the 
vegetable fibre, but does not injure the anl- 
mal fibre. Cotton threads and cotton 
mixtures, being vegetable, pass 
into the vut ne 
and the ingredients of 
rags are unaffected, If a person takes a 
piece of red flanne! froma bale of rags and 
strives to rip the seams, tne threads resist 
effort, But givea slight jerk at the seam 
when the rag has deen in an atmos- 
here of chlorine gas for a while. 
‘he cotton threads are no more and 
the pleces of the article easily separate. The 
carbonized ragsare put into a dusting ma- 
chine which shakes out lurking atoms of cot - 
ton. Next the rags are thoroughly cleaned 
in a wasber. 
The hydro-extractor or water remover 
then receives the rags. This machine 
ig a tub, with perforated steel cylinder- 
shaped circumference, The tub rests within 
a xed iron receptacle and is re- 
volved at an inconceivable rate of’ 
speed by steam power. Although the tub 
may be packed tightiy with rags, the centri 
fugal force produced by the rotary motion 
causes the contents to cling tenaciously to 
the sides. the water pours through the 
holes in the tub and passes away tothe 
sewer, The stock is in a semi-dry condition 
when it leaves the hydro-extractor, 
and is taken either to the 
dye tub, orto the dryer. if it is desired to 
change the color of the rags or to give tone 
and freshness to the original hve, they are 
taken to the dye tub, otherwise they are 
spread upon the wire screen previously men- 
tioned and ermeated with dot air. 
The a huge wooden 
vat, with boiling water, 
saturated with the coloring chemical. 
The rage are kept in constant motion while 
inthedyetub by men who stir the boiling 
mass with long poles, When the rags have 
been Gyed and dried, they become food for 
the picking machines. 
Uptothis stage the material retains its 
fabric form; it is yet an old sock 
or patched garment. But when 
it emerges from the icking machine 
itisa spongy, soft conglomeration of dis- 
connected threads. It is like a species of 
moss. its fabrie character, given it by the 
weaving machine, is gone, The 
identity of the rag Gestroyed by 
the pieking- machine. This instrument 
of destruction does its work by means 
of many Jerk, an steel rods which rip, and 


is 


tear, and jerk, and pull the substance of the 
rag untl it ig reduced to threads, But 
the rag is not yet shoddy. Heretofore it has 
been handled in the basement. Now it ig 
elevated to the third floor, where there 
are eight carding machines, things of 
beauty and objecte of wonder on account of 
their complicated machinery and the testi- 
mony which they give to human inventive 
genius. The cards are about 15 fest long and 
S8ieet wide. They seem to have a superior 
intelligence hidden away in the mass of roll- 
ers, for at one end the cards take up 
the wool from the picking machines, pass it 
along over treadles, between rollers and 
through hidden recesses. The threads are 
set parallel to each other, as when they were 
in their primary fibrous state of fresh wool. 
The shoddy emerges from the card soft and 
Gowny and rolls itself up automatically. 
‘ihe Onished roll is a homogeneous mass 
common in color and substance. The rolls of 
shoddy are placed in a power press and 
formed into Dales of 600 or 700 pounds 
weight, Ihe bales are shipped to 
woolen manufacturers in New York, New 
England, Ohio, Indiana and wherever there 
are woolen milis. Lhe shoddy is mixed 
with new wool in differing ropor- 
tions, The» rate varies from 10 to 60 
percent. The manufacturers of the shoddy 
sometimes improve the staple of their 
goods by the addition of new wool, 

A 250-horse power engine drives the many 
machines which manipulate the rags in the 
shoddy factory. One hundred men, women 
and girls find employment about the 
anes andin the performance of hand 
aA bor.

‘*Delicacy, True and 


REFINEMENT, raise, is the title of an 
TRUE AND article from the pen of 
FALSE. William Mathews, LL. 
D., in the April number of 
the Worth American Review. The line between 
the two is drawn most distinctly by the 
author as follows: What is true delicacy, 
and what is false?’’ he inquires. It is com- 
mon tos kof our age as one of refine- 
ment. Nodoubt we ar e separated by a gulf 
of restraints and scruples from the coarse- 
ness of former centuries. But when persons 
to- boast of their ‘refinement,’ what is it 
that they mean? Dothey mean by the word 
true purity of mind refiected in the conduct, 
language and manners, or do they mean 
only fastidiousness? it has been justly said 
hat refinement, like modesty, consists in 
negatives. Itis not self-conscious, coarse, 
or impure. This unconselousness is a 
safeguard from contaminatior ana 
suspicion; 80 that in no axe 
is individual refinement impossible. 
True refinement is slow to suspect evil. It 
interprets what it sees on the priMmciples of 
charity. A manis not more refined than an- 
other because he suspects the loaf he eats, 
and assumes therefore that the kneader was 
a dirty fellow. On the contrary, refinement, 
being Clean itself, thinks that others are 
clean also, until forcibly deceived. The 
father of poetry, barbarous as we deem 
the age in which he lived, has keenly dls- 
criminated between true and mock delicacy. 
When, in the Odyssey, the Princess Nausicaa 
and her maids are washing their garments in 
the river, and the naked, shipwreckea 
mariner appears as a suppliant before 
them, they act precisely as a high-bred 
princess and her half-bred maids would act 
to-day. The one, with real dignity, listens 
to his supplications and relieves his neces- 
sities, While the others run screaming 
away. 


Some interest r ets of 
the construction, power and 
cost of operating cable rall- 
roads are given in the April 
number of Cassell'’s Magazine. There can be 
no doubt as to the correctness of the figures 


quoted, since the author has made a thor- 
ough study of the subject, and, in conse- 
quence, is very familiar with it. 

Itappears from statistics of eleven differ- 
ent lines that the average practice has been 
to provide a fraction over 100 horse-power 
for each mile of cable, one-half of this power 
being actually used torun the cabie up to its 
proper speed with its load of cars, with some- 
what of a surplus, and the other half consti- 
tutinga reserve, to be brought into use in 
case of a breakdown or in case 
of need of repairs. AS to the 
horse- power required to haul a 
car, the avallable figures show a remarkably 
wide disparity between themselves, i 
horse- power being required to run a car at a 
certain speed in one city, while as much as 
8 horse - power appears to be necessary fora 
caratthe same speed in another city. Of 
course, there is the question of grades to be 
considered, the lines in some of the places 
being nearly level, while in others there are 
grades of 15, 16 and 18 per cent. Onthe 
whole, however, the horse-power per car 
may be taken to have a pretty close relation- 
ship to the amount of business done on the 
various lines, It is interesting, further, to 
note that the universal size of cable now in 
use is 1% inches in diameter. ‘The cables 
weigh 2½ pounds per foot, and their maxi- 
mum wear is about 60,000 miles in distance 
run.

In this age, when everything is reduced to 
the standard of utility, *‘mere literature’’ 
has very little chance of proper considera- 
tion. Poetry is especially frowned upon, so 
that one who reads poetry for the love of it 
does so in secret, and he who Garesin these 
days to write the ‘‘aseless’* stuf often 
feels obliged toapologize for his temerity, 


As for the great poets of the past whocan- 
not yet be thrust aside, they are 
made the subjects discussions 
in women’s clubs, where they are proved 
conclusively to be philosphers, philanthrop- 
ists, historians, scientists, in short, any- 
thing but the inspired idiots they really are. 
And yet the poets will sing, and though they 
may no longer chant their verses in the 
market place they still pay from their scanty 
pocket-books for the publication, and so 
scatter them abroad, hoping that some 
sympathetic soul may find in them encour- 
agementand soiace. These little volumes 
are scarcely heard from amid the noise of 
the crowd of books and journals ap- 
pearing every day, ut among 
their modest verses are lines 
that willlive when the moss of ephemeral 
and useful literature is forgotten. Among 
them has lately appeared a little group of 
poems—‘‘Prairie Songs,’’ by Hamlin Garland 
—so well known by his collections of short 
stories and one or two longer tales. He 
apologises in his preface for his daring to 
write verse, an apology that one feels is 
worse than useless when one reads such lines 
as these: 


APRIL DAYS. 


Days of witehery subtiy sweet 
When every hill aa! tree finds heart: 
When winter and spring like lovers meet 
In the mist ef noon aul part— 
Im the April days. 
* 5 — — 
Days when the soll is warm with rain, 
And thro’ the wood the shy wind steals 
Rich wiih the pine and the poplar smell, 
And the joyous brain like à dancer reels 
Thro’ April days. 
Ura winter picture like this:

Such perfect pictures need no justification, 
except their overtruth, and that is evident 
to anyone who has had an opportunity of 
riding over our Western land—a land that is 
rapialy losing its pristine character and 
beauty under the advancing blight of com- 
mercial civilization. Ihe sook is full of such 
pictures, or songs which the prairies 
have chanted in the mind of the 
poet, and whieh would notlet him rest 
with the beautifal strains unuttered. His 
fellow men must feel what be has felt, must 
see what he has seen, must know what he 
knows so thoroughly. That is the reason of 
the book, the overwhelming low of the lands 
in which the poet lived and tolled in the 
years of his youth and early manhood, the 
most impressionable years of hisjlife, These 
poems are truly tue glorification of the soll, 
a voice found for that great dumb nature so 
full of unfathomable meaning. The human 
interest’’ in the verses {5 ver slight. 

A few capital dialect poems at the end of 
the volume, beginning with the stirring and 
heroic *‘Across the Picket Line, and a few 
others, Mainly bits of personal experience, 
are all the poet sees fit to gtve in this volume. 
A solitary human figure here and there, per- 
fectly drawn and colored, but 
lost in the Iimmensity of the 
landscape. And in tnis he is true 
to the prairies as they are, or rather as they 
were, But the myriad voices of many- 
tongued nature speak forth from page after 
page: 


The wandering wind, swift and wary, 
Slipping by in the grass like @ snake. 


Then, running in dazzling links and loopé, 
A marvel of shadow and shine; 

A giory of olive and amber and wine 

Runs the color in the wheat. 


O, witchery ot the winter night. 
With broad oon shouldering to the west. 


The sun, half sunk, 
Burns thre’ the dusty crimsou sky. 


Every page contains such pictures, some 
of them only a line or two in length, others 
more extended, though not less perfect, 
like ine Whippoorwilll’s Hour.“ un- 
down,’’ By the River,’’ The Mountains,“ 
which only lack of space prevents me from 
quoting. Everywhere the strong impression 
that the vast stretches of landscape and the 
„song of the illimitable west wind’’ have 
made on the soul of the poet, shown — the 
conciseness, the vigor, the exuctness of the 
phrases by which he reproduces for us these 
memory pictures. Nor does he content him- 
self in merely describing the beauties, the 
terrors, even the horrors of the great West- 
ern laud. He shows theireffect upon the 
human soul in tts different moods, as the 
man who is the true poet cannot fall to do. 

I quote at length two of these; one: 


A SUMMER MOOD. 
O, to be lost in the wind and the sun, 
To be one with the wind and the stream! 
With never a care while the waters run, 
With never a thought in my dreamy 
Tode part of the robin’s litiing call + ei 
And part of the bobolink’s rhyme, 
Lying close to the shy thrush singing alone, 
And lapped in the ericket's chime. 
O, to live with these beautiful ones! 
With the lust and the glery of man 
Lost in the circuit of spring-time suns—

And this outburst, so opposite to the epi- 

curean dreaminess of the other:

Go fill thetr hearts with hot desire 
To rise above their sooty task, 
Go teach them to be wild as fire, 
To ask anu compass what they ask! 

As tothe forms of the poems they are of all 
kinds and modes of expressions the poet 
evidently letting the subject dictate the form 
and not trying to force his ideas into any pre- 
conceived tzuape. There are verses as 
syliabically correct as those of Pope, 
others as free as those of Ooleridge 
and some adsolutely rhymeless almost 
rhythmless, like the verse which Heine has 
used in his Nortu Sea Poems,’’ and Whit- 
man in his *‘Leaves of Grass. But there 
no sense of slavish imitation anywhere. Mr. 
Garland, to be sure, has created no new 
form, but he has stamped upon each line of 
verse a strong individuality of conception,

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THEOSOPHY ASD THOUGHT.

TELEPHONING TO MARS. 


Signaling Across Space Without the In- 
tervening Wires. 


From the Blackburn Times. 

W. H. Preece, engineer tothe Telegraphs 
Department of the Post-office, read a paper 
on ‘‘Electric Signaling Without Wires’’ de- 
fore the Society of Arts in London, his pur- 
pose being to show how we are gradually ap- 
proaching the time when we shall be able to 
make practical use of the electric waves. 
For ten years Mr. Preece has deen steadily 
investigating the subject of signaling through 
space, which he finds very fascinating. His 
experiments have proved the effects he sub- 
sequently describes to be due primarily to 
radiation and not to conduction. 

When the Royal Commission to induire 
into electric communication between the 
shore and the light-houses was appointed in 
June, 1892, the opportunity arose for tes ting 
the theory of signaling without wires. The 
Bristol Channel proved a very convenient 
locality to test D of commun 
icating across a distance of three and five 
miles. Two islands. the Flat Holm and the 
Steep Holm, lying near Cardiff, the former 
having a light-house upon it, were used for the 
experiments. The object of the experiments 
was not only to test the practicability of sig- 
naling between the shore and the light-house, 
but to differentiate the effects due to earth 
conduction from those due to electro-mag- 
netic ind uction, and to determine the effects 
in water. There was no difficulty in com- 
municating tetween the shore and the Flat 
Holm. The distance between the two places 
was three miles. Theattempt to speak be- 
tween Lavernock and Steep Holm was not so 
successful; the distance was fire miles, but 
the signals were perceptibie. It is something 
to de able to report, Mur. Preece observes,that 
we have now acquired a pate system of 
signaling across space witbout using wires. 

Speaking of the possibilities of the future 
the lecturer remarked that though he ha 
confined himseifto a description of a siniple 

ractical system of communicating across 

errestrial space ‘‘one cannot — t- 
ing as to what may occur throu,f planetary 
space, Strange, mysterious sounds are heard 
on all long telephone lines when the earth is 
used as areturn, especially in the calm stili- 
ness of the night. arth currents are found 
in telegraph circuits andthe aurora borealis 
lights up our northern sky when the sun’s 
photosphere ie disturbed by spots. The sun’s 
surface must at such times be violently 
tarbed by elec

**Rival Candidates“ has, as I predicted, 
caught on. Its success is so pronounced that 
the mourning over the late production and 
the necessity for its early retirement from 
the stage of Hoyt’s Madison Square Theater 
is exceptionally sincere. 

Asa play this work of Dazey and Morris is 
what evolutionists might call a throwing 
back. We had progressed some stages be- 
yond the heroine, hero and villain form of 
the drama. In Rival Candidates“ we are 
carried back to the aha! period. 
But as in pigeon - breeding the 
return « of the primitive blue - rock 
variety after generations of tumblers, pout- 
ers or other selections is only approximated, 
so this dramatic return to ancient form is 
not complete. The heroine, hero and villain 
are touched dy the spirit of the age and are 
surrounded by end of the century influences. 

The hero, John Douglas (played by Joseph 
Wheelock), is a New York bank President 
and is candidate for his party’s nomination 
to the office of State Treasurer. Richara 
Bashforth, the villain (played by Francis 
Carlyle), is State Treasurer, and as he de- 
sires re-election is Douglas’ rival for the 
nomination. Both love Janet Kendren, who 
is Bashforth’s ward. There you have the 
basis for a good old-time Ledger novel. 

Messrs. Dazey and Morris do not shrink 
from the Introduction of other material cer- 
tainto give a Fireside Companion flavor to 
their story. 

Bashforth is alse Kitty Kendren’s guar- 
dian, and she Is in love with Tom Bansomer, 
the Yale fdot ball champion, whom she can- 
not marry untilshe becomes of age unless 
‘Tom can satisfy Bashforth that he has $50,- 
000. Tom has a fifth of thissum,and he 

shows the wadtothe audience—carries it in 
his trousers pockets. His scheme to get the 
$50,000 is betting $10,000 on a horse race, sure

Douglas is entrusted with the money to bet, 
gets to the track too late, and the sure tip 
horseis badly beaten. But he puts the 
money on a horse belonging to Bashforth, 
and the jockey whom Douglas had befriended 
rides to win, although ordered to pull his 
mount. He does win, and Douglas takes 
down 850,000 for Tom. The foot ball champion 
thinks he has lost, and the hero finding at 
thistimethat he is indanger of financial 
ruin istempted to save himself by appro- 
priating for a time Tom’s winning. 

He does not do it actually, although he 
passes the point of determining to doit. 
Just a little later he learns that his financia! 
troubles have all been caused by Bashforth’s 
scheming; bis dank is in danger of failing, 
State funds having Deen withdrawn from it, 
and the last straw to his own load Is his fatl- 
ure to renew a note negotiated through a firm 
of which Bashforth is silent partner, But 
he also learns the withdrawn State funds 
have been used by Bashforth to pay private 
debts, that the note really belongs to Janet 
Kendren, who tears it up when she learns 
the truth—for of course she loves the hero. 

Bas‘ forth is discomfited, fails to get the 
nomination and retires after a speech— 
not the curse ye! of other day dramas, but

Should everything 
prove satisfactory to both parties, they then 
go into the question of ‘*Teeluck,’’ or mar- 
riage settlement. This is a custom which re- 
quires the girl’s father to pay to the father 
ofthe boya sum of money varying from 10 
rupees to 5,000, according to the 
wealth and position of the parties con- 
cerned. Out ofthe amount the ‘‘Brahmin’’ 
and ‘*‘Hajam’’ receive from 5 to 10 per 
cent as commission. Having come to an 
understanding they return to their village 
and report their doings. Should everything 
prove to the liking of the father, he again 
Gispatches them, this time to pay the Tee- 
luck,’’ which Is the first step of the marriage 
proceedings. The priest takes with him only 
half the agreed amount, the other half being 
held over till after the marriage has taken 
place. 

They are accompanied on this journey by 
some of the girl’s relations, their servants, 
and musicians, people of different ‘‘jarts,’ 
or caste. On reaching the door of the Bab- 
on’s’’ house they halt, and the boy Is Drought 
out attired in holiday clothes of bright color 


and trimmed with gold braid, on his head 


is led forth, veiled, by 
her mother, attended by the women of 
the household, and is placed In a palki, or 
else a bullock cart, which is completely cov- 
ered with red cloth, and, the father of the 
bride having presented them with some 
household furniture, they depart for their 
own — followed by the whole caval« 
cade, the husband riding in advance as be- 
fore. On approaching their home the yvil- 
lagers flock out to receive them, and far into 
the night may be heard the sounds of conviv-~- 
lality and rejoicing.

For sometime past neat little type-written 
circulars have been dispatched. by post, 
throughout the city to the various office 
bulidings and other large business houses 
where women are employed as stenograph- 
ers, Dookkeepers, etc.. Mrs. Diza M. Roth- 
child is the author of the circulars and their 
purpose is to attract attention toa move- 


ment which is on footto organize a club for 
women whoare employed down-town, and 
ifthe present plansare carried into effect it 
Will meet a long felt want. 

Each person to whom one of these circulars 
has been addressed has been requested, if in 
favor of the club idea, to fill out one of the 
inclosed blanks with her mameand address, 
ana the amount she is willing to 
subscribe and return the same to Mrs. 
Rothchild, After a certain amount is 
pledged these subscriptions will be coilected 
and used in renting suitable rooms and fit- 
ting them for the ciub’s use. This has been 
after much careful consideration, decided 
the best way to begin, for by renting there 
would be less loss than by buying If the club 
gees not meet with the success anticipated 
or it.

Womanly grace and the love which men bear 
A beautiful woman have perhaps been 
the origin of paternal love, and of all the 
other sweet and tender feelimgs of which the 
male is capable. 

Grace is the @sthetic side of weakness, and 
since man seeks this quality in woman It fol- 
lows by the well-known psychological law of 
association that the perception of grace and 
the sweet emotions of love become more 
closely connected the more psychical prog- 
ress increases. Once this combination is 
fairly established, all Kraceful and pretty 
things by reason of this law awaken the emo- 
tion of love, feebiy, yet in a sufficient degree 
that all pretty things, be they human beings, 
natural objects or artistic productions, give 
us pleasure; and this pleasure is only in a 
lesser degree a reproduction of the pleasures 
of love. But grace, as we have just said, 
is the msthetic side of weakness. Hence 
the association between the emotions of 
love andthe perception of grace, becomes

@aternally mourn like everything. 
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The Mourning Letter. 

A postage stamp with a broad black border 
and representing a widow witha long black 
era pe veil, and other black clothing from the 
skin out, and leaning over a marble slab, a 
large weeping willow forming the back- 
ground, a pool of tearsin the foreground re- 
fiecting the sad face of the bereaved, while 
the second husband may be seen concealed 
benind the willow (though of course tbis 
last will be hard to arrange successfully), 
would be a good design for a widow’s stamp. 
The widower could have one representing 
himselfin the act of tearing up the green 
grass in the cemetery or olling4 revolver to 
be ready for suicidal purposes, while looking 
surreptitiously through the picket fence at a 
female college out for a walk. 

The great neld of mourning evidences has 
as yet hardly been touched. We have mourn- 
ing clothing, jewelry, livery and harness, 
but even such a glorious possibility as 
mourning ice cream, pie and watermelons 
has never been given any attention, I have 
even known bilack-haired widows to suddenly 
become golden-haired in the midst of their 
mourntug and put mik in their cafe noir.

Why should we show other evidences of 
mourning and not paint our houses black? 
Why doesn’t some enterprising florist grow a 
Variety of black flowers? Why not murzle 
the lark and the thrush and the bobolink, 
and make them shut up their glad songs? 
Why should the green grass grow and the 
Drook babble on In the golden sun and enjoy 
Itself? 

There ought to be a way dy which all 
mature should be made to stopand pay at- 
tention to our grief. Then it could open up 
again when the period of our mourning is 
Over, provided some one else had not been 
Dereaved in the meantime. 

A physician tells methat he has invented 
recently a sort of iron tincture, to be used in 
Cases of extreme grief, which turns the 
whole inside of the mourner black. This is 
Surely a most refined method of giving ex-
